Honorable Sir, The Cause of our makinge and nominatinge 
of three newe men this ycare, was because that M' Thomas Ball 
did abs(dutcly dcnay both the election and office, and for Thomas 
Clarck his election Came by some extraordinarie £iuour between 
him and M^ Bethell, partely by promisinge the sayd Bethell 
that bee would stand with him in houldinge and detayning back 
the townc monye, as also in the inlardgingc of the bounds be- 
twene M*^ Bethell and Thomas AUwcll ; which made M' 
Bethell to nominate fyve voices that wearelaclc[tng], which as he 
aledged was left with him to prefer his frend withall, as all the 
Companye here can tell. M' Richard power can nott wrytc 
butt verie sufficient in vndersCandinge : M' Porter can both 
wryte and speake the Latin tongue and is a gentleman well 
home and breade : M' Robartt^ your worshipp knowes well ; 
and the election was lawfully made by all voyccs, butt M' Bethell 
must be damiiiut factotum for Clarck, which is, as god knowes, ill 
breade and knowes [is] nott a lauorite, nor neuer wore Cloakein 
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his lyfe in this Countrie, till hee bought [a] kitchin going Cloak 
from M** Bethell, together with the rest of his Cloathes. I had 
rather M** Bethell should Deliuer in the moneye that belongeth 
to the towne then in his audacious bouldnes to trust in a career 
before gentlemen, wheareby to keepe the monye and crosse the 
woorcke as hee hath done frome the beginninge. The due Con- 
sideracion of the premises I reiFer to your worship, and restinge 
euer your woorships to Comand Cornelius Gaffrye. 

CXXX. Edward Stourton to Boyle: 1615.

Richard Boyle knight, on[e] of his Maiestyes privye Counsell for the State 
of Ireland,** and endorsed, "X^ December 161 5 fFrom Mr. Sturton.** See 
Introduction on this graphically told local squabble. — G. 

Syr, had not a vehement paine of the stone detayned me at 
my retourne yesterdaye from my good frende M^ Deane 
Boylle, I had ben my owne messenger : but nowe I am to 
intreate you to entertayne this dumbe messenger, and to stande 
my frende in an accident fallen vpon me. And thus it is : M*^ 
Wallye sentt his warrant yesterdaye for my two Sonnes, vrdged 
thereto by the Information of Robart Clappe my tenant, for 
a batterye (as he preteded) committed vpon two of his servants. 
Vpon the creditt of a gentleman thus yt was. Clappe my 
Tenant is tyed by Convenant in his lease to cutt woode for his 
sufficient vse, and in that place of my woode where I cutt. His 
servant came to me to knowe where I did cutt my woode. I, 
meaninge playnelye, told him where. Notw}rthstandinge, his 
servants cutt theyre woode where I yet neuer cutt anye ; which 
beinge delivered to me by this berer my boye, I came to the 
place ; and findinge them in the action, demaded why theye 
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cutt in that place: theire answere was that theire Master 
comanded them to cutt there : then (said I), what needed anye 
leave be asked ? Theire answere was peremptorye^ that [it 
was] theyr woode. This was so distastfull vnto me, that I 
shold be stoonge by a snake whome I had warmed at my fyre ; 
that, in trothe, I gaue on[e] of them two or three warninges to 
remember himself better at another tyme. As for my two 
sonnes, my Eldest had not anye thinge in his house, and my 
yongest (a boye of sixteene yeres) had but a huntinge rodde of 
a yarde and half longe, of ashe : and bothe these had nothinge 
more : then I, (not hable to endure the speeches of on[e] of 
Clappes servants) comandinge my eldest Sonne to take my walk- 
inge stafie which I had throwne at him, out of his handes, 
havinge taken yt vp, he did. If this be a iust cause to graunt a 
warrant of the peace vpon the oathe of two fugitive knaves 
against two gentlemen, iudge you in your wysdome ; beinge 
fallen out but in defence of theire fathers ryght. And I knowe 
that M** Wallye beinge a gentleman well vnderstandinge, wold 
never have sent his warrant for my two sonnes, yff he had 
recey ved true Intelligence of the case ; as yiF yt had pleased him 
but to have sentt the least boye he hath, my sonnes should have 
attended him. But Clappe insinuated his cause into his &vor ; 
as he cunninglye insinuated himselfe into my lande by M** 
Deane's good report of him, whose credit made him my 
Tenant, for the love I ought to him : and yet, before I tooke him 
Tenant, I shewed M** Deane that Clappes fiame was verye badd : 
for that yet I never herd anye geeve that man good report : and 
yet at M*" Deanes reporte I admitted him my Tenant in an 
evell houre. I leave manye thinges vnspoken that I trouble not 
your worthye eares ; which hereafter at your better ley sure (yfF 
yt please you to favor me soe moch and yiF God send me 
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healthe, you shall at fiiU be possessed of). Syr, I beseeche you 
be a mediator for me to M** Walleye, that this roughe course be 
not foUowed against my Sonnes, who are but my servants to 
foUowe my buisnes (having not another) whereby I haue more 
reason to expect some refuge at soche mens handes in my aged 
yeres then vnder couUour of matter of Justice demaded by a 
Sycophant, to rest in daunger of mishappe, beinge destitute of all 
helpe, the neerest vnto me, beinge by the rigor of lawe, taken 
from my assistance by on[e], a base knave, who hath held vp his 
hande at the barre for suspicion of murther, and at the sute of 
two fugitive vasalls. These considered (Syr) I beseeche you 
stande my frende to M' Wallye that this matter be not prose- 
cuted against my sonnes. I protest yt, never before anye 
warrant of peace was served ageinst me, or Them ; and yet 
for my part I am above threeskore yeares ; and my Children I 
haue bredd in the feare of God and his lawes. Thus (cravinge 
pardon for my prolixitye) and rest[ing] yours to dispose of 
Edward Stourton. 

CXXXI. Captain John Oglethorpe to Boyle : 1615. 

This is No. 117 of vol. vi., and is addressed, **To his honorable good 
frende & Richard Boyle knight at the newe colledge in youghall these 
gcuc," and endorsed, "15 december 161 5. ffrom Cap" Jo: oglethorp." — G. 

Honorable Sir, I am nowe by gods grace to take my iomy 
towardf England ; and for my own parte, although I haue binn 
by many toulde you should be my greatest hinderance, yett 
yealding my selfe wholy to your best fauour towards me, I can- 
not persuade my selfe that your promises vnto me to be my 
alwaies good frende, should be breakt ; and Sir, beleue me (I 
hope in god) you shall euer finde me to my end, my words 
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master. I desire your better fauour toword my poore wyfe and 
children in my absence^ and withall I desire the boundes of my 
landes to be given with what speed they may be, for else it 
wilbe to my great loss : the heriotts I pray be pleased to re- 
member that I was to haue halfe, beinge in the one lease, and 
forgotten to be putt in the other. I craue pardon for my 
briefnes and to take my leaue, leaving you and yours to gods 
holy protecion this ii® of Deceber 1615.

Sir, my house is this night blowen doune to the grounde after 
much trouble aboute it. 

CXXXII. Rev. John Boyle, D.D., to Boyle: 1615. 

This is No. 121 of vol. vi., and is addresseil, *< To the right worshipfull 
his veiy louing brother S' Richard Boyle at Youghall in the Province of 
Mounster w^ Speed geue these," and endorsed, '' la December 161 5 ffrom 
my brother John Boyle touching my son hodge Boyles death." See Intro- 
duction on this excellent example of the long old-fa&hioned ^mily letter, 
now obsolete." 



Louing Brother, vpon the 6*** of this present, I came hether 
to Stanmore from my Prebend at Litchfield, where I had spent 
some three weekes or therabout; our accompt day for the 
Churches Receipts and Expenses falling out in that tyme, and 
I hauing been Treasurer there this last yeare. That busines 
being of vrgent necessity, forced me to slacke another which 
was of duty, namely the visiting of my Sister Smith, lying at 
that tyme at Bristow for her health : which as in Nature I con- 
fesse I ow, so I protest out of my loue, I would gladly haue per- 
formed : But it was that which being hindered by so weighty 
an accompt, I could not possibly bring about ; and yet I feare 
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least she conceaue vpon my default, that I make lighter account 
of her than I ought. Since I heare nothing, whether she be 
returned into Ireland, or remayne still there : might I heare, I 
should either reioyce at her health hastening her returne, or 
sorrow her sicknes occasioning her stay, and without stay hasten 
to see her, and help her to my power. Since my Coming home, 
vpon the 9^ of this moneth late at night, I vnderstood by letters 
from M^ Browne, that my Cousine Hodge, was dangerously 
sicke : next morning early I rode to visit him, and before I gott 
thether mett a messenger with second letters, hastening mee 
away if euer I would see him alyve : this made my iourney 
which had been hetherto heavy, now in the latter part of the 
way most sorrufuU : the sodainenesse of the first newes and 
greuousness of the second increased, afflicting mee both at once. 
When I came there, I found the child in body much weakened, 
and in countenance altered strangely, in so much that I began 
at the first view much to doubt him: yet talking with him, 
and finding his sense, speech and memory, all quicke and ready, 
I conceaued hope (as we are apt to hope that we wish) of his 
recovery and life. In that hope I continewed all that day, only 
some doubt now and then I made, from skowring, which was 
frequent and violent vpon him : and for some coldnes in his 
handes, which I felt to continew in the same stay, without any 
sensible increase of heat. After supper coming vp to him againe, 
I found his speech and memory still perfect ; his devocon strange, 
breaking into his prayers of his owne accord \ and only this 
cause of doubt more then before, a thicker and weaker drawing 
of his breath. In this he continewed till ten aclocke at night, 
and then breathing out powerfull comfort till he had power to 
breath no longer, comended by many zealous prayers to God, 
vnder my hands, without the least resistance of death, sweete 
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Soule, he made a blessed exchange of this fraile and sinful life : 
80 dying as I neuer beheld infant more sweetly to fidl asleep, 
then hee easily and without pange or paine, yeelded himself to 
eternall rest The cause of his death the Phisicon ascribes to an 
vlcer breeding in his guttes ; and this the childes complaying 
of his belly, and much corrupt mattery stuffe like discoloured 
bloud, which came from him by stooles, induced him to conceaue. 
(For my part I thinke rather, without preiudice to the Doctors 
iudgment, hee died of the ffiuxe, your peoples nationall disease : 
and my reasons for it, are, the Condnewance of that infirmity 
vpon him, from the beginning of his pcknes to the end of his 
life : and the violence of it, which wa^ as I was there certified, 
40, or more stooles a day: and from theise raw excoriacons 
proceeding, which must needes draw dissolued bloud and 
mattery stuiFe : Lastly this, that vlcers in the bowells neuer 
come but with extremity of torment ; which in him was neuer 
heard, but only a still and mild complaint of a paine in his beUy : 
which the cholicke alwayes attending the ffiuxe must needes 
cause. But this is only my private opinion, and wherein I am 
not stiiFe, but yeeld easily to the learned in that faculty. How- 
soeuer it was, assure your stepbrother, the Phisicion is a gentleman 
very worthy, learned and honest, and one that attended your 
child, with his whole art, care and faith fiilnes. And for the 
care of M" Browne, it was such and so singular as being sickly 
herselfe, yet she continewally attended him in her owne person, 
lodged him euermore in her owne chamber, and so neerly and 
deerly euery way tendered him, as I can safely protest vnto you 
out of myne owne neer observacon, and others faithful report, 
neuer was mother, either in health more carefuU ouer, or in 
sicknes more painful about, or in death more sorrowfuU for, the 
childe of her owne wombe, than shee for yours which was 
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nothing of her kynne. I my self perceaued him of them both 

so tenderly beloved when he was well, so hartely bemoaned 

being sicke, so extremely bewailed at his death, as it was strange 

to mee to see such aflFeccon in strangers, and gaue me vndoubted 

assurance as of the Childes sweet and wynning behauiour so of 

their singular good and louing natures. Their loue and grief 

deserue both your thankful! acceptance and kynd recompence : 

and further, the paynes and watchings of their servants such 

consideracon as may rightly sort with your owne worth and 

condition. To the graue he was brought with good Solemnity, 

attended with knightes. Ladies, gentlemen and gentlewomen of 

good sort; a banquet was prepared before their going; the 

herse and pulpitt mourning, with scutcheons of the Boyles ; the 

grave in the chanceU neer M** Edward fienton his great vncle ; 

the Sermon preached by myself so well as my passion would ^ 

geue leaue. And thus having related with ouerflowing eyes and 

a hart surcharged with grief, the sicknes, death and ffunerall of 

so sweete a Child, it remaineth that I add something for the 

Comfort of the father. Your Case (deare brother) I weigh by 

myne owne : you haue lost a Sonne, an Heire, a man in a 

child, louely and louing, of great future hopes and already for 

his yeares of rare proofe : had it pleased God to come neer mee, 

and to haue bereft me of my eldest boy, I know the force of 

my afFeccon such, and the weaknes of my temper so great, 

that it would haue deiected mee so with grief, as I doubt whether 

I could euer haue been raysed vp with any comfort. Which 

weaknes of myne I the rather discouer, to make you (desireing 

it) to shew your self in this poynt strong ; and to mooue you, 

as being made great by God in your estate, so to desire of him 

that in this triall you may shew your self chiefly great in mynd, 

not sorrowing (as the Apostle speakes) as those that are without 
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hope but as you are loved by Christ, in patience possessing your 
Soule. Abraham was a ffather, no doubt tender as any other ; 
yet when God required of him his Sonne, wee read not that his 
heart earned with grief but that his hand was armed with ye 
knyfe to despatch and prepare him for the Lord. So he yeelded 
instantly to his death ; and more, to his slaughter : slaughter 
with his owne hand : slaughter and sacrifice : being ready to 
offer him by ffire ; and neither alyue to spare him nor yet dead : 
and this, his only Sonne, the mothers delight, the worlds hope, 
the heire of grace : Abrahams willingnes to resigne his, must 
teach you quietnes in forgoing yours, that following the example 
of Abraham, the reward of Abraham may follow you. Your 
Childs death is the Lords deed, and he hath done therin what 
is good in his eyes. The kind of his death was by him fore- 
appointed, the manner how, decreed, the place where, determined, 
the tyme when, defined : and nothing done therin by vncertaine 
chance, but all by divine CoimseU ; and all so necessarily, that 
by mans best art, neither could his thread of Life be one inch 
prolonged, nor the stroke of Death one hower prevented. Your 
Case besides is not singular : the Lord Sheffield lately lost three 
in the turning of a hume [sic] by the turning ouer of a boat, 
all his treasure in one bottome. Sir Ralphe Winwood his when 
you yours, his Sonne and heire, the same day and almost howre. 
Our dread King, not long since the apparant Successor of his 
Crowne, the glory of this kingdome, and great hope of Christen- 
dome : and that I may teach you patience from the highest 
paterne, the Sonne of God after he had taken our humanity, 
was as wee subiect to Mortality. Bee quieted therefore, because 
it is the worke of God ; and comforted, because bee workes all 
for our good ; and prepare to this yourself, because it is the 
Condicon of vs all : Say as Job sayd, thankfully, the Lord 
II. c 
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geueth, the Lord taketh away : and sing as hee soong cheerfully, 
Blessed bee the name of the Lord. Wee are indeed, as hee 
speakes to his wife si af^ovm, in the number of the fond and 
ffbolish, if receauing good from the hand of God wee cannott 
bee content to beare seeming evill. flFor pretty Hodge, Sweete 
Soule, he hath left earth, but gained heaven : he is taken from 
men, but taken vnto God ; he hath lost great possibilities, but 
inheriteth the best possessions : he is gone from his natiue (Father, 
but gone on high to the i&ther of vs all : he is puld from his 
mothers ioy but tenderly kept in the Lordes armes : hee is 
missing in his grandmothers bedd, but blessedly reposed in 
Abrahams bosome : hee is departed from brothers and sisters, 
but departing he lefte them to him whose by best right they are : 
lastly, he is deceased yong, but withall delivered from infinite 
evills wherevnto longer yeares must needs haue made him 
subiect. And now neither shall Sicknes like a towne baylif euer 
hereafter arrest him, nor his bedd like a lothsome Jayle emprison 
him, nor death like a bloody headsman, haue power to assault 
him ; but as free from all clogs he is (lowne vp to God in firm 
liberty j so, fearefuU of nothinge he shall reigne with him in 
I mortality. These consideracons should make the myndes of 
you all cheerful, notwithstanding this great cause of sorrow ; 
and mooue our Spirits to couett with his to be enlarged, while 
the chaines and fetters of the flesh they are here so long and so 
lothsomly imprisoned. 

But I intended a letter not a volume : (Fearing therfore to 
seem tedious, I take leaue, and leaue you all to the God of peace, 
and of all true Consolation, who Comfort you daily with the 
grace of his Spirit, and prepare you more and more to the glory 
of his kingdome : that thether in the fulnes of tyme you may 
follow your owne Sonne, and in the fulnes of ioy there raigne 
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with the Sonne of God. I pray you salute your Lady and the 
Lady fienton, to whome both I am a stranger^ yet their vertues 
I heare of and honor. I must entreate you further to Coinend 
mee kindly to my brother Power, and his wife, my brother 
Smyth and his : this long letter and short leasure, suffers mee not 
to write now vnto them, but shortly largely : In the meanety me 
they must favorably accept the propension of my hart. M"" 
WiUiam ffentons wife is in health : his land in Staffordshire as 
I heare past away : it was ordeined for a Parson : it might haue 
been for mee : of that Parson you haue deserued so well, that 
you may Demand of him what you please: Good brother, entreat 
it for mee, vpon those termes it came to him : I haue written 
you the Conveniency of it and the necessity I am in. frater 
tibi paterrimus. J. Boyle.

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Soueraigne, being desirous to take M' Penlabury with me, least 
I might meet with some Papers in forraine languages, I made 
choise of this morning, being one of their hoUidaies, as fittest for 
that purpose. After deliuery of yours, the Soueraigne was stricken 
in a dump with it, and answered he had not sene the priest 
Donagh O daly of three quarters of a yeare, and that he knew 
not of any house he had there : but when he was in the somer, 
he was euery where : he wold haue knowen from mee what 
house he was in, that so he might haue done according [to] your 
directions; which being vnknowen to mee he said he wold 
search all the towne (after this wee propounded what was the 
best therin).

person, that if ther wer any such writings or ought fr5 beyond 
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sea, in trounck or chest left with the priest, he at his first affront 
of him wold gett it out. They vsed pretences of loyalty, and 
that they wold send about for the priest if he were within i o 
myles to know of him, and that this night they wold make 
search if I wold accompany them ; which I assured the Soue- 
raigne they had made to [o] publick already, and I Thought were 
better (conceuying in my vnderstanding that these were but 
friuelus actions, rather to preuent their further seruice) ; that 
wee shold thus relate what had bene done and depend on your 
further pleasure : for they refused to come with mee to you this 
night a$ I moconed. leauing this to your wisdome, with re- 
mebrance of my seruice and M** Penlaburyes I take leaue. 
Yours euer to be comanded Perec. Banaster. Kinsaile this 
15*** of August 161 6.

CLVII. The Raleigh Estate: 1616. 

There are several long MSS. belonging to Pyne'^s unsuccessful claims 
upon the Raleigh Estates as purchased by the " Great Earl," Three of 
these are so injured and faded out by damp as to be illegible, except in a 
word here and there. Even had this not been the case, selection not col- 
lection must have ruled us. I take for Pyne No. 1 30 of vol. vii., endorsed 
" Coppye of the Wronges Donne to Mec by S"^ Richard Boyle," by Pyne. 
Similarly No. 135 has been selected for the Earl. See our Introduction on 
these disputes. Pyne had been a thorn in Raleigh's side. — G. 

Brief of the wronges Donn to mee by Sir Richard Boyle. 

I. At the tyme I accquainted Sir Richard Boyle with many 
Reasons I had collected that the landf and Dcmeanes belonginge

to Mogelly, should not be taken from yt, and likewise what had 
past betweene Sir Walter Rauleigh, my self, Guy Towse and 
Edward Leachland, whoe formerlie (by the indirect Dealingf of 
those officers Sir Walter put in trust to lett his landf ) had gained 
interest withe same ; as allsoe what Course I then purposed to 
take for reformation of the Abbuse, and likewise made him this 
offer that whereas I payd him for the Castell and two plough- 
landf and a half 10** yearlye rent, and more he could not haue 
Duringe my Leace, which then was aboue 70 yeares vnexpired, 
That if he would giue me the same in fee farme in regard of the 
great Charge I had beene at in buyldinge and otherwyse, I 
would procure him from her Majestie soe much in fee, which 
(as he Could vse the matter) might be worth to him tenn tymes 
the value, and accquainted him with the meanes and frindf I 
then had in Court for thobtaininge of a hxr greater suite. 
Wherevnto he Answered mee, that Mogelley was the key of all 
his Signoryes, Desired mee to forbeare the suite and promised 
mee that if I would lett him worke the matter with the free 
houlders, he would bringe all the Tenn ploughlandf which for- 
merlye had belonged to the Castell into my handf and would 
take of mee noe more then the rent they payd, nor regard fines 
nor heriots : To the Contrary by the breach of his said promyse 
he hath not onelye frustrated mee of the assured hopes I then 
had to be recompenced for many seruices Donne to the Crowne 
before my Cominge into this Realme and since, and made me 
necglect the same, to the losse of my whole fortune, but allsoe 
hath sought by many Courses to ex pell me from alL 

2. At the tyme he had past mee his ^ithfuU promise that if I 
would let him worke the matter with Towse and Leachland, 
whoe as I haue said had former grauntf from Sir Walter 
Rauleigh of parcell of the Demeanes of Mogelly, he would 
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bringe all to my handf ^ I assuringe my selfe of no lesse then the 
performaunce thereof and the better to incourage him therevnto, 
made him this offer that although I must purchase the fee 
simple from Towse and Leachland of those landf which they 
Could not in any sorte well Denye mee in regard of their 
former promises made to perform the same; yet for that yt 
might be a breach betweene our Children hereafter when my 
Leacein Mogeelye should be expired^ I thought yt fitter for him 
to purchase the said landf then my self^ and withall offered him 
further that whereas I had 8 ploughland Called Ballinegomeash 
in my possession which I held of David Condon in Mortgage 
for my iiij" yeares yet to Come, that ioyned soe neare to 
A Castell of his Called the Shane as he could hardlye be without 
yt^ if he would assure mee the ploughland of Towses that 
Adioyned nexte to Mogelly in lieu thereof^ I would exchaunge 
with him, with this Condicon that he or his heires should houlde 
myne noe longer then my Leace in Mogellye, and that he whose 
land was best should make fair Paccon to thother for the sur- 
plus. Wherevnto he most willinglie agreed, and I gaue him 
present possession of my ploughland, which after he had held a 
yeare or more, I findinge noe possebillytie in him to performe his 
promise, and that he Could by noe meanes persuade Towse 
therevnto. Mortgaged my ploughland to him for 50'* I was then 
in his Debte, with this Condition that he should hould the same 
vntill I payd him his 50'^ 5 and one yeare after payinge mee 5" 
for that yeare. Shortelye after, I havinge occasion to vse 60** 
entreated him to become bound with mee for payment of the 
said some. Wherevnto at first he shewed a willingnes, but 
afterward^ findinge my necessitye and how much it imported 
me, he flattlye Denyed to enter into any bound with mee excepte 
I would for savinge him harmles. Mortgage vnto him the plow- 
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land of Killcoran, vnto which he had an insatiable Desire \ and 
withall that whereas I had libertye at all tymes to reedeeme my 
ploughland of Ballinegomeshe, he would bynd mee that I must 
Doe yt vppon a May Day, and that he should paye but 4^^ for 
the yeare after the redemptyon. And although his Demaundf 
where [= were] vn reason ble and Contrarye to our former agree- 
ment, yett I Choosinge of two Evills the least, yeelded there- 
vnto. Sir Richard havinge forced mee as I haue said to redeeme 
Ballinegomesh^ vpon May Day and not otherwise^ I beinge 
offered for yt a farre greater rente shortlye after, against the 
nexte May Day provided the 50**, gaue him notice thereof afore- 
hand and sent him the said 50^^ to his howse at Youghell ; he 
vnderstandinge of my mans beinge there tooke horse and went 
to Ballynetray, to preuent the receauinge of the Mony j but my 
Man beinge Directed to follow him Came after him to the 
place. Which when he perceaved, he tooke horse and from 
thence went to the Iron workes ; where allsoe my man with 
the monnye followed him. By Chaunce I beinge there and 
vnderstandinge by my Man what had past, I Desired Sir Richard 
to take his 50** : he in a ChoUericke sorte asked mee wherefore ; 
I answered for the Mortgage of Ballinegomeash : he said cann 
you finde mony to Dismortgadge land and none to pay mee 
other Debtf : I will not receaue yt. I replyed that other Debtf 
I might pay at other Convenienter tymes, but this I was forced 
to pay this Daye^ and prayd him without any further trouble he 
would receaue his Mony and Dischardge mee of the Mortgage ; 
which he againe reftisinge, I willed my man to tell the Mony 
vppon the Table before Witnesses : and therevpon he was 
pleased to receaue yt. Vpon receipt whereof I Demaunded the 
Deed of Mortgage and the Boundf for performinge the same. 
Hee alleadged they were in his Study at Youghall, and by reason

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of his sudden goinge to Dublin, he Could not then Delliuer 
them^ neither would hee. I then Demaunded an accquittance 
of him, Declaringe to what efFecte he receaved the 50'*, which 
he refused : wherevppon I Craued a simple accquittaunce for re- 
ceivinge of the same ; which he yeelded to giue me as payd him 
that Daye. The yeare beinge expired that he was to hould the 
land after the redemptyon of the Mortgage, I Demaunded the 
possession of the same, which he vtterlye Denyed to giue mee, 
sayinge there was more matter in yt then soe. And shortlye 
after I repayringe to Dublin^ he beinge there^ acquainted mee 
with the Cource M*" iBeetwoodf agents tooke against mee for 
the ploughland of Killcoran and the rest of Condons Landf , the 
successe whereof be Doubted might be to my preiudice, and the 
more that he had secrett intelligence from the Court of England, 
that Condon was out of all hope euer to recofi any parte of his 
landf, and therefore if I would leaue Condon and take the land 
of Killcoran and Balligomeash from him, he would Defend mee 
against M*" fHeetwood and all others, as he did the land M*" fHeet- 
wood was in suite for. I askinge him how^ he thereby shewed me a 
letter from the late Queenes Majestic to the then Lord Deputie 
and Councell, the efFecte whereof as I remember was, that where 
Sir Walter Rauleigh, Sir John Stowell and Sir John Clyston [?] 
had vndertaken the plantation of 3 Signories and a halfe of 
Desmondf landf, which they Desired might be neare about the 
Castells of Lisfinnye and the Shane, and yf there were not suffi- 
cient to make vp these three Signoryes and a half about those 
places, that then his Lordship should allot them soe much of 
Patricke Condons landf nexte adioyninge to the Shane Castell, 
as might Doe yt. By force of which letter he would Defend 
mee against ffieetwood. I Dislikinge of this Cource in regard 
I knew her Majestic had beene pleased since that tyme to 
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graunt Pattricke Condon all his landf and that David Con- 
don was in a good way and assuraunce to obtaine his suitf 
at Court against M'' ffleetwood and all other vndertakers, 
vtterlye reffused Sir Richards motyon and flatelye answered 
him that I had rather hold the land from Condon as an honest 
man though I should loose all, then Dishonestlye to take his 
offer. When he saw he Could not prevaile with mee, and 
vnderstandinge that Condon had good successe in his suitf, he 
wrote vnto mee that my Lord Deputye had graunted the In- 
trusion of Condons landf , and that M*^ ffleetwoods agent Did 
still prosecute the matter for Killcoran against mee: vppon 
which graunt of Intrusion exprcsse yssued against the foresaid 
Condon, his lordship was pleased to send Dirrection to the Barrons 
of the Exchequer, that noe wrytt nor cxpresse should be yssued 
to Disturbe the foresaid Condon in the possession of his land^ 
or any parte of them, accordinge to the eiFecte of the laste of 
the Councells letters in that behalfe : wherevpon the lord Cheif 
Barron ordered in Court that all suitf what so euer should cease 
against the foresaid Condon. Shortelye after Sir Richard wrot 
again vnto mee that M** ffleetwoodf agent still followed the 
matter against Condon and especially against mee for Killcoran. 
Wherevppon I sent boath the lord Deputyes Dirrectyon and the 
Lord Cheif Barrons order to him to Defend boath Condon and 
mee in our Right, which by his letter he faithfully promised to 
doe \ but in leue thereof he hath inserted in his last pattent my 
plowland of Ballynegomeash with one intent to frustrate mee, 
as his keepinge possession thereof hetherto without givinge mee 
any profit or rent plainly e sheweth. 

Before I entered into partnershipp with Sir Richard Boyle, I 
Caused M** David Condon to make him a Leace of Tenn 
ploughlandf called Kilbarry, of which the Tymber trees and 
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woodf had beene formerlye past to mee by Patricke Condon 
David's father. Yet after by him past, with my Consent, to 
Sir Walter Raleigh, vppon Condicon and promise made by Sir 
Walter, that he the said Sir Walter should obtayne from the 
late Queenes Majestie, the restoringe of the said Pattricke Con- 
don to his bloud and landes ; and that the Moyetie of all the 
woodf and trees growinge vppon these Landf of Killbarry, 
should be myne, together with the Moyetie of all profittf that 
out of the foresaid woodf might arrise ; which promise of Sir 
Walter beinge noe waye performed by him, and vppon the like 
made by Sir Richard Boyle^ with solempne oath past before 
sufficient witnesses for performance thereof in euery respecte, I 
procured David Condon to passe vnto Sir Richard Boyle the 
said Leace, which otherwyse he would neuer haue yeelded vnto ; 
in requitall of which Sir Richard hath not onelye necglected 
any way to further M*^ David Condon in his suitf but to De- 
feate me of my ryght in the foresaid woodf and him of his in- 
heritance, hath Contrary to his foresaid promise past the whole 
in his Pattent. There was allsoe an Earie of haukes in the aboue 
named woodf , which Duringe the tyme of Sir Walter Rauleigh 
were by agreement equally Devided betweene him and mee ; 
which Earie by Sir Richard Boyles Consent was kept at boath our 
Charge vntill David Condons wyfe (he beinge absent) forceably 
tooke the haukes from vs, and kept Them till his returne ; at 
which tyme and by my intretye he redeliuered them to Sir 
Richard Boyle, and I in regard that (as he tould mee), he had 
promised them to my lord Deputye, and faithfully promised mee 
that the yeare foUowinge I should haue the whole Earie, was 
Content to let him haue them boath : but the nexte yeare forget- 
tinge his promise, he Caused the Earie to be wacht at his owne 
Charge, with intent to take the haukes from mee ; which to 
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preuent I got them into my possession. He therevpon Came to 
my howse and tould mee had bestowed the haukes on my Lord 
Deputye and he would not for Tenn tyraes their value breake 
with his Lordship. I out of my Duty and loue to my Lord 
and vpon Sir Richardf vowes and othes that I should enioye the 
Earye for two yeares after, yealded, and gaue him boath the 
haukes ; in requytall and performaunce whereof he hath not 
onlye broken his foresaid promises, but to prevent my euer 
havinge the Earie and Woodf hath taken as aforesaid a pattent 
of the whole landf and woodf . 

Moreouer at the tyme wee entered into partnershipp, I did 
trulye accquaint him with my estate and that by reason of my 
great losses and hinderaunces boath before, in and after the 
warres, the some amountinge to about 20000^*, as allsoe the 
Charge I was at, and should be in buildinge and house keepinge, 
I Could not furnish my parte of the monyes that of neccessetye 
were to be D[isbursed] in the trade of Tymber and Casque, and 
that in Regard therof, I would be forced to Craue his Ayde and 
Credditt for 100^* or two, from that tyme; which he should 
repaye himselfe of the gaine that should arryse out of the Com- 
modityes : wherevnto he seemed willinglye to yeeld, and for a 
begininge tooke vp of Sir Thomas Huit 100** sterling for me 
(as he said) at interest : but he Committed the same to his 
owne vse in England [and] Denyed for a whole yeare the re- 
ceipte thereof: in thend yt beinge proved, he made mee pay the 
foresaid C." with the interest and brockadge thereof. Yett he 
affirmed before Sir Richard Morryson that he had Discharged 
it, and notwithstandinge I haue Delliuered him the bound Can- 
celled which he made to Sir Thomas Huitt, yet he Detayneth 
my bound which I made for savinge him vnharmed, and allsoe 
vpon the fynishinge of the account^ of partnershipp, from 
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tyme to tyme, he shewed such Discontentmentf forcing and 
withouldinge (notwithstandinge the profitte which accrued) 
that he had neuer Dealt with mee j I not ymagininge his mean- 
inge therein could bee^ tooke yt as a disparagement to his greatnes 
to Deale or trade in merchandise, To giue him Contentment 
and appease his troubled mynde, made him this oiFer, that yf he 
would giue ouer all to mee, I would repaie him what he had 
Disbursed for woodf bought and other woodf that stood 
Charged, which together with the interest of x^* [prouided that] 
he were fuUye satisfied of thone and the other, and the profittf 
hee receaued, which did amount to 3 or 400'', and 100'* ouer 
and above. Which offer he accepted and before his Cosen 
George Boyle absolutely promysed that he would not Denye it, 
and willed mee to provide the monye and he would take yt and 
passe all vnto mee. Which Monyes when I had prouided and 
prayd him to Appoint a tyme and place when and whcareat wee 
should meete that I might giue him Contentment, he in liew to 
receaue the same refused soe to Doe, sayinge he ncuer ment yt, 
with many other [words] that he would not for noe mony for- 
goe his parte, whereby I might Justlye Imagine his PoUecye and 
Dry ft was for a Tryfle to haue expelled mee ; and soe take all to 
himselfe, as more plainelye sheweth by his tikinge the Leasses 
(of such woodf as wee had bought and whereof I payed the 
one Moyetye) from his Cosen George Boyle, in whose Cus- 
todye (by agreement betweene vs at the begininge) they should 
remayne as an indifferent man, as allsoe by his threatininge 
therevpon to sell the whole and by arrestinge and troublinge 
shippmasters and others to whom he sould planckes, and that in 
such sort as he made all men afraid to deale with mee, suppo- 
singe me to bee soe fan* in his Debt and that all was too little 
for him : And it was allsoe agreed betweene vs at the Enter- 
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inge into partnershipp, that a Wood of myne called Killcoran 
should be first wrought out, and after that the woodf of 
Kilbary, in which as I haue said I haue right to the Moyeties ; 
for preventinge the same and to Defeate mee of parte, he 
Caused to be twise inserted in the Contracte of partnershipp, 
that the same should not extend to any woodf of his Inheri- 
taunce. I simplye vnderstandinge his meaninge to be of such 
woodf of his Signoryes and inheritaunce as at that tyme, he 
had put in his Pattent, and that in Kilbarry beinge noe parte 
thereof, he had noe other estate then the Leace I Caused David 
Condon to make him thereof, signed the Contracte : but when 
after the workinge of aboute 3000 Tonne of Tymber in my 
woodf of Killcoran aforesaid and that the same wood was spent, 
I intended to worke in Kilbarry and accquainted him therewith, 
he did not only Denye me the same, alledginge yt to be of 
his own inheritaunce by reason of a late pattent thereof taken ; 
but to make mee any satisfaccon for parte of the 3000 Tonne 
of Tymber, whereof he inioyed the one Moyetye of the pro- 
fitt, accordinge to the Contract of partnershipp. 

After I had taken a Leace of Sir Walter Raleigh of Mogelly 
for 40 yeares, vnderstandinge that he had made a former Estate 
vnto one Edward Leachland of London merchaunt, of some 
small parcells of the Demeanes nexte adioyninge to the foresaid 
Castell, notwithstandinge I had there bestowed in buyldinge 
300**, I entreated Sir Walter either to procure Leachland to 
surrender those parcells vnto him and he to mee and make mee 
a newe Leace in regard of a hrr greater Charge I was to be at 
in buyldinge : or ells pay mee the Charge bestowed and I would 
surrender my Leace to him : Wherevppon Sir Walter accord- 
ingly agreed with Leachland for and in Considderatyon that soe 
much of the rent, after the rate he payed for the land he held^ 
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should be abated or other land in leiue given him^ he should 
surrender the said parcells. After this agreement soe made, 
Leachknd Came to mee at London, accquainted mee therewith, 
and accordinglye wrott to his Vncle Lawraunce Leachland his 
Atturny in Mounster, that he should giue possession of those 
landf for that he had soe agreed with Sir Walter Rauleigh ; 
which was performed by the said Lawrence Leachland, and Sir 
Walter made mee a new Leace for iiij" yeares. But some few 
yeares Sir Walter Raleigh nor any other as yt seemed for him 
performed his promise for the abatement. Soe to the Contrary 
Sir Richard Boyle whoe then had Sir Walters interest in the 
Signoryes, Disturbed Leachland and Comenced suite against 
him for all what he had past to him by Sir Walter : wherevppon 
Edward Leachland repayred to Sir Henry Brunkerd then Lord 
President of Mounster with letters from the lords of the Councell 
in England against Sir Richard Boyle, who notwithstandinge 
this and all the intreatyes of the Lord President Contynued 
his suitf at Dublin : at which tyme Leachland supposinge mee 
to take parte with Sir Richard and to incourage his tenantf to 
the like and to surrender their estate to him, the said Sir Richard ; 
which I did at his request and earnest intreatye, (as appeareth 
by his letter bearinge date the xxviiij*** of August 1606 in 
Dublin), Comenced suitf against mee by byll of Complainte in 
the president^ Court ; which bill with the privitie and assent of 
Sir Richard and advize of his learned Councell M^ John Meade, 
and soe connsidered that Leachland forbore troublinge mee 
further. And after Sir Richard Boyle Hndinge by his said 
learned Councell, that Leachland would ouerthrow him and that 
his accon was naught : and allsoe Sir Henry Brunkerd was much 
moued at the vexacon and open wronge he Did to Leachland, 
then entred into arbitrament, by which Leachland for Clli or 
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thereaboutf. Sir Richard was to pay him, yeelded vp to Sir 
Richard all his interest in the landf and woodf he held, which 
was worth about 400" ; of which CV^ Sir Richard would haue 
mee paye Iv" for 37 accres : which I refusinge to Doe, in regard 
my title was in all Conscience and equetye good^ and that I 
euer had payd Sir Walter and after to Sir Richard, rent for the 
same^ he Comenced suite against mee for the said parcells, in his 
Majesties Court of Comon Pleas. Where I owed vnto Sir 
Richard Boyle V^ vpon a deed of Mortgage of land and a bound 
of 300** for his further securytie: for which Debte notwith- 
standinge Sir Richard Morrison hath giuen him Content, with 
the interest for 4 yeares and a halfe, that it was Due, after the 
rate of xvj^^ p centum, and that he faythfuUye promised to the 
said Sir Richard Morrison to restore vnto mee, all such wrytingf 
and bound^ as he had, touchinge the same Mortgage. Yett he 
doth keepe the said Deede of Mortgage and bound of 300** and 
Comenced suite against me in his Majesties Court of Comon 
Pleas and forced mee to remoue the same into the Chauncerye 
to prevent the advantage of the forfeyture of the bound which 
was then sadsfyed.

CLVIII. "My answer to M* Pynes Complaintes. 

As explained in note before the preceding Paper, this is No. 135 of vol. 
vii., and is endorsed by Boyle, as above. Both this and the former are 
much injured by the same damp that has obliterated the others, albeit I 
have succeeded in deciphering them. — G. 

Herevnto writeth the Deponent and humblie prayeth that he 
maye not be dryven to the particuler answearinge of the Articles 
or rather the Libelk exhibited to your Lordship by Henry Pyne 
for that they conteyne such varietie of vntruthes, as to confute

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each of them in his proper time, would in the whole, make a 
volume. But the Scope and drifte of the Petition is (and so in 
a few word^ he might have tould your Lordship) to staye an 
action of ejectionefirme brought against him in the Comon law; 
for a parcell of land of vij^^ a yeare vallue/ neere Mogelly : 
wherevnto the Petitioner hath not so much as any colour of 
right, but seeketh to deteyne yt by his Italionated pollecie. In 
which lawe and suite this Deponent is not any waye interested 
nor named. 

And the Deponent further saieth that the now Petitioner 
formerlie endevored to procure the staie of this suite att the 
Councell table : Wherein your Lordship desirous to do him all 
lawfull favor, demaunded the opynion of the Judges then present ; 
who delivered their opynions publiquely, that yt being an accon 
legally Comenced for tryall of land, there was no law, nor 
example to staye or remoue the suite from the proper Courte, 
and Course, wherein yt was followed. This notwithstanding 
the Petitioner againe Comenced like suite, and request in 
Chauncerie, for the removall hereof thither ; which was likewise 
reiected. And now againe for his last refuge, hath heaped to- 
gether a nomber of &lse and slaunderous suggestions ; no one 
of them being true, nor were the truth in the same nature and 
fashion that he expresseth them ; stryuing thereby to draw your 
Lordship by impertinyncie to do that which no law nor Pre- 
sident can warrant. 

And whereas he laboureth to procure beleefe, that part of the 
Manner of Mogelye is planted with yrishe, If it may appeare 
vnto your Lordship, vppon credible certificate that I haue anie 
one of the Irishe, that is my imediate tenant vppon that Lordship, 
except one gentleman of the Geraldines that is a freehoulder, and 
was a good subiect all the Rebellion ; who dwelleth vppon a 
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peece of wilde mountayne ground, 4 myles from Mogely, which 
no english man will inhabite : I will loose my Credite with your 
Lordship and the whole Land. 

And whereas he enforceth that the Demeasnes of Mogely 
ought in pollecie of State and for his Majesties service, according 
[to] the plott of plantacon^ to be contynued to the Castle, which 
he would make men beleeve is a place of great Consequence and 
importance, I answeare that there are two or three Castles which 
are att my Coinaundement neere therevnto, each of them as 
avayleable for the kings service ; and of as great Consequence 
for the Defence of the Countrye, as Mogely, which is partly 
fallen downe and the rest like to follow for want of good 
reparacons. And yf that there were no Castell at all att Mogely, 
I am confident with the Englishe plantacon I haue made in these 
borders, to give your Lordship a good accompt of that part of 
the Countrey if anie trouble (which god forbid) should arise 
therein. 

And as for the woodf of Lysfynny, they are weeded, and 
made so thynn with M^ Pynes makeing of planckf and pipe- 
staves, and such passages made throughe the strength of them 
for the vse of the Ironworkes, as there wilbe no safetie lefte for 
ill disposed people. 

And whereas the Petitioner affirmeth that by the plott of 
plantacon none of the Desmeanes ought to be Devyded from 
the Maner : Therevnto I answeare that as the said Articles of 
establishment, no fFearmor ought to haue above 400 accres, and 
that this Petitioner hath above 1000 acres, left for a Demeasnes 
to the Castles of Mogely: when these land^ now in suite 
(wherevnto he hath no right) shalbe taken from him. All 
which he hath for the most parte hitherto tennanted with 
yrishe ; and these his owne tefiantf are those he makes mencon 
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of: (for I know of no other). And whereas the Petitioner 
alleadgeth that he would and could haue bought those parcells 
of the Maner of Mogely from M' Leachland and M' Touse, 
j{ I had not promised to buy them in, and to passe them againe 
vnto the petitioner, for the same bare Rent they paide in money, 
without paying me anie Customes, ffynes or heriottf : to that 
the Deponent answeareth, that he neuer nuuie any such promise ; 
neyther in Comon reason, is yt to be beleeved that the Deponent 
would disburse 500" (for which some and more those landf are 
not to be purchased) and assigne them over to M*^ Pyne without 
repayment, or any other Consideracon, and extinguishe such 
fynes, heriottf and Customes as are now paide him, and deprive 
himselfe of the strengthe and service of 40 englishe tenantf , who 
now inhabite those landf ; whose whole famylies if M*^ Fynes 
suggestions wer true, should be removed. 

The Deponent further sayeth, that M*" Pyne hath so oppressed 
and so much wronged M*^ Towse and M*^ Leachland, and his 
Dealing^ were so well knowne vnto them, as they would not 
enterteyne anie bargayne or speeche with him to that end, vppon 
any Condicons whatsoever ; neyther is the Petitioner, nor all 
that he hath in the world (his Debtf first payde) able to buye 
those landf • But the Deponent (to express the truth, and 
for your Lordships satisfacon) doth acknowledg, that the Peti- 
tioner so soone as he vnderstoode that the Deponent had bought 
Sir Walter Raleighes Seigniorie, moved him to Deale with M^ 
Towse and M** Leachland for the buying of certen small parcells 
of land, being part of the Desmeanes of Mogely, which he then 
possessed ; the one as tenant at will to M** Towse for xl' p 
annum ; which the Deponent promised to endeavor and to lett 
the Petitioner have the first offer and refusal of them, for so 
manye yeares as he had in Mogely ; he giving such rent for the 
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same (bona Jide) as any other man would do. According [to] 
which the Deponents promise for 4 or 5 yeares after together, 
he attempted the buying in of those landf , but could not finde 
anie disposition in M' Leachland and M*^ Towse to part with 
them ; M** Towse dwelling vppon his portion : whereon he 
hath bestowed more Chardges then M*" Pyne of his owne goodf 
hath don vpon Mogely : fFor Mogely was a stronge Castle and 
Bownd before M' Pyne came thither, and he hath added no 
stone worke of anie vallue therevnto, onely he hath made certen 
smalle flanckers and some tymber windoes, steares [=» stairs] and 
Dores, and laide some ffloares and particons, and enclosed some 
part of the land with pale and Raile, which he now sufireth to de» 
caye as fast as in former tyme he sett them vpp : the Chardges 
of all which were by the Petitioner, according [to] the assize of 
a taylors bill, brought by the Petitioner into the profitable ac- 
compt of the partnershippe of pipestaves, who, by laying out of 
this money, saved himselfe ; being no other but (for the most 
part) a &ctor to certen other Dutch merchant^ which were 
vndon by that trade. 

And as for M*^ Leachlandf part of the land yt is all leased 
out to englishmen for 5000 yeares for sixpence an acre ; and 
some vnder : out of which I pay the Kingf Rent, saving that 
portion which is now vnfixed, and possessed by the Petitioner: 
fFor which landf principallie, and for some demaundf he had 
against this Deponent, he brought over the lords of the 
Councell^ letters to be righted ; and the first Thing he did, 
he made an entrie vppon the landf , which M*^ Pyne the now 
Petitioner then and yett possessed), and Coinenced suite for 
Them in the Court of Presidencie, where the now Petitioner 
being compelled to answeare, did in the absence, and without 
the privetie of this Deponent, answeare vppon his oathe (as 
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appeareth of Record) that he held those landf vnder the tytle 
of Sir Richard Boyle, and as tenant at will vnto him : where- 
vnto I the now Deponent, being called in for his ayde as 
tenant of these land^, did take vppon me the Defence of the 
said suite against Leachland, and after the same was long Con- 
troverted betweene vs, att length Sir Henry Brunker knight, 
the Lord President of Mounster, moved that the tytle and 
Difference might be ordered by indifferent gentlemen ; which the 
now Deponent then yeelded vnto and made choyce of M^ Pyne 
now petitioner for his arbitrator, to the end his particuler Desier 
in that suite and lease, might be so ended by himselfe, as he 
should haue no cause of greevaunce, and Leachland, he choose 
M^ Tokefeild ; which two Arbitrators Debating the busines, 
could not conclude, for that M*" Pyne seemed to conceave that 
Leachlandf demaundf against me for these landf, were over 
lardge, and most true yt is M*^ Pyne was vnwilling that yt 
should receaue and by his owne arbitrament, because then there 
had beene no occasion left him to skipp of the payment of that 
which himselfe should haue ordered for the land he possessed, 
which the Lord President perceaving caused vs to proceed to 
a new election of arbitrators : whervppon I made choise of M' 
Justice Gosnold and Leachland of Sir Robert Ashfeild, who 
made their personal repaire vnto the land in question, and 
vnknowne to vs, made choyce of certen indifferent gentlemen 
neighbors to vallue each parcell of the land in difference by 
itselfe. And the said arbitrators vppon view of the said land 
and retorne of the valluacon proceeded to a fynell order be- 
tweene vs, and awarded vnto M*^ Leachland for his Clayme 
and interest in the whole, one hundred and three skoare 
pound^ sterling : allotting me to paye Iv" sterling thereof for 
the parcell of land that M** Pyne is now shewed [= sued] for. 
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and possessed^ which for quietting of that suite, although he had 
{bona fidi) bought that land before of Sir Walter Raleighe, and 
iustlie payde for yt, and had his bond of 3000^^ for the warrant- 
ing of yt, yet by his attaynder I being Depryued of the benefit 
of his bond, did agree vnto the order, and paid part of the money 
in hand in the presence of M*^ Pyne, and gaue Leachland a bill 
of exchaunge vnder my hand, to receaue the rest in London ; 
which was accordinglie satisfied. This Don in the presence of 
halfe a dozen gentlemen of verie good accompt, I tould M** 
Pyne, that he sawe I had brought this busines to an end, and 
that according [to] my promise, I was willing he should be 
estated therein for so long tyme as he had in Mogely, and there- 
fore offered him that I would loose the whole Chardge of the 
suite, which had cost me above 100 mark^ and would accept 
from him of the Iv li which (for the parcell of land in his posses- 
sion) I had paid to M'' Leachland, and that my fFeofee (to 
whome M** Leachland had assured yt) should convey an estate 
Thereof in Mortgage vnto M"^ Pyne, and his heires, with Con- 
dicon that yt should not be redeemed from M^ Pyne or his heires 
during his lease in Mogelye, nor taken out of his possession 
after the said lease was expired vntill the said Iv^^ were repaide 
to him or his heires whosoever of myne. [At the tyme] he had 
no money. I tould him I would give him any reasonable daye 
of payment : he answered he was not able to paye so much 
money without vnstocking of himselfe, which he could not do. 
Then I offered him a lease of yt without fyne, for so manic 
yeares as he had in Mogely yf he would giue halfe so much 
Rent for yt as any other honest and able neighbor {^ona fide) 
would give ; which he likewise for the present refused ; Desyr- 
ing tyme which of those two offers he would accept of. During 
which tjrme of his Consideracon, which now hath lasted about 
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5 yeeres, he hath possessed the land, for which I could have 
had xij** sterling a yeere ; but yet hath not resolued to paye me 
anie thing Therefore^ but hadi taken vppon him a new re- 
solucon^ which is, that he may hould the land by pollecy and 
be answearable to no law. Lastly the Deponent prayeth that 
these and such like vnfitt and vncivill breaches of Articling, 
may not receave, or haue allowance from this man of wordf, 
att this honorable table, with whome and his ydle impertment 
discourses, there wilbe no end ; but that (if he haue anie iust 
excuse of greevance), he may resort eyther to the Courtf of 
Justice or Chancery ; where (if there be cause) by law or Con- 
science, he may be releeued. And that the tryall in law, for the 
land in question, now brought to be tryed in the Countrey by 
a Nisi Prim may proceed, as in law and Justice yt ought to 
be &c 

It may be well to record here that following No. 1 30 as given by us. No. 
131 is <<A copy of it with marginal notes in the handwriting of Sir 
Richard Boyle,** and No. 1 32, ** Henry Pyne*s demands of Sir Richaxxi 
Boyle, being an abstract of No. 1 30.'* As before explained, the damp has 
so obliterated both of these as to render their decipherment impossible* 
No. 133 consists of '* Henry Pyne^s Petition and Complaint to the Lord 
Deputy for continuing the demesne lands to the castle of Mogely.** This 
also is throughout so damaged by damp as to be practically illegible. So 
far as I have been able to make out bits of it, the Petitioner puts into more 
legal form the alleged *' wrongs'* as recited in No. 130, which we have 
printed in full, so that really more than justice is done him by the repro- 
duction of No. 1 30. Gleaning a word and half-line, or phrase here and 
there in No. 133, it is found that, just as in 130 he urges ** that if the lands 
are to be taken from him, he shall not be able to raise horse and foot in 
defence of the government as designed by Queen Elizabeth's plantation j 
that a sufficient demesne will not be left round the mansion j that the 
castle is well built and fitted for defence and refuge ag^ainst the Irish if 
lands be left to it to supply grain and fodder ** — all which Boyle drastically 
disposes of in No. 135. He continues, ''that the division of the land was 
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originally, owing to the carelessness of Sir Walter Raleigh*s attorney, of 
which Sir Richard Boyle by quibbles of law now seeks to take advantage *' 
— ^''that he took Mogely from Sir Walter Raleigh on agreement that 
Towse and Leachland should surrender him their Cures ; *' '< that he has 
been in possession of the lands ever since and maintained his prince's 
quarrel in the late Rebellion ; ** <* that under orders to his Constable from 
tlie Lord President he was at an expense of ^1000 in manning and vic- 
tualling the Castle ;" " that he has built a strong bridge over the Bryde and 
laid out ^2000 more than the fee-simple was worth, by which means it is 
the strongest plantation in Munster *^ — ^all which again Boyle deals with 
trenchantly by reciting the simple facts of the case. He *' prays that a 
Commission may be appointed to examine his statements and that the suit 
of Leachland and Towse recommenced in the Conmion Pleas at Boyle*s 
instance may be stayed/* Boyle's marginal notes no one may now hope to 
make out Doubtless they were worked into No. 135. No. 134 consists of 
an abstract of No. 133 — also obliterated by damp. No. 136 contains 
Boyle*s Demurrers to Pyne's 3 Pleas. The MS. is in badly-written old 
French, and does not call for printing. No. 137 contains ** M' Auditor 
Ware*s reference touching the ordering of the Account between Sir Richard 
Boyle and M' Pyne — M' Pyne to pay ^157- 10. to Sir Richard Boyle and 
to haue all the plank and sawing for the purposes of their partnership." 
A more thorough rascal than Henry Pyne is scarcely imaginable. See our 
Introduction to these vols. (i. and ii. of 2nd Series) for abundant proof $ 
also oar full Memoir of the *' Great EarP* hereafter. — G. 



CLIX. Alicia Forrest, Widow, to Boyle: 161 6. 

This is No. 145 of vol. vii., and is addressed, ** To the right Worship- 
full Sir Richarde Boyll Knight at his house in yoaghall bee these deliuered 
for lerlandy" and endorsed, " 13 Nouember 1616 ffrom M" Resemudge" 
(siCf apparently), explained by re-marriage, perhaps. The writing of this 
letter is delightfully plain and careful^ except two interlined words that are 
really unreadable. — G. 

Right Worshipful, Sir Richard Boyle, may it please you to 
except a Wedows might, which is only thanks for your great 
II. I 
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kindnes towards jour poore tennants, my sone and daughter 
Rose : whome at hir laste beinge with mee and hir other frinds, 
shee did relate at larg how vnaduisedly hir husband morgaged 
the mill that they held in fearme of your Worship : and had 
vterly loste it : then they fled to you, whoe of your goodnes and 
pieti you payed on hundreth pound and redemed it into your 
owne hands, with your Knightly promes that if thay pyde to 
* you or your asinges one C** again, you would make them a new 

lease for xxj years of the same mill at the former rent, re- 
strai[n]ing my sone from dooing the like acte with it, and i 
thinke it fit to bee soe : now good Sir i ame purposed with the 
grace of God, to pay a C** at londen to M^ Balls, on of the 
masters of your Ironworks, or any other you apoint ther : the 
X or xij day of aprill next, if soe you be pleassed to except it as 
payd to you for my sone and daughter, or ether of them, for the 
rediming of that mill: and soe my humbel request to your good 
self is to vouchsafe to send by your leters your hole pleasure 
heerin : and that viij or x weeks before our Lady day in lent 
for that i may call in the mony, or elce it willbee the viij of 
October after before i will get the mony payed : now may it 
please you good Sir to vnderstand that this mony which i pro- 
mised to pay is Jeane Rosers : a smal portion which i gaue her, 
and shee consented that it should goe to this purpose : soe that 
shee be asuered to reciue xx" yeerly out of the rent that the 
milles payeth, to gather vp her portione againe with reasonabel 
increace : thus fearing i am trubelsume i humbly take my leaue, 
praying to allmighty God to geue vs all his grace and holy Spirit 
to guid vs in this World to dooe his Will and to bless you and 
yours with prospurouse health, in the Lord yours to command 
Alicea Forrest.

My Lord, I came hether to acquaint your lordship with a 
fowle mischance that hapened in my absence on Moundaie last 
to the sones of John Roch of Ballyahowly : being at a faier in 
Condons Countrey, picking quarrell with another of my friends 
and weapons drawen, it was ther misfortune to haue a poore 
husbandman killed, how &rr the lawe will strech the offence i 
cannot yet ascertein your Lordship, and although I hould my 
Right and title to the lands they hould to be revera good and 
iust, yet considering the power and mallice of some of my Neigh- 
bors, not altogether vnknowen to your lordship, I haue resolued 
to make my present repaier to Dublin to giue preuention to such 
calumniators, and for my better induction thereto, haue made 
this first Jorney hether, with intent to craue your lordship's best 
direction and assistance, so that my Jorney aswell by your letters 
to the Survaiors and such your freinds as you should thinck fitt, 
as allso your speciall instructions to my self howe to proceed in 
such a busines : and &yling to mete you here according [to] my 
expectacon, I make bould by these scribles to intreate your lord-

My very Honorable good Lord, give me leave to wishe your 
lordship all hapyncs in your rcsaived Honor, and all increase of 
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yt to your own heartes dessir. I must crave pardon that I an- 
swerd not your lordships first letter, for that I was in the West, 
where I could not fynde any conveneincye of a Messenger : for 
which I hope your lordship will howld me excusde. For what 
your lordship dessird in prosecution of those pirattf I did my 
best and albyt that I had the fortune off Cape Clear to Chase 
fleminge, yet such was the foulnes of my Shipp as that I could 
not do any good to fetche hym vpp, and beinge at Crookhaven 
I vnderstoode for certayne that they wear not in any of the 
portes as farr west as dynybroushe [x/V], so that I hope thoe I 
could not doe what I desirde yet I believe they are frighted so 
with my beinge here as that with the last Esterly wynds they 
are put off* for the coasts of Spayne. Howsoever I can but doe 
my best, and nowe by commandment from my Lord Admirall, 
I am hasteninge to Waterford, wheere I come to take in Sir 
Thomas Somersett and his Ladye, who I am required to see 
safe in what porte of England they shall require ; which I thinke 
wilbe Bristol : and from thence with all expedition will hasten 
what I can for these partes agayne ; wheare thoe by the news 
of my beinge yt may somewhat terifie the pirattf yet till I be 
subplyed out of England and order taken for the growndinge of 
our shipps (my defecttf are so manye and my shipp in all poincts 
so vnprovided) which I haue particularly acquainted my Lord 
Deputy with, as that more then in the news of beinge here I 
shalbe able I feare me to doe but little good ; but I hope my 
Lord Deputye here and the State, togeither with the fleete of 
Englande (whom I haue often solicited for subplyes) can fynde 
noe faulte in me for not doinge that which without means I 
haue no power to doe. I haue receued a letter from my Lord 
Deputye latlye, togeither with his lordships warrant for the 
Custodie of the forte of Castcll park, and in his letter an extra- 
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ordinarye iniunction not to give any distaste to M" Skipwithf 
for her sooner removinge then shee can with convcneincye pro- 
vide herselfe of another : beinge how charye I was, before my 
Lords letter and since in that poihcte, I leaue to her seelfe to 
reporte, whoe doth muche acknowledge her seelfe bownde to 
your lordship for your Noble Mediation to my Lord Deputye 
in her behalfe for that busines. 

At Springe when I remove my wifFe and famely for my better 
conveniencye, I shalbe glad accordinge to your lordships own 
noble offer to be your tenant for the parsonadge ther (if you be 
not otherwise ingadgde by any former promise), and give as 
muche rentt for it as the presedentt tenant did. 

for Gerald Redmonde I confesse I shalbe very glad to doe so 
charitable a deede, as to preventt his takinge that wronge and 
dishonest course that his brother hathe don before hym; but 
muche the sooner at your lordships request, or any thinge ells 
that your lordship shall please to commande, that lyes in my 
power ; but for som particuUer reasons which I shall acquaint 
your lordship with at my next waytinge on you, I shall intreate 
you to excuse me and hym to be private (?) till my returne after 
Crismas, and then I will take tyme to me with all my harte and 
doe hym all the good I can as on[e] recomendid by your 
lordship.

It may please your Lordship, the Almightie God in his greate 
mercy to your Lordship's younge sonne, hath bin pleased about 
2 of the Clocke this afternoone, to give ann end to his affliccon, 
wherein the Lorde hath shewed his exceedinge great Love to 
the childe, in reguard of the extremytie of his misery, indured 
with an unexpected strength and quietnes : the ladies haue relli-

Good Madam, my pen hath been hetherto sleeping, but my 
thoughts waking, and indeed waking continewally ; waking 
vpon remembrance of your Ladyship's exceeding kindnes, and 
continewing in recounting it with singuler content. fFor in- 
deed, skarce any thing in Ireland, gaue mee greater content, then 
that being of no neer alliance, but in my self a meer stranger, 
vnknowne, vnseen, vndeserving, I was yet receaued of your 
Ladiship as a very worthy guest, and accepted though most vn- 
worthy for your adopted Sonne. I remember it with much 
gladnes, and with due and dutifuU thankfulnes do recount it 
most comonly, almost continewally. And so much the more 
deeply it groweth rooted in my hart, and is revolued in my 
mynd, the more gladly in that my brothers late letters signify 
that I am still there remembered, remembered of your Ladiship 
by name, by the same name, and therefore I doubt not but with 
the same mynde. What may I doe good Madam, to answere 
so high favors. My estate you know serues not to send rich 
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gyftes : though nothing be more expected, more respected in 
these corrupt tymes. Your Ladiship besides neither needs nor 
r^ards these : for you enioy truly so much, as I know not 
where in the whole world more : iFor temporall matters, the 
great Inough, Christian Content, without which nothing is 
inough, and it alone more then all : plenty for your owne vse, 
and the same redounding plentifully to others help : Children, 
not many ; the lesse doubt and feare, but most happy, what 
greater ioy ? replenished indeed with most gratious inducements, 
and those in the number of your greatest ornaments : fibr cor- 
porall blessings you enioy, and long may you enioy, a seeming 
able body, the inestimable benefit of good health, and remarke- 
able likelyhood of long lyfe, in it to doe yet dayly more good, and 
prepare yourself still better to God. ffbr spirituall graces, I ob- 
serued in you, a mynd zealously bent every way to glorify our 
great God, a fayth immoueably setled in the merits of Jesus 
Christ, a soile watered plentifully with the graces of the Holy 
Ghost ; what greater, what better in their seuerall kinds then 
these ? In a word, you enioy in euery kind so much, so good, so 
much good, that I see not what may bee well added more. Only 
this you shall receaue of mee, instead of rich presents, my de- 
vout prayers to God, to continew vnto you those speciall graces, 
and to increase them dayly to his owne glory ; more necessary 
then these I cannott promise, more worthie I see not how to 
performe.

self which you saw there, but my wife also, the other half which 
I left at home : as whoe should say, if I cloth but him, I cloth 
but to halfes, and so may seem to loue but to halfes ; but I both 
loue her for him, and with him will cloth her : and accordingly 
you haue sent for mee cassocke and stockings, a clothing from 
top to toe ; and for her a large fine mantell, a couering from 
the head to the heel. What is this good Madam, but to couer 
all ouer, and to compass round about with your fauor ? inwardly, 
outwardly, with fervent afFeccbn, with warme garments, at home, 
abroad, here, there, euery where to haue in mynd and to doe 
good. God the fountaine of all good, make to flow vnto you 
daily the full current of his grace, that the streames therof may 
continewally issue abroad, to the further illustrating of his glory 
in you. My wife is most respectiuely thankfiill for this great 
kindnes, and resolutely bent one day to crosse the seas ; if not to 
settle in Ireland, yet to see and salute aMother so iustly renowned, 
and a daughter so worthily dignified : so the dislike which you 
thinke shee conceaues of the place, is quite extinct by those vertues 
which she heares to bee eminent in your persons. God geue 
mee ability of body, that I may once againe dare to resolue the 
like, to whose sacred proteccon, with tender of many thankes 
and my best seruice, I comend your good Ladiship and my 
strength and restoring to health to your devout prayers.

My honored Lord, I receaued your Lordships letters by Dauy^ 
which after I had perused and sealed vpp thenclosed ; I sent the 
boy the same day with them to Sir Humphrey May, and the 
next day following, I repayred to him my self, and in the best 
maner I could I dealt with him to vndertake the buisnes; 
which he faythfully promised seriously to performe, and accord- 
dingly hath made three seuerall attempts vpon the King for the 
eflFecting thereof: but the success falleth short of your desire 
and his coceaued hope ; for the Kings late peremptory answer 
was that hee desired to reduce these buisnesses to the forme vsed 
heere, and to that end hath taken order with the Deputy, and 
that hee wold not be perswaded to alter that course : therefore 
you are to expect a farther time^ or to vse some other means : 
for I finde not Sir Humphrey willing to stirr in it any farther 
at this time. I assure my self hee hath at large written to you 
of this matter, therefore I shall not need to enlarge my discours 
heerin^ onely thus much lett mee aduertise your Lordship off, 
that your speeding cours wilbe by the Erie of Buckingam, who 
fayls in nothing hee vndertakes. This cours will I thinke proue 
more chargeable, but the security which you shall heereby leaue 
your children and estate in, will surpass your expence of pur- 
chasing it ; but this I leaue to your Lordship to be considered 
oflF. Some back ftend of yours hath incensed the lord Chancelor 
against you, so that assure yourself if you hadd nott taken that 
degree of honor vppon you, you had beene hardly layed too. 
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touching the altering of your tenures ; wherein the King was 
possessed that you had done wrong to the crown to fee so much 
land as you hold from wardshipp : I heard also it shold be re- 
ported that Sir John Dennam should say that hee was much de- 
ceaued in his opinion of you and that he held you to be a man 
that hadd vndon many and wold lay hold of any occasion of for- 
feture, either of land or lease, against any of your tenants or 
other. I receaued both the aduertisements from your noble 
frend, the former whereof hee will giue me no author for, the 
latter I do by circumstances probably coniecture to proceed from 
your trusty frend Sir Richard Morison, who though he cannot 
bite will not forbeare to snarle at you : but I have been earnest 
with Sir Humphrey to be watchfuU ouer his proceedings that 
may any way concerne your Lordship, and he hath assured mee 
that if the other attempt any matter of waight against you, you 
shall receaue present aduertisement thereof. Now I haue de- 
liuered to your Lordship all I know from others that may con- 
cerne you, giue mee leaue to lay downe my opinion (I dare not 
call it advise) to your Lordship, towching those afiayres, which 
is, that you shall do well as soone as conueniently you may, 
without putting your self behinde hand, to make a iorny into 
England, wherby you may haue occasion to giue his Majestie 
thanks for your honor lately conferred vppon you by him, and if 
he haue conceaued any iealosy vppon the aboue written report, 
you shall more easely purge your self by word of mouth then by 
mediation and frends. You may also be made knowne to the 
Erie of Buc[kingham], by whose meanes you may questionles 
speed in your other sute : you may also perad venture agree with 
Sir Patrick Murry. When you are heere, you shall haue fitt 
time to call Sir Ri[chard] Mo[rison] to an account : another 
benefite and not the least on[e], your Lordship shall make of this 
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iomy is to renew your acquaintance with such noble men and 
counsellors as at your last being heere you were known vnto, 
and assure your self howsoeuer they may in your absence thinke 
amiss of you, when you shall appeare heere, graced with the 
fauor of the £r[le] of Bu[ckingham], which you may without 
difficulty acquire, not any of those will declare themselues in 
opposing you. Thees benefites and many other you may reape 
by your iorny hether. Sir Humphrey meruayleth much, that 
considering the neere approching of the payment day, your Lord- 
ship hath written neither to him nor mee what cours you haue 
taken for the pajring of the last fiue and twenty hundred pounds, 
which hee swears the King asked him for when he moued your 
buisnes to him : thus much for your court buisnes. 

Att my being one day at the Lord Carews, Sir William 
Haruy inquired of me whether I thought you wold deale with 
him for fowrskore or a hundred thowsand pype staues this next 
sumer. I answered I could not tell, but if it pleased him, I 
wold writ to know your Lordship^s minde therein ; which he 
entreated me to do, and withall to know at what rates, and 
whether you wold be content to receaue your mony heere, and 
by what time you wold haue the staues redy to be shipped : if 
your Lordship pleas to deale with him for these comodetyes, I 
presume you shall haue iust dealing, and I beeleue hee will be- 
stow some store of mony with you ; for hee hath a shippor two, 
which hee will employ wholy in transporting those comodetyes. 
I beseech your Lordship's retorne answer to this by the next. 

To the begining of your Lordship's last letter, I shall need to 
make the shorter answer becaus that I haue formerly written my 
excuse to my cosin Lawrence Parsons, (hauing beene taxed by 
him in the same kinde) yet thus much lett mee say for my self, 
if I had been wilfully guilty of any neglect toward your Lordship 
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in this buisines^ I wold haue beene hartely ashamed of my self; 
but my excuse for not sending a letter with the acquittance, was 
his peeuishnes that refused to take it with the other, which when 
he refused I writt to your Lordship by Piers Poore thereof; 
who I presumed by his speedy departure, wold haue been with 
your Lordship (you being then in Mounster as I gathered by 
your letter) as soone as the acquittance, which must have had 
the same winde to cary it ouer. I hope your Lordship wiU now 
cleere mee of the supposed neglect, and I wiU, god willing, re- 
member your Lordships caueat of circumspection in all other 
employments wherein heerafter your Lordship shalbe pleased to 
vse my poore endeauors. 

I hope your Lordship hath taken into your noble considera- 
tion, the sute I made to you towching my remouing into Ire- 
land ; which I do now again ernestly entreat your Lordship to 
grant, and the rather for that I plainly perceaue that the ayre of 
this place doth not agree with my wiues constitution ; for since 
dauys coming hether, shee is fallen sick of an ague ; therefore of 
necessity I must forsake this place ; and whether I should go if 
you deny mee entertainment, I know not, and what inducement 
I shold haue to embolden me to desire this fauor of you, vnless 
it be the many curtesyes which heeretofore I haue receaued from 
you, I am as ignorant as desestless oflF; therefore it is onely your 
aptnes to graunt which encorageth mee to desire, without any 
presuming vppon my owne desert. 

There depends another sute vpon the former, which is that 
your Lordship wold be pleased to assigne vnto mee (if it be not 
otherwise disposed off) so much of your rent of your ironworcks 
as my rent of Clangibbon wilbe able to answer you there, that I 
may cleere with my vnckle at the end of this quarter, which 
wilbe the last of aprill, and begin my iorny from hence about the 
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begining of Maij, before I enter into another quarter. I beleeue 
my next gales rent with the mony which I haue disbursed for 
your Lordship alredy, will very neere equall your rent of the 
ironworks. My cosin Parsons can teU you iustly how much he 
is to receaue for me, and the mony which I layed out for your 
Lordship is 31" iiij% viz thirteen " fourteen • to my vnckle, seuen " 
to M' Leech, fiue " for a sword girdle and hangers, fiue " x*, 
which I wanted of the 211^^; besides your man Dauy hadd of 
me iij^^ to beare his charges heere and back again ; for hee hath 
beene twice robbed, once before his coming to London and lastly 
(which cleered him of all his mony) in Lincoln in fields ; which 
I do beleeue to be true, for they that robbed him had almost 
broken his cheeke bone^ (which appered by the hurt which I did 
see vpon his face) : hee wiU relate the circumstances of thees 
misadventures himself. If your Lordship can pleasure mee 
heerin, I will acknowledge it to be a noble fauor, which with the 
rest, I will endeauor to deserue, and alwayes deuote my self and 
my poore fortunes to do your Lordship seruice. 

The thirteenth of this moneth, his Majestie sate in the starre 
chamber to censure two gentlemen for chalenging each other : 
theire names were Bellingham and Christmas ; they were fined 
one in 1000*^ the other 1000 marks, and censured to go with- 
out weapons for seuen yeers, and to be imprisoned during his 
Majestie's pleasure. 

The Earle of Buck[ingham] is lately sworn a priuy counseUor, 
his yongest brother Cristopher sworn groome of the King's bed- 
chamber, and his second brother Sir John is to haue the keeping 
of the princes wardropp. 

It is priuately reported that Sir Allane Apsly is like to be 
Liuetenant of the towre very shortly. The King's iorny holdeth 
without question at the i'' of the next moneth. It is sayed that 
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the Chancelor is to be created an earle and vppon that and some 
other considerations is to surrender his place to the bishopp of 
Ely. Sir Thomas Ridgeway's pattent for being made a barron 
is vnder seale ; and this is all the newes that I know worth 
aduertisement And thus desiring to be excused for trobling your 
Lordship so much, I take my leaue, and rest Your Lordship's 
wholy to dispose oflF Will : Fenton. detford this xx*** februarij 
1616. 

in my last letter I oflFered my hauke to be disposed oflF by your 
Lordship to some frend of yours heere, but yesterday I haue 
giuen her to Sir Humphrey Maij : therefore I desire to be ex- 
cused of my oflFer thereof to your Lordship, yong Toose is not 
to be mett with and Donnell is so poore as I am ashamed to call 
to him for your mony.

My Lord, you knowe the worlde vnto you for the most part 
are ether your frendf , ennemyes, or neuters : I that ame beste 
acquainted with my owne affectiones, and haue ben ever behould- 
ing for your lordships love, will still male bould to ranck my self 
in the first of the three, and therin not to bee inferyor to many 
which loveth and honnereth you. [I am not] accustomed to 
intermeddell or intrude my selfe in any manes affaires, mutch 
less would I doe in your lordships, whome I knowe, and all men 
that knowe you, needs no advyse, but can direct ; Yet in a 
byssnies betwixt your Lordship and this gent M*^ pettey (which 
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in some sort concerns my self neerly) I cannot but put your 
lordship in mynd howe yt stands betwixt you and mee : before 
your lordship had to doe with that parsonage of Carrayalyne I 
had vndoubtedly a good intereste therin. Yet because you 
doubted and made question, I was content to duble the rent to 
you rather then to haue the lest contention : wherevpp[on] your 
self confirmd the estate, which nowe as I ame informed your 
lordshipp seeketh to take advantage of. I can never beleeve 
otherw3rs^ but that you are soe wys, honnorabl and iust that you 
will not oppose against your owne act, and howsoever you may 
prevayle and gaine the things in question ; yet you will suflFer 
and louse more in your honnor then money can redeeme, yf 
your lordshipp be desirrous to haue ]rour Leas into your own 
hands.

lent Sir John fitz Gerrald, onely vpon veiw of your lordships 
letter to M*" Croe, and his disappoyntment thereof, and he ex- 
pects some kind of thancks from Sir John for the same, and (in 
my opinion) a payre of silke stockings were well bestowed on 
him in that case, for if he had not so kindly, without asking an 
acquintance (but a bare notice of your letter directed to another 
man) furnished him with mony at that tyme, he had nerly re- 
turned without his errand • . • .

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drowninge. The late Lord Coke was this Terme convented 
before the Counsell (vpon a bitter suggestion made by the 
Spanishe Ambassador) but did well acquite hymselfe^ maulgre his 
owne Lady seconded a complaint also ; but it proued a thunder 
cracke. A man of iudgement told me that the treaty with 
Spaine is like to be revived, with hope of successe ; I pray God 
ther be no Spanishe hearts in Englishe bodyes ; fFrance is a fair 
glasse, wherin England may see the way to shunne those harmes 
which fFrance hath felt.

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driuen thither by foule weather, and in great danger to be cast 
awaie amonngest the dangerous rockes called the Bussopp and his 
clarckes. At my coming, my Lord, to this towne, I mett the 
bearer Daniel! M^ Cahill, whoe brought me a letter from the 
Duke of Lennox in his behalf: the coppie of which I sent to 
my vncle Edmond oge, to be shewed vnto your honor, and the 
letter is concerning four liuings I passed him for twentie and one 
yeares, paing same rent thereout yearlie. I had conference with 
Daniell about the matter in the letter mencioned, and he tould 
me that he was informed from some of his'frendes there in 
Ireland that I was the man that did trouble and abridge his wife 
(during his own absence) of the saied Liuings, and that I would 
not suffer hir to enioye them quietlie, and further too, that I 
sent my sargeant of purpose to hinder hir people for gathering 
of the corne of the said Liuings. I protest vnto your lordship 
and before God, I neuer thought or dreamed the like to doe, 
which should be contrarie to mine one [= own] hande formerlie 
giuen. And I knowe my Lord this, that my Mother does chal- 
lendge some parte of those Liuings during hir naturall lyfe, and 
this I heard within this four moneths at my last being at Corcke 
by Daniell is one [= 's own] wife : but yett I doe not thinke 
that my Mother can aswell Lawfullie challendg them nowe, 
being in Daniell is [ = Ts] possession, as alsoe when I had passed 
the same to Daniell, by reason as I thinke in my conscience she 
hase noe manner of right in those Liuings; and for proofe 
thereof, Daniell toulde me that he spoke with my mother afore 
I confirmed him the saied Liuings, whether was shee contented 
that I should passe him the saied Liuings or not : and hir 
answere was that shee was verie well pleased if it were twice as 
much and thought the same too little for him.

cured Letters from the Councell of England, and to my Lord 
President and your one [ =: own] honor alsoe^ as I preceaued by 
himself, assuring your lordship that ail the interruptions of his 
lease proceeded aswell from my mother and stuckley, as alsoe 
from Edmond fitz John Barrye of Ballyspillane (by Daniell is 
one [= Daniel's own] relation vnto me) who does intrude vppon 
some parte of those Liuings \ for I protest before God my Lord 
I would not wish for all the Liuings, that I should giue meself 
annie interruption against annie lease perfected vnder mine owne 
hande.

Capten Norton. I haue lived ever since in expectation of the 
succes : but as yet I hear nothing from him. I desire much to 
returne instantly, and my affaires there requyre I shoold : yet I 
must prefer my safety before all advantages. Since my cuming 
thither, I have tryed all menes and wayes, to work an end vppon 
any resonable conditions with my Adversary M*^ Welby : but 
hee maketh such strange relations of what hath been written 
him out of Ireland, and is so incensed and malitiously bent, that 
I vtterly dispair to bring him to any reson, as long as hee 
thinketh hee hath the better end of the staff. A meeting be- 
tween vs was appointed the last weeke vppon his motion, and 
hee gave his word to come him selfe alone ; but contrary to 
promise came accompanyed with two more : where vppon I 
refused to meete there, but sent a fFreind to him to desire him to 
comme Single to my lodging (not twenty paces of) and I woold 
confer with him, & geve him the best satisfaction every way 
that was in my power : that hee woold not doo : but in a chafe 
flung away and presently went in hand to sue my Baile, as your 
Lordship may perceive by this inclosed, and may thereby also 
judge vppon what extremities a pore man may bee cast by the 
irregular proceedings of higher powers.

Two of the Est Indian shipps 
are now returned very ritchly laden. 

I defer my going to Sir Humphry May, til I have the certi- 
ficat : if that once come, I hope I shall procure a protection 
from his Majestie, whereby I may have a little secure breathing 
tyme, as heeretofore sumewhile I had by your Lordships favor- 
able procurement. A little help now woold draw mee out of 
theise bryers. If I might quyetly follow my busines this ffishing 
season, the next Spring I shoold bee hable (by Gods assistance) 
to settle my estate in sume better fashion. If my Lord deputy 
knew what a crush hee hath given mee, & how vndeeservedly ; 
and withall knew mee and my fortunes, I am sure his noble 
hart coold not chuse but relent : but God may make all this 
worke for the best. 

M*^ doctor Boile hath answere from Queen's Colledge to his 
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content. I saw M*^ Suppk there, and spake with him in my 
Brothers Lodgings, and had of him there his Letter, which heere- 
withall I send to your Lordship.

I haue taken aboue three score, where[of ] fiue and fortie 
I haue deliuered [at once] off the greater Does, and male deere 
dyinge, whereoff experyence, the shortness of the Panyers, and 
longe cariadge, we attribute the cause which we doubt not in 
the next to preuent. The winde standinge contrary and the 
Barke not able to com in I was inforst to send them aboue eight 
mile by Land, which the stronger Deer with longe caryadge 
Struglings miscaryed: I could spare your Lordship a hundred 
more or better if the ship make a short returne, otherwise the 
Does will bee too great and I shall elsewher dispose them. I 
haue acquainted M*^ Russell more certainly with the estimation 
I hold off them, neyther in feith woold I depart with them at 
that rate (it beeinge a marke apeece), did not my respects off 
your woorth tie me and the desire to doe your Lordship 
any seruice of this kind, or anythinge else in my power 
to approue my self your Lordships frind and Seruant, Edw. 
Seymour. 
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Your Lordship must excuse what wee canot remedie it beeinge 
no way M** Russells fault but an attribute we must impose to ill 
fortune^ the long stay of the Barke.

his better receauing, and countenancing in that business. Sir 
Robert Mansfield master of our London glassehouse, and vice- 
admirall of the Kings Nauy, pretending some tye that he had of 
him aboute his workes, followed after him at Sea with one of his 
Maiesties Shippes, and at the Lands end tooke him and brought 
him backe. By this stay of him I feare my letters are deteined 
and not come to your hands : In them I certified of the sending 
of my goods to Corke, by one Matthews of Kinsale, and intreated 
your direccon for receauing and bestowing them in the Bishops

house. fFurther I advertized, that I had sent with them one 
Richard Elliot, myne old neighbor, an honest and vnderstanding 
man, and in his trade (being a Cowper) singular, and inferior to 
none : him I intreated you (if occasion so required) to vse in 
making vessels for your fishinge : you shall fynd him faithful!, 
painfull, profHtable : if you had no vse of him^ yet for my sake 
to lett nothing needfuU be wanting to him^ for his relief and his 
childrens, till my coming, when, whatsoeuer hee shall receaue of 
you, I will repay thankfully. There are besides in his com- 
pany the wife and children of one M' Hall, of Longtyne, preacher 
vnder mee : whoe being likely to be left desolate vpon my depar- 
ture, hath resolued to follow my fortunes, and shalbe prouided 
for if God geue mee meanes: to this good woman till my 
coming ouer, I desire further your kindnesse and fauor.

I am loth another should at a chop, .reap & rake together the 
Sweet of my sweat, the full recompence of my long travaile : In 
this regard (being besides vnder the Phisicons & Surgeons hands) 
I can be content to stay till I must needs goe : twoe hundreth 
markes profit at least, comes in now at once : a good Supply 
towards my great expence : I desire therfore to bee certified by 
you, how needfuU as yet my being there is : and withall that by 
your care and kyndnes, may be made to the Lord deputy, that 
there come not thence any complaint touching my ouer long 
stay : The Kings Letters I was forst to gett now signed, learn- 
ing after the touch you gaue mee of the poynt, that only one was 
to be held by Conservacon, and the other twoe by comendam : 
Sir fFrancis Blundell did it for mee with great care, and vpon 
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small gratificacon. I pray you take occasion to write him^ for 
it deserues thankes. my first fruites might haue been remitted 
easily, but that vpon what displeasure I know not, it pleased Sir 
H. May to omitt that clause in the first letter ; wheras I had 
full view of the Entrance booke of all former giftes for Bishop- 
ricks in Ireland^ and found expresly a remission of the first frutes 
in euery one, except only myne : this kindnes I ow to your 
deare (as you terme him) and worthily honored fiiend : But if 
the least motion from the Lord deputy to Sir fFrancis Blundell 
might be amongst other matters in his letter inserted, that he

Noble Lord, I no sooner stumbled on this honest traueller, 
your tenant, but was kindly inquisityue after ye welbeyng of 
your Lordship & yours. And as wyllyng to wryte somewhat ; 
which somewhat be onely the assurance of all our ContynevM 
Loues & wellwjrshyngs vnto your self, my lady your wyfF, ye 
good & laboryous Lady fFenton & your own oil^pring. All 
whom Gfod in heauen bless as he hath hytherto done, wherunto 
theyr Prayers aswell as your own industryous Paynes haue ben 
no meane furderance.

Thes (I say) besyds a kynd of hopp- 
haruest, & other haruest (come to all other contryes) Ar our, & 
our neighbors and Tenants daily conferences at this tyme of 
yeare, gods name be praysed for yt. 

And this & the lyke ther, may & (by Gods grace) shall con- 
tent, without furder trublyng & tossyng in an enuyous & misen- 
terpretyng world : Nay, ye worst is, Thys & old hapynes is 
yet for a lytle space too great a hapynes to enioy & sitt by. 
Yet I will hope to be no longer stranger to your brother, nor 
my contrymen & kyndred heere : which god grant : You 
haue left my Parck to beare ye burden of all in these parts, 2 
being disparckcd (I mean my 2 kynsemens Baronet Seymor & my 
cosyn G. Caryes) ye last yeare. 
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Comend my hartiest loue (I pray your Lordship) to my good

attempted, and vnwilling out of the love & respect he [cherishes 
toward you] and Loth to give ouer, entreated me that I would 
write to you in his behalfe, whoe knowinge accordinge [to] his 
acknowledgment, your quallity to be above his ; yett at his re- 
quest, my selfe beinge a stranger to you, but one that wished 
great good to your Late worthy husband, & for his sake to you 
& his ; have been induced in his behalfe to certifie you thus

Right Honorable, my good Lord, sithens my cominge home I 
could by no means happen vppon any messinger that came 
Imediatly for Irlande. But now havinge the conveniensy of 
this messinger, I would not omitt him, as well to giue your 
Honor many humble thankes for the many fauors I receued 
from your lordship, for which I shalbe euer tied to a faythfuU 
acknowledgment. As for my o[w]ne busines, which by your 
lordships helpinge hande I brought to a wished successe. My 
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Lord, I cann by noe means frame my comminge for Irlande 
vnrill the springe, for my wife is so great and so vnapt for 
travel, especially such a Jurney, that by no meanes wee dare 
adventure it, but god willinge we wilbe with you with the 
earliest of ye spring. I humbly intreat your Honor to talke 
with my landlord that ther may growe no dyferense betwixt vs 
concerninge my stay : for att our agrement before your Lord- 
ship, I putt all that might happen to him by my stay to your 
Honor ; to which I will still abide. I haue desyred him that he 
will vse Sc winter the cattell (which I will bye) as for him selfe, 
& that he wilbe pleased to leaue such woden stufFe as (bedsteeds 
exepted) may be convenient for me in that house and not 
preiudiciall to him selfe. If it please your Lordship to remember 
the Payles for the grove in yt, they may be by your Honor 
commanded, cleft and brought as needed, as may be, for which I 
will well satisfie : for I Intend it my first worke to secure my 
grove from pilladge. 

The newes are not much heare, but as they are your lordship 
shall haue them and the newest first : M*^ Richard Martine is 
this last thursday the first of October sworne Recorder of london, 
Benn beinge dead : Sunday the 27 of September the Kinge lead 
my lord Barry to chappell and ther did vse him most gratiously : 
I haue bene often with him : his lordship doth lacke mony & if 
I cann gett in my mony I will supplie him with 50^^ or a 100^* 
If it shall please your Lordship to see me payd : but the first 
mony I shall receaue he shall haue 50*^ if he be not supplied 
before : John fFearnes toonge was so nimble befour the lords 
that he stands commaunded, yett hath lybertie to goe, & drinke, 
whether and what he will, which lybertie he doth freely assume : 
My Lord of Buck[ingham] is ioyned in patent with the ould 
Admirall : No man cann tell what wilbecome of Rawley but 
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the voyce is that my lord of Buck[uighain] hath begged his Ufe : 
Sir Lewis Stucldy hath gott no honor in the busines : M' Cary 
did wronge your lordship and abuse Sir John Bingley in dis- 
tastinge his payment and wrightinge to you to that purpose, for I 
haue sent you here inclosed the dayes of payment vnder Sir 
John Bingleys hande ; which to my vnderstandings was very 
good & I thinke your lordship will so conceaue. 

Captain Penningtons shipp is released and my lord of Tho- 
monds warrant is come for his discharge ; his lordshipp tould 
me so him self: 

As often as any conveniensy shall offer I wilbe bould to 
troble your Honor with this ill hande, and in the meane time 
will crave your lordshipps pardon, desyringe your lordshipp to 
remember my humble service to my Lady Boyle, to my Lady 
ffenton, to M*" Richard to whom I dare not send the ill newes 
of his Captayn. 

Thus wyshinge you all encrease of worrdly Honors with the 
fruition of all heavenly happines, I cease to troble your Honor, 
desyringe your Lordshipp to keepe in your rememberanse your 
Honors most devoted Servant John Leaice.

This is No. 85 of vol. ix., and is addressed, ** To the Right Honorable 
his very good Lord and brother Richard Lord Boyle Baron of youghal and 
one of his majesties counsel of State for Ireland these,** and endorsed, 
« 130 October 161 8 ffrom my brother touching his Jomy to Lymerick 
moneis and other busines.** — G. 

Louing Brother, I returned according to appoyntment, vpon 
Wednesday to corke, with hope and desire to hauc mett you 
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here, but I knew not what occasions (yet I presume necessary) 
drew you another way : I would gladly haue related vnto you 
the manner of my entertainment at Lymrick, together with the 
expence of my feast, a charge of 32li at the least ; the steward 
had prouided for three plentifiiU meales in very good sort, all 
things neat, dainty, and (which my weakness could least indure) 
elegantly, my Lord Brian vsed mee with noble & singular 
respect. Sir Thomas Brownes kindnes was no whitt inferior ; 
M*" Cleiton, M' Serieant and the rest, for your Sake did mee 
many fauors, all shewing good respect and kind loue : Nothing 
troubled mee so much in all my trauailles & trouble, and ex* 
pence, as nether to gett you thether nor finde you at my retume 
here. I had necessary matter of conference with you about 
those former demises of corke, and that aged Sute for doyne : 
it is now high tyme, if I knew where, to haue some direccons 
to consider and take order about them : for first I receaue not 
(and yet stand in want of) the Rent formerly payd, and next 
till an eviction I shall leese what soeuer the lands are in a better 
value richly worth : as for instance, for that of Walter copin- 
gers, which yielded the precedent Bishop but 5li a yeare, I am 
oflered fifty and to leese, both that old fine, and more, this new 
and great increase. I pray you therefore write a word, either of 
your purpose to repaire somtyme hether, or of direccon in your 
absence for my safest course. fRirther I pray you write to M*" 
Worth or some friend more worthy, for the dispatch of my 
comendam : my Lord Sarsfeld promised much, and putt in mynd 
by you, I doubt not but he will performe more, as namely for 
the drawing & sending away a letter of Explanacon touching the 
continewance of the vnion of corke and cloyne : a thing so 
necessary that without it I shalbee vtterly maymed in my greatest 
meanes and hopes : and till my comendam be passed vnder 
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Seale, I haue no pouer at all, either to hold my visitacon, or 
keep courts, or receaue Rents at cloyne, and so all help of main- 
tyning my charge till that be done vtterly taken away : I pray 
you therefore (Deare Brother) further the dispatch of this by 
your pen and purse so soone as you can : so fast as I may 
possibly get together money, not a peny shalbe abated of your 
great expense. This messenger merely Irish was tendered to 
me at limericke by the Archbishop, with a streight charge as a 
pretious Jewell, to comend him to you : his quality is, that he is 
an excellent Chronicler for the Irish estate, and singularly skilfull 
in their characters : for their orthography writing it truly, and 
for the evennes and fiurness of the hand very delicately : he told 
mee that you entreated him to fynde you out such an one, and 
this as a Speciall token of his loue he sends and comends vnto 
you. It now remaines that I shut vp this tedious letter, with 
many thanks for your brotherly loue, hearty prayers for your 
prosperous estate, kind comends to your noble lady, your chil- 
dren and the worthy Lady fenton, with S^ William and his 
Lady, all my louing and kind friends. Corke October 9^ 161 8.

CCXX. Mrs. Ellis Sherlocke to Boyle : 1618. 

This is No. 91 of vol. ix., and is addressed, *'To the right honorable 
my verie good Lo : the Lo : Boyle Lo : Baron of youghall in haste,** and 
endorsed mistakenly, *'xvij^ octobris 1618. ffrom M" Ellys power touching 
her comyttal to the castle of Dublin.'* — G. 

My Lord, you shall vnderstand. That this day I was sent 
for by a pursevant at my Lord Deputies appointment to appeere 
before his Lordship and the counsell ; wheare, after long speech 
and defence by me made (and to no effect) in my owne Justifi- 
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cation, against which Sir John davyes the Kinges attorney did 
aggravate and enveigh verie farr, and with greate diligence, on 
Sir Thomas Somersetts parte, and vrged alwayes severall co- 
temptes againste me, and did as much as laye in him to bring 
my husband within that pointe, and still preast, that all was his 
act and plotting, and that he was within the castle at Barry 
Courte with fiftie hable men and fiftie musketf , and that by his 
appointment for three dayes together a number weare carryeing 
of stones to the battlements of the castle, and all this signified by 
the Sheriff m** Jobson, whoe (amongest the rest) never omitted 
or forgott to complaine that he was almost killed from a topp 
the castle with stones, which Sir John did inculcate aboue me- 
assure : and in fyne I was comitted to the castle, where at this 
tyme I remaine, and can not tell when to be sett at libertie, yett 
I thinke I shall not lye in long : Besides my comittall there is 
order given that the possession of Barry Courte shalbe delivred 
to Sir Thomas his attorney oute of hand, till which tyme I am to 
remaine here, and that possession by the said attorney to be de- 
livred to Sir Thomas Browne, to lye in his handes till all the 
chestes and trvnckes of my Lord Barryes evidences be remooued 
from thence, which are by conclusion of the lord deputye and 
Counsell to be brought to some strong house or other in Corke 
and there to be safelie locked vpp with twoe lockes, with such 
writings as Edmond Morrogh hath, whereof Sir Thomas Browne 
to haue one key for my lord Barry and Sir Thomas Button to 
haue an other for Sir Thomas Somersett ; and this is the course 
taken with me withoute releese, though I presumed much vpon 
the countenance and power of my friends, whoe (I hope) will 
neverthelesse prevayle to rrdresse my wronges. I am much 
bounde to my lord cheefe Justice and Sir f&ancis Ansloe, for I 
fovnde them my honorable friendes in vrging for me, and my

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lord cheefe Justice moved to my lord deputye to confyne me to 
my lodging, and not to comitt me, (and graced me soe farr to 
obtaine that favor) as to saie I was a lady and therefore to haue 
the respecte of one of that rancke, not to be comitted : but he 
was denied by my lord, whoe would haue me comitted and soe 
concluded, nowe restes that ayde of my noble friende must be 
employed to provide for my farther safetye, to which I must 
relie. And soe leaving the apprehiencon of all to your lordships 
vnderstanding, praying to feele a taste of your power, for some 
speedy release, I remaine your lordships ever true and verie loving 
friend Ellis Sherlocke. 

I pray your lordship in that I haue lancht out all my husbands 
and my childrens meams to vphold my sonne my lord Barryes 
estate, to my overthrowe, and haue no more, that you wilbe 
pleased to glue my husband the money I spooke of to you for 
my ioincture, and you shall haue all my interest to your content, 
m*^ Henry [?] Bolton could not attend my cause because of his 
employment to attend some busines in the Countrey, which was 
his excuse : from my lodging in the Castle the 13^*" of October 
1618. 

There is a letter of the Lord deputy and counsell directed to 
the Maior of Corcke to provide a house for the evidences : I 
pray you vse my husband well till I come home, as he shall haue 
occasion to moove to you.

Touching my Comendam, I am doubtfuU what to do : if I write 
for dispatch, it will be a busines but patcht : and to leaue it still 
vndone makes my estate still doubtfull : To be Comended to 
Cloyne with Rosse expecting an vnion of it with Corke, will 
either make voyd the Comendam, or frustrate the vnion, or 
both : fFor if the vnion carry cloyne, where were Comendam 
to it ? or if I must be comended to it with Rosse, how shall it 
be vnited possibly to Corke ? my opinion therfore is, that either 
Cloyne must be left out, as antiently an next to Corke by reall 
vnion, or passing in Comendam, which it must afterwards bee 
forst to a disolucon : and hence I resolue to expect my Lord 
Sarsfields returne, that what I shall doe may be done by his

She 
alledges that the sale of the said Lands was concluded between 
your Lordship and Sir Walter, her husband, before she had aiiy 
knowledge of yt^ being then one hundred myle from London : 
And when she heard yt she refused to giue any Consent to the 
said Sale, and so yt remayned euer since. 

And therefore nowe she sees no reason, as she writes, why 
she should not daime her thirds out of all those Lands ; And 
to that purpose, she hath besought mee to deale with your Lord- 
ship about the matter ; wherevpon I haue thought good to write 
thus much vnto you to acquaint you with her Demaund, and 
haue sett the Same downe as neer as I could according to her 
owne words : Praying your Lordship when you haue taken 
consideracon thereof, to lett me heare from you with convenient 
speed ; That there vpon I may knowe what answere to make 
vnto the Lady in this businesse. And so I commend your 
Lordship to the protection of Allmighty god and remaine your 
Lordships very affectionate freind Ol.

It may please your Lordship, — I haue this laste night by six 
of my howshold servants all night pursued m' patrick Condon 
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and m*^ Mawge, being the head of that great nest of theeves 
that Sir Richard Aldworth first discovered, and since hath been 
vppon his keeping, which my men followed so hard, as they 
enforced him to forsake his horse^ and Swym over the great 
River of the Bryde^ and they pursuing him from place to place 
all night long, for above 20 myles, at laste apprehended him and 
brought him vnto me^ & I haue even now sent him from 
hence, with a strong guard to the goale of Corck, and er long 
(god assisting) I will haue his consorts, or drive them out of the 
Countrey. 

Your Lordships letter signefying my Lady Raleighes desire, I 
haue receaved, and did hope her Ladyship would haue rather 
haue wrytten to me & haue been thanckfiiU for the great somes 
of money and other valluable kyndnesses, I supplied her husband 
withall, and in consciens haue taken some fair cowrse for the 
repayment therof, then trowble your lordship to challendg any 
dower owt of the Lands, which I bargayned with her dead 
husband for ; they being then waste, and nothing of that valine 
that I paid for them, I having for my last payment of the same, 
agreed vppon long before yt was due to him, and hee in their 
greatest extremetie, at one entire payment one Thousand pownds 
ster:, when I could haue been freed therof for 500 marks, and 
disbursed, as I can well prove 3700*^ to cleer entangled tytles 
that by our articles of agreement & his bond he was bownd to 
free me of. 

But her Ladyship dooth or may know, that the wiffe of a 
person attainted for high treason is not by law dow[r]able, 
neyther doe I stand soe much vppon any tytle derived from Sir 
Walter as vppon his Majestys graunt after the Lands were 
fownd by severall offices vppon his attainder, and by several! 
other indefecible rights ; and therfore I hope her Ladyship will 
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not expect or press me to any thing which neyther law, reason 
nor Consciens will enforce me vnto. And so having satisfied 
your lordships commaund heerin, with tendre of my humble 
thancks and service I take leav fFrom Lismore the 6 of fFebruary

Honorable Sir, — Heer hath lately been with me at yoghall 
one Steephen Daunske, a ship wright, authorized by comission 
from the Lordf of the Councel and ymployed ouer hether as hee 
tellf mee, by my worthie frendf S"" Lionell Cranfeild and your 
selfy to make prouision for ship tymber for his Maiesties naivie. 
And although in his proceeding he dealt vnrespectively with 
mee, in cutting downe some 60 of my tymber trees, without my 
notice or licence^ hard by a new incorporated towne of myne 
called Cloghnakillty, where there is not tymber and wood 
sufficient to fynish and mayntayne the buildinge there begun ; 
yet in regard hee had squared and wrought them reddy for 
transportacon, I gaue him sufferance to carry them to Kingsale, 
to induce other men that had more woodf Theraboutf, to give 
him no hindrance in this his employment ; and although he 
offered me money for them, yet I would take none, but haue 
sent this proporcon of tymber, being some six to seauen and 
twenty tonns of knee tymber, to Sir Lyonell and your self, as a 
poor token of my good will ; and so I praie you both to accept 
of yt. This Steephen Daunske thus employed by you meetf 
with so many difficulties and ympedimentf heer, in regard of 
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the vnwillingnes of the proprietors of the woodf, thescarcetjrof 
good hewers, and in a manner the impossebillety to gett land 
carriage^ as hee is weary of his employment : but my example 
and healp^ will further and healp him to load away this first 
shipp. He hath propounded vnto mee, to seme you that haue 
the supply of his Maiesties Nauie^ with 500 tonn a yere^ or 
between that proporcon and a Thousand^ to be deliuered at the 
wharfs in youghall towne^ at the rate of xx* a loade ; and here- 
tofore ther was one Cotdngham a Shipwright, employed ouer 
by my lord of Salisbury, to make a composicon with mee, for a 
like proporcon yerely for that vse, who had comission to agree 
with me for trees, ground tymbers, elbow peecf, hooke or 
crouches^ studdle tymbers^ top tymbers and beames, with whom 
I agreed, to seme all those kyndef of tymber, reddy skaffalds^ at 
XX* the tonn, and thereupon I sent a great proporcon of tymber 
(gratis) to his Lordship; but his death prevented our further 
proceedinge. Of all which I thought yt meet to give you

My Lord, — I haue allwaies had but good experience of your 
good will & respecte towardes me ; for which I make a con- 
science not to conceale any thing, but rather to advertise you 
of the harme to come if any such thinge be intended towardes 
you. I heard it from one that seemes to know the secretes of 
a great man here (with whom he is much conversant) that 
there is an intention to looke into som partes of your estate, in 
Ireland. Liklie it maie be ; the world is full of Informers, some 
sound, some shallow s and they prie into all thinges (from 
hence) farre & near, and spare to Laie handes on nothinge that 
promiseth gaine. Your Lordships estate is great, and gods 
providence therin greater than that, which makes you the 
greater subjecte of talke vnto men, and no lesse of envie ; 
which creepes like a serpent towardes those that haue ac- 
quired any thinge. I know no other motive of this^ but the 
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wonderment they make of your risinge, and that they would, 
now, dive into the mysterie of it^ how it came so to passe. If 
it be but so, it is but a blast of winde, that will do no harme ; 
Yf it be that they spie anie hole with advantage to draw your 
state in question or anie parte of it^ I make no doubt but they 
will finde you as well fenced that waie as longe time & caretak- 
inge could inable you. And so I told the partie that told me 
this (whatsoeuer it is) advertisement^ and that sure it would 
come to nothinge whensoeuer they attempted that waie. This 
will do your Lordship no harme, and you may take it from me 
but as the reflexion of a true glasse that even so representeth 
cverie objecte. 

My Lord^ I thinke I recomended one M*" Harry Austin vnto 
your service som 4 or 5 yeares since. He oweth me 5'' ever 
since, by his bill, which herewith I send your Lordship, in hope 
he yett liveth and that att your instance, he will y* rather see 
me repaid. I found the bill here in England, havinge left it 
here 3 yeares since in hope that his elder brother would haue 
paid me ye money. But he either would not or could not do 
it, dwellinge farre hence in Comewall as he doth. I desire your 
Lordship to send the money, if it can be gotten, or els the bill 
to M** Sargeant Brierton or M** Farnham the next tearme, with 
so many wordes of a' letter concerninge y* matter, as you please. 
So prayinge your Lordship to pardon my freedom & boldness in 
this, I comitt you to God & rest Att your Lordships comaunde- 
ments Lovinge & assured Henry Pberse.

When M' Attumcy Yelvcrton made his replye to the De- 
fendants answers : After hee had generally insinuated the mode- 
ration & inclination of the Lordes rather to moderate then 
aggrauate faults & to greue at rather then desire the punishment 
of offenders^ Hee offered to theyr consideration the Earle of 
Suffolk there in question, as a great starr fidlen out of theire own 
firmament : whose businesse in hand mainely is concerning the 
King, in honor & interest^ & the Subiect, in safetye & ease ; 
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wbome yf it were a crime to foUowe with hue & crye to the 
seate of iustice bee confessed himself to bee guiltye ; adding 
that it was true the Defendants Councell had done theyr most 
to make the best of euery poore euasion^ like those in perill of 
drowning, who, to saue themselues take hold of euery reed & 
rush. 

But Accusations are to bee made good by proofes, Proofes by 
Replyes: & that was now his parte, wherein, bee sayd, bee 
would follow them the closer because at the barre they stood 
soe confidently vppon theyr owne guard. And soe hauing 
spoken something of his majestyes royall & equall disposition in 
this cause^ whose ayme (as in all other causes) was Justice, & 
not the victorye £tc^ Hee passed by the Jewells, & charged 
first vppon the ordinance, affirming how that parte was vtterly 
vnanswered ; & that for all theyre enabling of Dalisons estate, 
it was against that they had trusted the Kinges treasure with 
a man who had shifted himself out of the place & his 
Majestye out of his money, & that they laboured by theyr 
Arguments to drawe mens eyes fi'om the wound, or to bleare 
them^ that they might not see the depth & danger of it. That 
those allegations, how it belonged to the liutenant of the ordi- 
nance, to see bookes brought in, rather then to the Treasurer, 
was false ; seeing the signing of the bookes, & deliuerye of the 
moneys was his parte, & therefore his office to regard it ; that 
for want heerof, the workes stood still, whence grew SuiFerance 
to the King in his honor, danger to the state in theyr want of 
prouision for warre & occasion of Cryes to the poore workemen 
in theyr extreme necessityes. Hee touched also vppon Ante- 
dates & theyr abuses in vsing them, proued agaynst my Lord, & 
that through his Supine negligence & vn&ithfullnes, orders were 
slacked in theyr drawing, & money forward in the issuing to 

II. z 
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Daltson^ with the like refuting reason for this & other pur- 
poses. After which hee proceeded to the AUume worcks: 
wherein hee principally taxed my Lord for hauing of his owne 
head, without warrant, cancelled the Articles & burned the 
bond of 13000^^ that it might neuer more appeare, yf questioned, 
that the change of this contract was found to bee to the Kinges 
losse 13000"; wherein there was oiFered to theyr Lordshipps 
considerations^ a Delict, & for that^ a mulct or fine, as they[r] 
Judgments should direct them. Next hee fell vppon the mis- 
employment of treasure, as namely of 3000" pretended to bee 
lent by Sir Thomas Hewett, but receaued fi'om Burlemack by 
my Lord as the Kinges money to pay pensions with, which 
were not yett Satisfyed. Also 2000" for irish seruice, pretended 
to bee lent my Lord by Bingly, as of his owne moneys, but 
proued by Humfryes booke & confession, to haue bene of the 
Assignements for Ireland, & not to haue bene returned to the 
Exchequer till two yeeres after that this storme was like to fall 
vppon them. Heere followed Aggrauations to this purpose; 
what complajmtes proceeded hence by the irish soldiers, what 
dangers to the state, & that theyr Treasurer was glad to scatter 
1500" amongst the soldiers for theyr pacification. Besides, how 
considerable it was, that theyr remayned vnpaid to my lord 
Ridgeway, when hee left the place of treasurer there : 11 000'* 
as approued by account : wherevppon hee grew vnable to pay 
soldiers & appoint himself; & to M*^ finch one of the defendants 
councell, who by the example of Treasurer Paulett in the 
Queenes dayes, alleadged that owing at one time 30000^* hee 
repayed at a very easye rate & yett kept his place ; & therefore 
this hast for soe small somes need not bee soe seuerely ques- 
tioned ; was replyed : that yf this example were vttered by 
advise ftom my Lord, it proceeded from a repining spiritt ; yf 
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from a mutinous humor in his councell, it was vndutifuU, & 
touched the King in honour, & excused not the fault of him 
who for being vnfaithfuU in a litle deserued to bee ruler ouer 
nothing. 

After this came the counterreasons to what had bene al- 
leadged for Cortin, why, though (after that corrupt proposition 
for his taking of Land in Yorkeshire ouerualued 3000'^ & his 
refusal! to deale where hee gaue nothing, yett hee went not 
away without frownes & threats. As for the 3000'^ taken of 
the merchant adventurers, it was both the Kinges dishonour & 
my Lords also, soe so fleece them, to whome hee had bene 
before, vppon introducing the new trade for cloth, soe directly 
contrarye. Finally, hee sayd hee would haue omitted these 
trifles, yf serieant Richardson & the rest of my Lords Coun- 
cell, had not stood soe punctually vppon them ; & as for my 
Lord swearing bookes men brought in, was alleadged, the King 
Swore the contrarye ; who tooke noe money when hee wanted 
to supply his owne occasions, when the pension money was 
proued to bee conferred to my Lordes particular vse: wherein, 
6c other the like charges hee sayd, hee would neuer haue made 
him so fowle yf his councell had not with trickes & ierkes 
strayned theyr wittes to make him seeme so hyre. 

Then M*^ Atturney coming to my Ladyes parte, began with 
a charge of 3000", for which hee sayd her owne councell had 
deliuered her to the mercye of the Court ; from thence he 
proceeded to spare no plaiiies of termes in taxing her Ladyship, 
as namely, for her letters, that some of them were impious in 
stile, & odious in matter, that shee made shew to esteeme noe 
frends but money ; that her subtletyes (yf hee should gather 
them vpp together that were throwen out vppon seuerall occa- 
sions) had made my Lordes house a snare for the subiect ; that 
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shee did angle with seueral hookes vppon one line ; that the 
seuerall somes brought in for briberye were landed at her stayres, 
vnder the conduct of Binglye ; & employed to my Lords vse : 
& whereas shee yeelded to any thing brought in agaynst her, 
that was, but as the mouse would doe being in the Cattes 
mouth ; that yf there were any fault in Humfreys (vppon 
whose iustification in other thinges, hee earnestly insisted) it 
was that hee had bene to good a schoUer to my Ladye ; & fol- 
lowing her to neere, in protesting that hee might sweare hee 
had giuen nothing to my Ladye, & such like, which hee sayd 
were such faultes as yf the punishment due to them, as to 
sinneSy could not terrifye her, hee desired shee might bee 
punished to terrifye others. Hee particularized further diuers 
takings that shee had bene charged with, as that of Turners pre- 
tended, for procuring him securitye from the farmers, & such 
like. All which must not bee taken for exactions, but gratui* 
tyes. It was but to clothe a Hare in foxes skinnes, & that they 
were but clokes lined with briberyes. 

The last place was reserved for Sir John Bingley, whome hee 
termed at the first entrance, my Ladyes Pourveyor, citing those 
letters of his to Humfrey of Sir Arthur Ingrames ill husbandrye, 
that could make no more but fiue in the hundred for her, when 
hee could help her to farre better bargaines. 

Then hee fell to recharge him with translating & sauing 
moneys with out the Kinges warrant, as that of Sir Robert 
Mancefeeld, which hath rested fiue yeeres in his handes of blank 
acquittances ; as that vnder my Lord of Doncasters name & 
others: all which Bingley affirmed to come by warrant from 
my Lord, betweene whome my Ladye & himself, hee doubted 
not but there was a true correspondencye. After this hee 
charged Bingley with his ouerawing the tellers (vnto whome

his wordes & letters were commaunders) with his rapacitye 
in exacting, with his robbing of poore men, & extorting for 
others ic from others to the value of 2000^*^ for which his owne 
councell gave him ouer to the Court ; & which though hee 
sayd hee had taken as gratuityes, yett yf theyr lordshipps in 
theyr sentences did not giue them another title, wee should bee 
all vndone in the state. 

Finally, hee fell to sume vpp the kinges losse by my. Lord 
viz, in the ordinance 6ooo'^ in the Alume 13,000^*, in miss- 
employment of treasure about loooo'^ & illustrating withall the 
Kinges grace, in taking the subiects quarrell into his owne 
hand, ic insinuating to the hearers, vppon this example, how 
great men stand not by theyr greatnes, but by theyr goodnes ; 
Hee concluded with an intreating wish, that his majestye would 
bee pleased to remember my Lords seruice past, & his qualitye, 
& after gods imitation (whose representative hee was) [would 
exercise his attributes] of mercye ic compassion, rather then of 
severitye ic justice : & soe hee ended. 

Heerevppon the next day the Lordes proceeded to theyr 
Censures : ic first, S**" Edward Cooke sayd. There were three 
lowd speakers stood vp against the defendants, viz. The 
Commonwealth, the voyce of the oppressed, ic the Labourer 
robbed of his hire. That treasure was the soule of the Com- 
monweale, ic soe the life thereof in it taken away. That great 
men should not bee called to that Court for pettye oiFences, such 
a one, as this was not i the Corruption of the greatest, being the 
worst, ic such as this was euer seuerely punished : To proue 
which hee instanced the deceate & punnishment of diuers 
treasurers intrusted with the kinges money euer since Henry the 
thirdes time, vndll now, by oppression of the people, consuming 
the treasure, taking of bribes, compounding for the kinges 
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dettes, whose penaltyes were euer fine & Imprisonment Etc. 
Then hee taxed my Lord more particularly about the ordinance, 
because bookes were not brought in as they ought to haue 
bene; about the AUume hee sayd. Cancelling the bandes & 
articles was a Crime & not an Error : After, hee condemned him 
for misse employment of treasure both in Ireland & at home ; 
Sc for his extortions & exactions vnder the names of gratuityes, 
enwrapping Bingly ic my Ladye in this fault with him, for 
whome the husband is to answer in ciuill causes, though in 
criminall the wife is to answer for her self. Those thinges con- 
sidered, & the kinges losses apparantly amounting to loooo** hee 
could not impose a fine on him & his Ladye lesse then 100,000^^ 
for him to make restitution to all those hee had by extortion or 
exaction oppressed : Hee & his Ladye to bee imprisoned in the 
tower, aparte, & at theyr owne charge during the kinges pleasure : 
ic hauing summed vpp Bingleys defaultes to the kinges losse of 
2000" hee fined him at 5000'^ & imprisonment to the fleete 
during the like pleasure. 

The Chancellor of the exchecquer, Foulk Greuell, consider- 
ing soe great a trust deceaued by a principall officer, ic that the 
vnderwood might tremble at the fall of a great oke; which vse 
may bee made of this great example, where both my Ladyes 
&ult was joyned with my Lordes ic his with hers ; wherein 
seing Bingly was not only a tempter but a moulder of frailtye in 
my Lord, as one that mis&shioned the Exchecquer, to fashon his 
owne interest, Hee concurred in sentence with the former. 

My Lord chief Justice Hubberd, considering the weight of 
the cause, & the worthines of the Court, where the king though 
not in person, yett in power was euer present as President, & 
grieuiug that Briberye should be soe ancient & quick in returne 
during the reigne of soe many kinges, as S^^ Edward Cooke had 
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80 manifestly proued, sayd, the treasure was munimentum belli 
Sc monumentum pacts } the dissipation whereof is the destruction 
to a State. As for the ordinance, hee confessed my Lord was 
guiltye ; but hee would not putt him to that seruile occupation 
to bee the ouerlooker of euery vnder officer, & therefore being 
abused, hee might well be allowed to say hee could not see with 
theyr eyes, & yett hee might haue seene the bookes brought in, 
in a due time & order, a wilfuU fault & punishable : & therefore 
though hee found in this noe corruption of gayne in my Lord, 
yett hee found corruption of aiFection, in yeelding more to his 
frend than to his dutye ; that the consequence of this hauing 
brought the office into confusion, hee could not Censure him 
lesse & would noe more, then one yeeres allowance of the 
priuye seale, 6000'^ to bee payd by his lordship, & hee to haue 
libertye to recouer it agayne vppon S*^ Roger Dalison : for the 
AUume, hee sayd there was a libertye in it being not vnder the 
great seale : yett, for deliuering vpp the Articles & cancelling 
the band of 15000" which was the kinges assurance ; hee could 
not but censure him in point of Dammage 7000*'. Touching 
the missemployment of treasure; hee could not find my 
Lordes personall notice in this noe more then hee could in blank 
orders, or blank acquittances ; but this seemed to bee Bingley's 
Caball, which noe man could vnderstand, & an abuse only to 
carrye it in a mist ; yett hee must censure him for making bold 
[with the Kings papers as] of the cautionarye termes, to bee 
employed to his priuate vse [which] was insufferable i ic the 
grating vppon the Irish army odious etc. For what hath bene 
alleadged against his Ladye, hee need say noe more, but Habetis 
confitentem reum^ Shee was a better wife then a woman, euer 
(as it seemes) willing to support her husband, right or wronge :

hee found not my Lord to oiFend in any thinge soe much, as 
in frayle corruption, 6c that his faultes might haue bene worse ; 
hee would bee lought [ = loath] to fine him soe as his estate 
should crack for it ; 6c supposing the fine of 1 00000^^ sufficient 
to eate it vp, hee would sett noe more vppon him & his ladye 
then 30000'^ 6c vppon Binglye 2000^^ : imprisonment for 
them in the tower, & for this in the fleete, all during the kinges 
pleasure. 

S**" Julius Caesar m"^ of the Rowles, striking briefly at the 
defendants councell, as hauing spoken nothing waightye enough 
to take away the proofes against them, fell to his censure with 
my Lord Hubberd, that had first turned the tide, viz : 30000^^ 
for my Lord & Ladye with theyr restitution vppon instant 
demandesto all by them oppressed. Imprisonment, &c. ut supra. 

The Lord Chief Justice Montague sayd, Hee expected at the 
first, greater matter for this great man, yett found enough to 
condemne him, that hee might bee an example for greatnes not 
to presume to abuse power ; 6c soe charged him as formerly 
about the ordinance, & for hisouermuch trust to Dalison, which 
he called Error amoris^ not amor erroris, being ledd by a frend 
more then by reason & dutye, soe that hee gaue whatsoeuer the 
King had lost by Dalison in damage against the Earle, & passing 
ouer the particulars as before, hee insisted a while vppon my 
Ladyes parte ; affirming, that as by her handes bribes were con- 
veighed to my Lordes purse, soe her actes became my Lordes 
Suites ; yett hee concluded with a rule of the law in magna 
Charta, wherby fines are alwayes to bee imposed secundum 
modum delicti saluo confo, & otherwise they were not fines, but 
ransomes, & soe concurred in sentence with my Lord Hubberd. 

Secretarye Caluert, abridging the volume of my Lord 
Hubberds speach, Condemned the Earle & his Ladye in like 
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manner as ioynt offenders & bingly of violent & vnnecessarye 
delayes ic of other effectes of an ill instrument 6c concurred 
with my Lord Hubberds in censure. 

[Secretary Naunton took] it uppon himself as a dutye of his 
place, but a remembrancer to the king, telles the whole storye 
6c progresse of the busines, betweene the king & my Lord from 
the first beginning, & what note the world had taken of that 
familye ; who at theyr highest 6c best light of Sunneshine were 
seene to sett sodainely as in a cloud, vntill his majestye dispersed 
it. Then hee glanced vppon the Jewells, whereof hee sayd, 
though they were not found guiltye, they were glad to lay both 
theyr handes vppoQ theyr pardons. After hee proceeded to the 
Ordinance, Alume, missemployment of tenure etc, wherein 
agreeing with the former, hee condemned Bingly for a player 
vnderboord, who like a partrich retriued from hedg to hedge, 
shewed himself an vnworthy & a guiltye seruant, hanging vppon 
the train of his Lord and Ladye; & soe concluded with S^*" 
Edward Cooke in the fine of looooo^^ & telling the Lords 
withall that hee doubted not but theyr Lordships would bee as 
readye for mediation to his majestye as they would bee to giue 
for his majestye iheyt impartiall doomes & Censures. 

S^*" Thomas Edmonds vsing some few wordes tending to con- 
demnation aggreed with my Lord Hubberd in his censure. 

My Lord Digbye, did the like ; saying that as hee concured 
with the most fauourable amongst their censure, soe hee would 
[join] with the most forward to his majestye for theyr pardon. 

The Bishop of Winchester, Andrews, sayd lesse, only hee sayd 
hee agreed with my Lord Hubberd, 6c ended. 

The bishop of London extended further 6c deliuered theo- 
logically his instructions to all great men, to make vse of this 
great example, which had soe {^balf a line worn away'] all

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estates to pull it downe ; what hec wondered how it couM 
stand soc long, seing it is the propertye of greatnes to pull 
downe it self, alleadging that of the psalmc eUuans tJeiuisli me 
Damlnf. 

Then passing ouer the particulars with the rest, hee touched 
vppon the dutye of a wife transgrest in her, & the right of a 
husband, lost in him. Saying, a Husband must bee the Authen- 
tick in his house; a wife the copy thereof: shee must coneor- 
dare cum nriginale. But whereas his majestye heretofore in my 
Lordes [behalf] doubted not though the branch of a tree were 
rotten yett the bodye might bee sound, hee sayd hee was sorryc 
to see that the corruption of the branch had not only shook.e the 
bodye but infected the very roote ; for censure hee agreed with 
my Lord Hubberd. 

My Lord Chamberlayne sayd only thus. The kinges honor 
had bene soe well in \hatf a line worn away] the cause soc well 
opened vp \half a line worn azuay] cuery particular point soe 
well spoken to by the rest of the lordes, that his reporte would 
bee but needles, & soe concluded with my Lord Hubberd. 

The Duke of Lenox reported what a good & true seruant 
the Earle had bene in times past to his majestye & by com- 
parison of those that enquiring after the heauens St Astrologyc 
soe long till they fell to consult with spiritts ic proue coniurers, 
hee sayd my Lord might by the temptation of his spiritt, soe 
longe bee brought from one infirmitye to another, till at length 
hee familiarlye plunged himself into this mischief & demeritt 
of punishment, which hee sayd hee could find in his harte to 
make as lowe, & lower then my Lord Hubberds; but because 
hee would glue more matter to the king to example his 
mercye, his sentence should passe with my Lord CookCj 
looooo" etc. 
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My Lord of Canterburye according to his profession, argued 
against the abuse of extorting & oppressing officers, who like ill 
sheapherds did teare & sheare theyr sheepe ^ as yf they had 
wolves & not dogges sett ouer them [half a Une worn away] 
guard them, soe passing through other particulars [a few words 
torn away] to my Ladye; & wished with S* Ambrose, that 
eyther God had made Adam deafe or Eue dumbe to haue saued 
vs fix>m a generall fall : thus my Lord & Ladye (yf eyther had 
bene soe conditioned) might haue yett stood vpright. His fine 
agreed with my Lord Hubberd, to which hee added that though 
hee might remember some wronges done him heere before yett 
in imitation of his master Jesus Christ, who did not euill for 
euill^ none should bee more forward then hee to mediate with 
his majestye for extenuation of theyr punishment & that in due 
time : My Lord Chancelor, Last of all, first, breefely repeating 
the scope of almost euery mans speach, sayd, that S^^ Edward 
[Cooke had] putt antiquitye vppon the busines : my Lord Hub- 
berd^ reason brought, which S^^ George Caluert with very good 
approbation had abridged : M*" Secretarye Na[u]nton brought 
forth in it, the character of a mercifuU king & a firee councell, 
others had truly preferred goodnes before greatnes, and dutye 
before aiFecdon etc. After, hee fell to touch ic tax my Lord^ 
shewing how happye it was when mens natures agreed with 
theyr fortunes $ how farre my Lord had forgott himself ic his 
condition vnder his majestye^ by whome he was well ascended 
as hee trulye is known to bee well descended ; with all shewing 
how contentedly happye the king were yf his treasurye & state 
of means were settled i what honor hee had in the residew [hal/ 
a line worn away] predecessors as to haue destroy [half a 
line worn away] • • • tance & the planter of Ireland [half a 
line worn away\ like a firmament of starres that the [worn 
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away] were not now as in times past, the shadowers \wom 
away] the king & crowne ; nor oppressors of the subject, that 
the Judges were neuer soe learned, nor neuer more iust, the 
Justices of peace neuer more dutifull or diligent in theyr places. 
In the Country, the fieldes grew euery day more & more from 
desertes to gardens ; the Cittye neuer more populous or flourish- 
ing, the nauye neuer in soe good way for seruice ; the marchant 
neuer further, nor more industriouslye traffiquing; the king 
admired in his gouerment at home, & working great efiectes 
abroad, by his reputation only ; The prince of a singular hope ; 
In a word hee sayd. Hoc rebus defuit vnu : nothing wantes but 
treasure, which whosoeuer destroyes, woundes the state to 
death, or cuttes a mayne sinnew of it & maymes it Hence, 
hee descended to the particulars, & to the aggrauation of the 
seuerall crimes in my Lord my Ladye & S"* John Binglye, con- 
cluding that my Ladye kept the shopp, Bingly was the prentice, 
that cryed what doe you lack, but all went in to my Lords 
Cash cofers \ And Soe hee assenting to my Lord Hubberd, as 
before, the Court rose, [being tired] as I Suppose from soe 
longe Sitting as I should bee from this much writing Sauing 
that I presume you are not soe longe of reading as they were 
speaking, since they dilated at large what I haue related in brief 
& as I am able, wherein I submitt myself to your censure for 
this bold & profFerd seruice [by mee] that wilbee euer bound 
to doe your Lordship the offices of an humble frend as I am, 
in shorte your lordships seruant Chapman.

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CCXXXVIII. Boyle to John Harris, &c. : 1619. 

This is No. 44 of vol. x., and is endorsed, ** 28 October 1619. A trew 
Coppie of my letters sent by Thomas Bleath servant to the Lord Bushop of 
KiUaloe to M' John Harris of Land rest, to be deliuered at the Signe of the 
white hart in Tuttle street in Westminster : as also of the seacond of those 
letters, sent that he wrote him by M' [blank space'] of Bristol merchant, & 
of the like sent him also by his servant John Collins.** — G. 

Worthy Sir, I hauc received your letter by your servant 
John Collins, and so thanck you for giving him in chardge, to 
make tender vnto mee, of the purchaze of Sir Barnard Gren- 
viles possessions in Mounster, which, in regard of their needes 
and conveniency vnto mee, I haue according [to] your advise, 
concluded with your servant for, as the articles vnder my hand 
and seale, will more particulerly manifest vnto you. I doe 
assure my self that no man would give any thing neer so much 
for that purchaze (that would haue made current payment) as I 
haue tied my self to doe, iFor your seruant vsed his best art and 
witt, to raise the price thereof, and tryed all mens oiFers, but 
fynding none to com neer his price but my self, at last he 
^tned the bargayn vpon mee : at such a rate, that all men that 
know the trew valew of the lands, condempn my iudgment in 
ouerbuying yt, and much the more, because the temporal! 
possessions of the two abbeis ar entayled to the ironn myne 
alreddy for 34 yeares, in which tyme no penny benefitt could 
come to Sir Barnard or his heires, and the Seigneorie dispoyled 
of all the woods, and so maymed and dismembred with fee 
fearmes, and long leases, at very base rents, as every man was 
discorradged to deale therwith, and I shall haue occation suffi- 
cient of repentance, except you stand firmly vnto mee, that M"" 
Brabant, and his sonn in law M*" Cottle may surrender vpp his 
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estate in the seaven tenements in ffermoy, as your seruant 
assures mee^ M*" Brabant vndertook vnto you. fFor if there be 
any sweetnes to healp this sower bargayn withall, it must be, by 
getting the present possessions of those tenements ; which I 
pray endeavor, with your best strength and power. Sir I am a 
stranger vnto you^ but I doe assure you, I will (god willing) 
make my payments veary duly and honestly^ and doe entreat 
you, according to the generall good report of you, that I may 
haue worthy and frendly dealing, in the course of my assurance 
and in hauing of the possession of the howse and lands, and of 
all the writings and evidence, really and eiFectually performed 
and deliuered mee. wherein I must principally repose on your 
creditt, entegritie, and favor. The matter that troubles mee 
most, is, that I am tyed to make my payments in England, ^nd 
with what danger and difficulties moneys ar transported from 
hence thither, your iudgment will easely apprehend : Neither 
can I anyway saiFely doe yt, but by selling such comodeties as 
I am furnished withall in this country ; as namely, yron and 
pypestaues, to be paid for in London or Bristoll. And for that 
I haue now in my yard, close to the keay of yoghall, fower 
hundred thousand of excellent good pipestaues, which merchants 
of London dayly send shipps hither for to transport beyond 
seas J Yf yt will please you now at your being in London to 
make sale of that proporcon, or as many, as vnder that number 
you can, and to receive the money there, or assurance to your 
contentment, this my letter shall bynd me, vppon receipt of your 
direccon, vnder your hand, to deliuer them to whom you shall 
assigne. And I doe strongly beleeve, that if yt please you to 
take som paynes therein, you may soe mannadge the busines, as 
Sir Barnard Grenvile may be paid his two last payments in 
London, before my daies, and you yourself gayne a brace of 
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hundred pounds at least therby, fFor my staves ar exceeding good, 
and reddy to be laden aboord any shipp so soon as shee corns into 
the harbor. 

And whereas heretofore, I never sould vnder seaven pounds 
a thousand, free aboord, (although since that tyme there bee 
Ixiij* iiij^ ymposicon vpon every thousand,) yet for that I desire 
to bee soon out of your debt, I will now sell for six pounds ster : 
a thousand, and deliuer them free of all chardge, yea rather then 
fayle, I will sell them for five pounds fifteen shillings, so you 
bargayn for them altogeather, and accept the moneys in satis- 
facon of my debt. And the better to bringe this businesse 
about, I doe inclosed send you a letter from one M*" Humphry 
Slaney, a veary sufficient merchant, that trades veary much for 
those comodeties, wherby you may see his offer vnto mee 
before the ymposicon was raised ; and to him I haue written, 
and sent my letter herein vnsealed, that yf you please to vnder- 
take the businesse, will make a good entrance into the sale of 
them. I haue also sent a like letter of myne herewith to one 
M' Edmond woolu'erston, that is an honest broker for such 
comodeties, and is ever to be found in exchangetyme vppon the 
Burse, which if you please to deluier, wilbe a fitt instrument to 
healp you to sales for them j and what you can gayne aboue 
theis my prices shalbe your owne, for I shalbe in payne till I 
haue paid for this vnproffitable purchaze. But for the first 
thousand pounds, payable on candlemas day next in Bristoll, I 
haue alreddy lying in m*" John Doutie the aldermans hand, 
between three and fower hundred pounds, which if you please 
you may haue before the daie, and I am now sending over vnto 
him, (to make preparacon for you) a C. tonn of Sow yron, So 
as I am confident, (by the grace of God) not to fayle that pay- 
ment there* And if you cannot sell away the pipestaues to your 
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profit and contentment, if any your frends at Plymouth or 
Bristoll will deale for a C. tonn of veary excellent barr yron I 
will (god willing) vpon notice from you, send yt over as you 
shall direct, and deliuer y t you, in any of those places free of all 
chardge, at twenty marks english a tonn, so you wilbe pleased to 
accept your payment in any of those kynds, or as much barr 
yron more as will make both your last payments. And so pray- 
ing you, that with all speed I may receive your answer herein 
and Sir Barnard Grenviles resolucon and your owne, that I may 
send over a man instructed to receive my assurance and con- 
veighances, with remembrance of my best loue to Sir Barnard, 
and my aiFecconate Salutacons to your self as vnknowne, I 
wishe you much happines, and so take leaue, ever resting your 
assured loving friend R. Boyle. 

this my second letter to the purpose 
yoghall this xxvij^ of October 16 19. 

pThis was the opening of a long and tedious and provoking 
correspondence. Under date of February 3^** (as onward) John 
Doughty informs Boyle that he took the ^^ 1000 to the town-hall 
and waited there until six o'clock for Sir Bernard Grenville, but 
in vain. He had the money told out every penny by a public 
notary and desired further instructions, Grenville appears to 
have played fast and loose with his promises and engagements, 
explainable if not excusable by his impecuniosity and the 
temptation of higher offers (probably pseudo) and insinuations that 
his Irish lands were more valuable than were thought. Here- 
after I shall give representative papers of the negotiations, and

purchase what really was no longer Grenville's to dispose 
of.— G.]

CCXL. Irish Ecclesiastical Affairs: 1619. 

This is No. 50 of vol x. Unfortunately, one leaf (2 pages) is lacking at 
the commencement ; and throughout, the MS. is damaged by damp," &c* 
The endorsation is torn partially away, so that only the following is to be 
made out certainly : — ** Schooles .... with other directions in the affairs 
of the Church proceedingf .** — G, 
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... Or dignitie, and to compell him to exhibitt theire letters 
of orders and titles to theire benefices and promocions, and to 
examine, revoke and deprive them and sutch like etc, wee 
must leave to your princelie wisdome. In the meane time, wee 
in all humblenes oiFer this advise to your most excellent majes« 
tie, that D*" Reves bee required by Letters from your majestie, not 
to intermedle with nor exercise anie power or authoritie given 
to him by the said Letters Patentes, but onelie with theise two 
powers or authorities, viz, first with probation of Testamentes 
and graunting of administracions etc, wherein hee is by coller 
of anie generall wordes not to encroch or usurpe vppon anie 
Archbyshop or Byshop within Ireland, of anie Jurisdicion, 
duelie belonging to them. And secondlie, to graunt faculties 
within Ireland, to persons duelie qualified vppon theire demaunds 
and not otherwise, in such manner and forme as the Lord 
Arch Byshop of Canterbury useth and ought to doe in England, 
and all the rest of the transcending and exorbitant power and 
authoritie inserted without warrant into the said Letters Patents 
to bee suspended vntill D*" Reves shall personallie appeare before 
the said Committies and shewe cause, and vntill your majestic 
shall give other order to the Contrarie : All which wee most 
humblie submitt to your majestic, xj*** October 1619. Your 
majesties most humble subiects & servants Edward Cooke : 
Henry Yelverton : Henry Martyn. 

This I delivered to the King at Huntingdon, the 16"* of 
October 1619 ; who receaved it verie graciouslie, and was 
readie and willing to reforme this wronge, and willed mee to 
proceede and drawe vpp that was fittest to bee done for righting 
this abvse : wherevppon I drewe vpp this ensuing draught and 
delivered it to his majestic at Royston, the 23** of October ; 
which hee read and liked well and delivered the note to S"' 
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f&ances Blundell in London, the last of October, willing him to 
waite his leasure [two lines worn away, only the word * despatch ' 
left]. . . 

It maie please your grace. The ground and occasion of the 
exorbitant Letters of D*" Reves and a former Patent in that 
kinde is for want of settling the prerogative court and of 
faculties in Ireland, as they are here in England, in the Arch- 
byshop of Canterbury, and caried in a certaine course^ to the 
greate comfort of the cleargie and ease of the subject. 

Ireland hath not yett bine soe happie to haue those courtes 
established and setled ; which hath given occasion and oportu- 
nities to such as would make suite to obteyne Patents thereof, 
and to theire owne private endes haue without warrant inserted 
all those superintending and transcendent powers over all the 
Prelacie and Cleargie of Ireland, to the derogation of the esta- 
blished government, disgrace of the Prelates and miserable slaverie 
and oppression of the cleargie, as hath notablie appeared in D*" 
Reves his last visitation. 

The redresse whereof (by selling theise two places in Ireland 
as they are in England) being by divine providence reserved for 
your majestie as a Corollarie of that glorious worke your 
majestic hath performed in raysing, restoring and endowing the 
decaied estate of that poore church, farre above all example of 
your predecessors. 

Your Prelates and Cleargie are most humble sutors to your 
sacred majestie, that seeing those reverend and Learned Com- 
mitties to whom your majestie referred the consideracon of that 
Patent, have rectified both the inconvenience of that suparlative 
Patent, and allsoe that it is not warranted by your Letters where 
on it is grounded ; your majestie would bee now pleased for ye 
comfort of your Prelates and Cleargie, and ease of your sub- 
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\ jectes to setle those two places of greate trust, vppon some 

worthy Prelate there, as they are here in England, who is like to 

• haue better consciense to consider the worth of those that are 

thought fitt to taste your majesties bountie and favor by [two Snes 
worn away] .... as his Commissarie maie institute the place by 
his direction, and receave all due fees and benefitt belonging 
to the place as is here in England ; for wee seeke not the over- 
throwe of his estate but the reduction of his vnlimitted authoritie, 
within the boundes limitted by Statute to that officer, and 
exercised here in the Church of England ; and in the absence of 
S** ffrancis Blundell, your majestie would be pleased to give order 
to M*" Packer to make readie for your signature your gratious 
Letters to your Deputie of Ireland signifying your royall plea- 
sure in that behalfe, that it was neaver your pleasure to establish 
such a superintending officer over your Prelate and Cleargie there, 
and therefore to recall that vnwarranted Patent And to require 
that none of your cleargie there receive anie hurt by anie insti- 
tution, sequestracon, or deprivation yssued and graunted by the 
said Doctor; being autthorities neaver intended vnto him. 
And that what vndue fees hee hath recieved from the poore 
cleargie maie againe bee restored vnto them, And your Deputie 
authorised to setle those places vppon such Prelates as your 
majestie shalbee pleased to nominate to bee in such sort and for 
such fees executed as is here in England and not otherwise. 
Or if your majestie shalbee pleased to trust Doctor Reves in the 
execution of theise two places for his time, then that your 
majestie would bee gratiouslie pleased to confine him in the 
execution of his Patent to theise two offices, to bee executed 
according [to] the advise of the Committies returned to your 
majestie. 

And your supliants shall humblie submitt themselves and rest 
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satisfied with declaracon of your majesties most royall pleasure 
herein, and allwaies praie for the long continuance of your 
majesties life health and happie government. 

Herevppon his majestic gave order for stopping and suspend- 
ing the authoritie hee hath by his Patent and calling him .... 
[three lines worn away]. 

My verie good Lord, complain te hath bine made to his 
majestic in behalf of the Prelates and Cleargie of Ireland against 
the exorbitant power graunted to Doctor Reves by Letters 
Patentes for the Ecclesiastical Jurisdiction within that Realme : 
Wherevppon though his majestic is soe gratious vnto him as not 
absolutelie to conclude him in his absence, yeat he hath Com- 
maunded mee to signifie his pleasure vnto you that you should 
require him in his majesties name not to exercise anie authoritie 
given vnto him by the said Letters Patentes either by himself, 
his deputies, or ministers, vntill such time as by his personall 
appearance here before such Committies as his majestic hath bine 
pleased to referre the hearing of that cause to, hee hath made 
his answeare vnto such thinges as are obiected him and his 
majesties pleasure therein to bee further knowen vnto him, and 
soe I take leave and rest. Your Lordshipp's servant : ffra :

Right trustie and welbeloved, wee have allwaies observed that 
noe kingdomes or commonwealthes have found more prosperous 
successes in theire affaires then those in which the churchf have 
bine preserved from oppression and the revenues therof peaceablie 
enioyed by the cleargie to whom they did belong : And there- 
fore wee have hitherto in all the time of our government so 
Liberallie provided for the maintenance of our churches in all 
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our kingdomes, especiallie for that of Ireland^ that wee maie 
truelie saie wee have found noe president of pious care left vnto 
vs by our Predecessors in that kinde which wee have not ex- 
ceeded by manie degrees. And as wee cannot but thinke that 
the blessinges both of peace and plentie which that kingdome 
hath enioyed since our prosperous reigne over it (for which wee 
give god praise) have bine the more large and excellent for the 
gratious respect wee have had to the prelates and ministers 
thereof . . • [two lines worn away] kingdome doth encorage vs 
to give a farther perfection to so glorious and good a worke, 
wherevnto wee are at this time the rather invited by an humble 
peticon presented vnto vs by the right Reverend father in god 
our trustie and welbeloved Councellor the lord Byshopp of 
Meath in the name and behalf of the Prelasie and Cleargie of 
that our Kingdome ; wherein they doe complaine that the 
Bishopprickes and churches of that Kingdome (the church of 
Vlster ownlie excepted, which hath plentifullie tasted of our 
bountie and care) doe for the most part rather lie in the ruynes 
then true being of a churchy through the iniquity and desolacon 
of former times : the patrimonies of the Prelates being for the 
most part altogether wasted and the mayntenance of the inferior 
cleargie and ministers even the viccaredges themselves vnder 
coUor of impropriacons in manie places caried awaie with the 
parsonages ; by which the ministerie are not onelie deprived for 
the present of theire meanes of ly velihood, but disabled thereby 
to vndergoe the chargeable and tedious suite of lawe for the re- 
coverie of such possessions as doe properlie belonge vnto them : 
having therefore humblie appealed vnto vs to bee relieved in 
this extreamitie vnder which they suffer, by such meanes as wee 
in our wisedomes should thinke fitt to graunt to them, wee 
(having carefullie considered hereof and consulted therein with 
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the most reverend father in god the lord Archbyshopp of Can- 
terbury and others the lords of our Privie Councell whom wee 
have trusted herein, and accounting the florishing estate of the 
church the greatest glorie of a king, have gratiousb'e conde- 
scended to theire requestes. And first for setling the estate of 
the church within our newe Plantacons as well that in Vlster 
alreadie planted as that which is now intented to be planted in 
Longford and in Leytrim and [two lines worn away] the patri- 
monie of the church that yt maie bee transmitted vnto posteritie) 
are gratiouslie pleased that as heretofore wee gave our full power 
and authoritie vnder our great seale of that Realme to certaine 
Commissioners, whereof some were named to bee of the 
Quorum for hearing and finallie determining all controversies 
concerning the landes and other hereditamentes belonging to the 
church in that our province of Vlster, as by the said letters 
Patentes, bearing date the one and twentieth of July and in the 
seventh yeare of our Reigne of England etc more plainelie maie 
appeare, soe now wee thought good to lett you knowe that our 
further will and pleasure is for the perfecting of that good 
worke ; and to the end that our Prelates and cleargie there 
being eased of all troublesome suites in lawe, maie more fith'e 
applie themselves to serve god in theire severall vocations as they 
ought. To renewe the said power and authoritie for a sumarie 
and speedie hearing and finall determining of all such contro- 
versies and to extend the same not onelie throughout Vlster, but 
allsoe throughout the counties of Longford and Leytrim and all 
other newe plantacons that hereafter shalbee made. Theise are 
therefore to require and authorise you with the advise of such 
our learned Councell there as you shall think fitt in our name to 
awarde and graunt out a Commission vnder our greate seale of 
the realme of Ireland vnto you S'' Oliver S* John knight our 
II. c c 
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Deputie generall of that our realtne of Ireland^ and vnto ante 
other deputie or theise governors there for the time being, S*' 
Adam Loftus knight our Chauncellor of that our kingdome, or 
anie other Chauncellor or keeper of our greate seale for the time 
being, the most reverend father in god the lord Archbyshopp of 
Ardmaghe Lord Primate of all Ireland for the time being, 
Arthur lord Chichester lord high treasurer of Ireland, the Lord 
Bjrshop of Meath for the time being, S*"^ Henry Docwray, 
knight, treasurer at warres, the Lord chief Justice of the cheif 
bench for the time being, the M'^ of the [line and a half worn 
away] .... theise governors for the time being. Lord Chaun- 
cellor for the time being, the Lord Primate of Ireland for the time 
being, and the Lord Byshopp of Meath for the time being, to 
bee a Quorum, and three of them last menconed to bee 
allwaies present ; Giveing vnto them or to anie fower of them 
as aforesaid by and out of our Prerogative royall (which wee 
will not haue in anie waies argued) full power and absolute 
authoritie at the petion of the Lord Archbyshop of Ardmagh or 
anie byshopp or Ecclesiastical person within the province of 
Ardmagh, latelie planted by vs, or within the counties of Long- 
ford and Leytrim now so lately planted by vs, and within all and 
everie other newe plantacon already made or that hereafter 
shalbee made by vs within our said realme of Ireland, To call 
before you (if neede bee by compulsarie measures) anie person 
or persons whatsoever that shalbee chalanged by the said Pre- 
lates or cleargie or anie of them wrongfulJie to detaine the 
rights or inheritance of the church and by a short speedie and 
sum marie course of proceeding to examine inquire heare and 
Hnallie determine all doubles controversies and questions that 
maie be made or moved in anie waie concerning the possessions 
rentes revenewes rightes titles priviledges preheminences liberties 
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freedomes and imnmnsdcs of die dwirch m that our proTiiice of 
Vbter or that masc and dialbee obtajncd br anie Brsbopps Pre- 
lates Deancs and Chapters Aich Deacons Prebendaries Parsons 
Viccars or anie other haring eodesbttkall Iixing or sfxrituall 
promocons of in or to anie honors mannors landes tenementes 
hereditaments or other thinges of inheritance wfaatsoerer of 
what namey nature qualitie or condicon the same is or are aswdl 
within anie the Byshoprickes within oar Province of Ardmagh 
as within our Counties of Longford and Lejtrim and within aD 
and everie other newe plantation [b^ a line tv9m away] .... 
hereafter shalbee made bjr vs within [line wsm mwaj] .... 
our will and pleasure it [will] inrre and binde and all and everie 
the parties therevnto and all claiming firom by or vnder them or 
anie of them. 

And to the ende Byshoprickes churches and freeschooles 
within the newe intended plantacons of Longford and Leytrim 
and in all other newe plantacons maie be provided for, that 
worthie men maie be encouraged to serve there, our further 
will and pleasure is and wee doe hereby require and authorise 
you that you take the same course for restoring of B3rshoprickes 
and endowing of churches freeschooles within theise counties of 
Longford and Leytrim, and in all other newe plantacons that 
hereafter shalbee made and in all other places where there shalbee 
anie land found escheated or conscealed from vs as wee tooke in 
Vlster, which was to restore to the Byshoprickes Deanes and 
Chapters and dignitaries all such landes out of which in former 
times they have had theire rentes refections services and other 
duties. And that every church bee provided of a gleab lying 
most comodiouslie neere the church for the Incumbentes re- 
sidence, after the rate of threescore acres for everie thousand in 
the parish and a competent measure of land for the mayntenance 
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of a freeschoole in everie church after the rate that was laid out 
for that purpose in Vkter. All the said landes both for the 
Byshoprickes churches and freeschooles to be laid out and sett 
apart before anie proportion bee appropriated or apporconed to 
anie native or vndertaker. And particulerlie our will and plea- 
sure is that the Byshopp of Kylmore and Ardagh be restored to 
all the landes within the newe plantacon of Longford and Ley- 
trim, out of which it hath been alreadie by office found or by 
newe inquisicon maie bee found, that in former times the 
Byshopprickes of those several seas have had [line and a half 
worn away]. . . • And further issue out of a [worn away] .... 
comission to enquire what landes belong to either of those two 
Byshoprickes in the Countie of Cavan and that the now Byshopp 
of Kylmore and Ardagh maie renewe the Patent of the Byshop- 
rick with addicon of those landes vnto the said Byshoprickes re- 
spectivelie belonging within the countie of Cavan and weare 
omitted in his former Patent. AH which wee are gratiouslie 
pleased to restore to the said Byshoppricks respectivelie and to 
transferre the same to the now Byshopp and his successors 
accordinglie. And to that purpose wee will and authorise you 
to make a graunt or grauntes thereof in our name to the 
Byshopp of the same severall seas and to his successors respec- 
tivelie by Letters Patents vnder our greate seale of Ireland with 
such limitacons of time for the leases to bee made of the same 
as was done in VIster. Provided alwaies that noe quarter of 
land containing fower Polles, Tates, Ballyboes, or Cartarues, bee 
henceforth leased vnder eight poundes sterling rent yearelie or 
sixe poundes at the least for the successor, without speciall 
lycence and warrant from our said Commissioners or anie fower 
of them as aforesaid. And that noe proporcon bee laid out for 
natives and vndertakers before the Byshopprickes churches and 
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schooles bee first provided for. And hereof we require tou to 
have a spcciall care in th^ plantacon of Longford Ellis Carroll 
and Lejtrim which wee resenred for this place, though it bee 
not mcncooed particuLuiie in the plott we have sent jrou for 
that plantacon. 

And for preventing aD encroachmentcs Intrusion or wrongfoll 
accon or vsurpacon of the Inheritance of the church in all 
time coming, our wiD and pleasure is and [kalfa Km worn a%vay\ 
require and authorise you our now [tW9 lines W9m au-aj] shalbce 
and our Councell in the lawes for the time being & all our sur* 
veyors eschiators or other our officers whom it maie conceame, 
that in all survejes hereafter to bee made, offices to found and 
surrenders to bee made to vs and our successors, and in all 
graunts to bee made from vs to anie person or persons, bodies 
corporate or polidcke, there maie bee an expresse reserv'acon 
made of the churches rights, landes and heridiunces that they 
maie not passe without an expresse provision that our Letters 
Patentes shalbee voide in tanto as they prejudg the church, and 
noe forther, for that (as wee declared by former letters) it never 
was nor hereafter shall our pleasure bee to graunt anie landes 
inheritance or rightes of the church to anie person or persons 
whatsoever then vnto our Prelates and cleargie vnto whom of 
right they belong. 

Furthermore being gratiouslie inclined and verie desirous to 
restore the state of the church in other partes of that kingdome 
without the plantacon, much decayed, and in most partes 
ruined, soe as the Prelates and cleargie in those places rather live 
in the ruines then true being of a church. Our will and pleasure 
is and wee doe hereby charge you our deputie and Commis- 
sioners aforesaid to take speciall care that all such Byshops in 
whose behalf wee have formerlie written our letters, and cverie 
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of them, may receive the benefitt of our said letters in most 
efFectuall sort, with this addicon that the said Byshopps and 
everie of them bee continued in the possession of those lands 
which either they have alreadie or shall hereafter recover by 
order of our said Commissioners, without anie other tryall at 
the Common lawe, vntill it bee made appeare to the Commis- 
sioners aforesaid that they erred in theire proceedinges or that 
theire right is other or better then formerlie was shewen. The 
which other right to bee allsoe examined and Setled by the Com- 
missioners if possiblie it maie bee without anie suite trouble or 
tryall at Common lawe, but of [two lines and a half worn away\ 
religion established without \worn away] .... or chalenging 
the inheritance of the church vnlesse it bee with consent of 
the Byshopp or other ecclesiasticall person whose right shalbee 
in question. And our will and pleasure is that in all those 
tryalls for the rest of the prelates and cleargie that are not 
within the newe plantacon, the same Commissioners shalbee of 
the Quorum who are now appointed for this new Commission 
for the newe plantacons, anie thing in our former particuler 
letters, (directed in behalf of the said Byshopps) contayned to the 
contrarie notwithstanding. And if anie of the rest of the Pre- 
lates and Cleargie in that kingdome for whom wee have not 
provided by this Commission vnder the greate scale or in whose 
behalf and favor wee have not alreadie written our letters shall 
hereafter neede to implore our aide and assistance for recoverie 
of the decaied estate of theire churches patrimonie, to the end 
that wee maie ease them of often and hazardous traiections into 
this kingdome and chargeable attendance here. Wee have 
thought fitt to lett you know hereby, and to will you to signifie 
our pleasure to our said Prelates and Cleargie, That vppon notice 
given by them or anie of them vnto you our deputie and Com- 
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missioners aforesaid^ of the wronges wherein they suffer, you 
presentlie signifie the same vnto vs, wherevppon wee will adresse 
our letters vnto you for theire releifes as wee have done for the 
rest heretofore, vnles they bee willing in theire owne persons to 
make theire greivances knowne vnto vs : In which case our 
pleasure is that you licence them accordinglie. 

And because the state of the Byshoppricke of Kyllalowe is 
verie much impaired, having therefore adressed our letters vnto 
you generally [three lines worn away] .... vnder our greate 
seale of the kingdome in most effectuall forme of lawe those xxj 
Quarters or Plowe landes being within our countie of Clare, 
commonlie called and knowne by the name of Termon I 
grady, allsoe Tom Grang, and all our right claime title and in- 
terest into the same, to the now Byshopp of Kyllalowe and his 
successors in such sort and with such limitations of time for the 
leases to bee made of the same as was done in Vlster. Provided 
alwaies that noe Ploweland nor Quarter of land contayning 
fewer PoUes Tates Ballybees or Carternes, bee henceforth leased 
vnder eight poundes sterling quarterlie rent, or six poundes at 
the least for the successor, without speciall licence and warrant 
from our said Commissioners or anie fower of them as aforesaid. 
And that hee maie renewe his Letters Patents of that Byshop- 
rick with addicon of the same landes, togeather alsoe with such 
other landes as hee hath or shall recover in right of the said 
Byshoprick, notwithstanding anie former surrenders made vnto 
vs or our predecessors of the same, or anie part thereof, and anie 
graunt made by vs or our Predecessors of the same, or anie part 
thereof, and notwithstanding anie rent reserved vnto vs vppon 
the said grauhtes which wee are gratiouslie pleased to remitt in 
&vor of the said Byshopp and his church. And this favor of 
renewing Patente wee are alsoe gratiouslie pleased to afford & 
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extend vnto the rest of the Byshopps that shall think fitt to 
assure & strengthen the estate of theire churches hereby. 

And in respect wee are informed that the Prelates in former 
times have not onelie taken awaie present maynteynance of the 
church by making long leases in possession^ but allsoe careles of 
posteritie have alsoe graunted longer leases or fee farmes in 
Revercon, whereby the hope of recovering the state of the 
church in succeeding ages is taken awaie, our will and pleasure 
is that you will call such before you and the rest of the Com- 
missioners [two lines and a half worn away] to surrender and 
yeald up \worn away] . . . anie, which if they refuse to doe, to lett 
them knowe from vs that wee will take such course for righting 
our Prelates and cleargie (notwithstanding theire said Revercons) 
as shalbee fitting : And in the meane time, wee require you to 
certifie vs who they bee that have the said Revercons and who 
refuse to surrender the same ; Alsoe by whom they weare 
graunted and by how long before the expiration of the lease in 
being, of what continuance the Revercons and for what increase 
of rent, assuring the said revercons from vs, that they shall finde 
vs likewise inclinable to &vor them in theire suites hereafter as 
wee finde them readie to yeald to our royall pleasure herein. 

And further, whereas wee have bine formerlie informed that 
the farmers of Impropriations doe verie vnwillinglie for the most 
part yeild anie competent maynteynance to the lawfuU minister, 
whereby our people want the Instructions of theire duetie to 
god and vs, and thereby are left to bee seduced by the Popish 
preistes whom they readilie maynteyne ; for reforming whereof 
wee wrote to our former Deputie ; yeat litle is done therein. 
Therefore, our will and pleasure is and wee doe hereby require 
and authorise you, to call vnto you our learned Judges, and such 
as bee best experienced and skyllfuU in the civell and common 
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lawe, and to learne of them what legall course maie bee followed 
to enforce the fermers to give reasonable maynteynance to the 
ministers as in conscience they ought to doe, and with all 
severitie to presse the performance of the same, with this further 
assurance vnto the said fiirmers that if they bee backwards in 
performing this duetie, wee will looke vnto the validitie of theire 
leases and of all theire grauntes from the crowne, and make vse 
of what advantage maie be taken therein for [worn away] • . • 
great a mischiefe as our subjects [two lines worn away]. 

And because wee vnderstand that the simple natives of that 
our kingdome (whoe by experience wee heare), are found to bee 
&rre more tractable among the rude Irish then among the vn- 
conformable English, [are] still kept in darkenes and ignorance, 
apt and readie thereby to bee misled into error supersticon and 
disobedience by the Popish preistes whoe abuse theire simplicitie 
and ignorance, which proceedeth through want of ministers whoe 
can speake theire owne language whom they vnderstand ; because 
our colledg of Dublyn was first founded by our late sister of 
happie memorie Queene Elisabeth and hath beene since bounti- 
fullie endowed by vs, principallie for breeding vp the natives of 
that kingdome in civillitie learning and religion ; wee have reason 
to expect that in all this long time of our peaceable government, 
numbers of the natives should have beene trayned vpp in that 
colledg and might have beene imployed in teaching and reducing 
those which are ignorant among that people. And to think, 
that the governors of that house have not performed the trust 
reposed in them if the revenewes thereof have beene otherwise 
employed. And therefore wee doe require that henceforth 
speciall care bee had and that the visitors of that vniversitie bee 
required perdculerlie to looke vnto and take care of this point. 
And for supplying of the present want, that choyse bee made of

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some competent number of towardlie young men alreadie fitted 
with the knowledg of the Irish tongue and bee placed in the 
Vniversitie and bee maynteyned there for two or three yeares 
till they have learned the groundes of religion, and bee able to 
Catechise the simple natives and deliver vnto them soe much as 
themselves have learned ; and when aoie ly vinges that are not of 
anie greate value fall void among the [meere] Irish, theise men 
to bee thought vppon before others or to [two lines and a half 
worn away] to 'bee interpreters vnto the [worn away] to bee 
maynteyned by them after they are made fitt for that imploy- 
ment. And in the meane time that during theire continuance 
in the CoUedg they may bee maynteyned partlie by a contribucon 
from the ministers that possess many ly vinges amongst the Irish, 
partlie by sequestracon of some lyvinges in remote places where 
there is litle exercise of the ministerie ; partlie by some helpes 
out of Recusantes fines, or by some other good course that 
shalbee thought most fitting. And that you consider with our 
Primate and some other of our chiefe Prelates for this or some 
other good course to bee taken for supplying of this defect, 
which wee think will bee a principall meanes to reclayme the 
poore ignorant people, if our former Proclaymacons, especiallie 
the last for banishing Popish Preistes and Jesuites bee strictlie 
putt in execution ; whereof wee doe seriouslie looke for an 
account of you our Deputie. ffinallie, forasmuch as the censure 
of Excommunicacon, being the highest whereby the Ecclesiasti- 
cal! Magistrate can punish anie offender, though indeede in it 
self great and fearful!, yeat through the vse of it, being not 
strengthened with further excecucon is litle respected or feared 
and the Ecclesiastical! magistrate thereby disabled to reclaime 
Recusants or punish ill livers ; wee have thought fitt for reduc- 
ing that people to better conformitie, to strengthen the hands of 
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the Ecclesiasticall magistrate with some civill authoritie. And 
therefore our will and pleasure is and wee require and authorise 
you hereby, the calling vnto you our Chauncellor our Primate 
and some other of our Prelates with some of our Judges, now to 
consider what course is fitt to bee taken, either by an Ecclesias- 
ticall Commission to bee extended throughout that [half a lim 
worn away] . . • bee executed at Dublyn by some person [half 
a line worn away] otherwise there maie bee a coersive course 
and persons visited by fine and imprisonment to meete with the 
obstinacy and perversenes of such as willfullie transgresse in these 
kindes, and that you doe sett downe such instructions and limi- 
tacons for the graunting of this commission or other power as 
maie best serve for the repressing of those supersticons and other 
enormities and yeat stand with the peace and good government 
of that kingdome. And hereof wee require you with all con- 
venient speede to returne vs an answeare that a course accord- 
inglie maie bee taken for the effecting of this our princelie and 
religious desire.

Right trusty and welbeloved, wee greete you well, and let you 
to witt. That wheareas at the humble suite of our welbeloved, 
James Lord Coluill of Cu [blank — Culross ?], and in con- 
sideracon of his acceptable service done vnto vs, wee were 
gratiously pleased^ to direct our letters of warrant vnto you our 
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deputy of that our Kingdome of Ireland, dated the iS*** day of 
July, in the i6*** yeare of our Raigne of England, Etc, for pasing 
a graunt or graunts from vs, our heires & Successors by Letters 
Patents, vnder the greate Seale of that our Realme, vnto the 
said James Lord Colvill, his heires & assignes, or vnto such 
person or persons, his or their heires, or assignes, in fFee flFarme, 
as the said Lord Colville, or any other aucthorized by him 
should name or appointe, of suche & soe many castles, Mannors, 
Lordships, Lands, Tenements, Abbeys, Rectorjrs, Tythes, and 
other hereditaments, whatsoever, aswell spirituall as temporall, in 
that our Realme of Ireland, which were, or should come, or bee 
found for vs, by escheate, attainder, forfeiture, or concealment, 
or whereof the Rents, and proify tts were or should bee found to 
bee detayned, or withhoulden from vs, or not in chardge in our 
Exchequer, as should amounte to the cleere yearly value of 200 
Markes English money by the yeare, above all chardges and 
reprizes, as by our said Lettors more at Lardge may appeare. 
And whereas wee are now enformed that the said James Lord 
Colvill hath not received any benefytt of our said letters or 
gratious intencon thereby signified towards him, by reason of 
the Multiplicity of precedent, and subsequent warrants, & bookes 
of that nature, graunted by vs vnto others in that our Realme : 
Now at the humble suite of the said James Lord Colvill, wee 
are gratiously pleased to accept of his Relinquishment of our said 
Letter or warrant, and the benefytt thereby intended by vs vnto 
him.

toryes, Advousons, tithes, fishings, woods, vnderwoods, Milnes, 
and other heredytaments whatsoever, aswell spiritual], as tem- 
poral], within Libertyes, or without, in possession, revercon, or 
remaynder, in that our Realme of Ireland, as haue beene formerly 
graunted or intended to be graunted by vs, or any of our Noble 
progenitors vnto any person or persons in IFeeilarme, or ffeetaile, 
general], or specjrall, and of Rents, of what Nature soever within 
that our said Realme, as shall Amounte to the Cleere yearely 
value of 200 marlces, currant money of and in England by the 
yeare, or thereabouts, above all the chardges & reprizes according 
to the several! rents, or partes of Rents, ratably for each parcell 
now remayning of Record, and Joyntly or severally paid into 
our Exchequer there, (excepting all such Lands and heredyta- 
ments, as are belonging vnto any of our Castles, and fForts 
there.) To bee houlden of vs, our heires & Successores by & 
vnder such tenures, services, Condicons, & Covenants, respec- 
tively as the same are now held^ or menconed to bee held, without 
any Rents at all to bee answered for the same : And our further 
will & pleasure is, and soe wee doe heereby requjrr and 
aucthorize. That whensoever the said Sir James Craige, his

graunt and convey vnto vs our heires and Successors for and in

CCXLII. Boyle to John Collin: 1619. 

This is No. 57 of vol. x., and is endorsed, " The Coppie of my tres sent 
to John Collin, touching my purchaze of fFermoy, etc.^* This is still another 
of the weary Sir Bernard Grenville correspondence. See our Introduction 
to vol. i. and ii. of this 2nd Series. — G. 

M' Collins, I found * at my howse heer, on Christmas 
Eaven, when I came from Dublin, a letre from m^ John Harris 
your m', wherby he taketh notice of thagreement between you 
and me, for Sir Barnard Grenviles yrish lands, as having 
seen our covennants, wherein though yt seem he alloweth the 
mayne matter, yet he somwhat diflFereth in the forme, and in 
those his letres, he promiseth to write more vnto me by a 
seacond, which yeat I haue not heard of. Hee also by those 
letres advizeth, that the Agent I should employ in this busi- 
nesse, should arive in the western parts and give him meeting at 
Sir Christopher Harris howse of Radford neer Plymouth, 
And that he would accompany my Agent to Sir Barnard 
Grenviles and so from thence to London, whear the convey- 
ance and assurances may bee perfected. 

But the trewth is, I am soe streightned by tyme. And in re- 
gard that the letres wear of so old a date before they came to 
my hands, As by no possibilety in this good tyme of Christmas, 
I can send my Agent into those parts tymely enough to effect 
my convaighance and bargayne. And therfore lett me entreat 
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you to deale with M"* Harris, to bee on Candlemas date next at 
Bristol!, with Sir Barnards pattents and evidence concerning 
those lands, whear, (god willing) my first payment of one 
thousand pounds shalbe prepared for you. And for the two 
last payments (yf yt will please him to rely vppon myne owne 
securetie,) god willing they shalbe iustly performed. But yf bee 
shall conceive that not to bee sufficient (according [to] my 
covennant made with you,) I will (vpon deliuering vpp the 
possession vnto me) give him any other men in this Countrie, 
to be bound with me for the payment thereof according [to] 
my agreement. Or elk bee subiect to a condicon to be incerted 
in thassu ranee to be made me, to pay the money for the seacond 
and third payment at the daies in our articles menconed, or 
within six moneths after each daie of payment, with conside- 
racon for the forbearance in the intrem, after x^' in the hundred, 
yf by any misfortune, casualtie or disappoyntment my money 
shall not be paid at the precise daie and place, as by our Coven- 
nants I am lymited. ffor I assure you (god permitting) yt 
shalbe some great misfortune, or vnlooked for disappoyntment, 
that shall make me &ile, of what, by my covennants I have tyed 
myself vnto. iFor my reputacon is too deer vnto me, to leave 
any thing vndon, that by my covennant I bynde my self to per- 
forms And therefore I pray assure M*" Harris, that on Candle- 
mas daie (wynd and weather serving) my Agent shalbe at 
Bristol!, to pay a Thousand pounds according [to] our articles, 
and sufficiently aucthorized to performe and accomplish all other 
things, which on my part is to be fulfilled. And as I intend by 
gods grace, to effect all things really and honestly. So my desire 
is, to be fayrely and worthely dealt with all, And that m' Harris 
would then bringe along thither with him (to be deliuered over 
to my Agent to my vse vpon receipt of the first thousand) 
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pound) all letres pattents, leases, deeds, writings, and other 
escripts which anjrwise concearn the Lands I haue bargayned 
for. ffor although (all things considered) yt bee the deerest pur- 
chaze, that ever was Sould in Ireland, yet so as I may be iustly 
and worthely dealt with all, I will performe to Sir Barnard 
Grenvile, and M** Harris his good content, ffbr I that mean 
honestly care not what reasonable securetie I give for payment. 
Alwaies I pray taking care, that M' Brabant and his sonn in 
lawes leases may be yealded vpp vnto mee, as is agreed. Other- 
wise all the sweetnes of the purchaze, yf any bee in yt, is by 
that morsell, taken out of my mouth. And so praying you to 
comend vnto your maisters care, the Selling awaie of my pipe- 
staves the next Tearme yf hee can, so to satisfie himself, or Sir 
Barnard of his two seacond payments. Desiring you by the first 
meanes you can to send me your lettres, to be directed to m** 
John Doughtie of Bristoll, who will conveigh them vnto mee, 
whether your merchants of Plymouth will buy 20 or 40 tonn 
of barr yron of mee, to be deliuered at S* Pawles fayre in Bris- 
toU. With my affecconate salutacons, to Sir Barnard, to old 
Sir Christopher Harris, and your M^ with my best wishes to 
yourself I leaue you to god. fFrom my howse at yoghall this 
ffirst of Januarie 1619. Your veary loving frend. [R. Boyle.] 

CCXLIII. John Doughty of Bristol : 1619. 

This is No. 64. of vol. x., and is addressed, ** To the Right Honourable 
Richard Lorde Boyle Barron of youghall g^ve theise,** and endorsed, "17 
february 1619. fFrom M*" John Doughty of bristoll about the tender of my 
thousand pounds : or generall accompt Sc towching moneys yron etc. 
Answered with orders to deliver my 1000" to M^ Waller." See our Intro- 
duction, as in last. Doughty's handwriting is a vexatious one, being 
seemingly distinct, yet intricate and difficult. — G.

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Right Honorable^ Your letters I haue recieved by George 
Hallier, and accordinge vnto your order therin I furnished a 
thousand poundf as underneathe written and vppon Candellmas 
daye Did att oure Towne halle attend the comyninge of Sir 
Barnard Grinfild or M*" Harris, ffor the Reseyt therof all daye 
Longe, and came nott from thence till hit was past sixe of the 
clocke and darcke, and then had the thousand pownds tould by 
my man George Hallier and a notery publicke every penny 
therof on after the other, but noe man came to Recieve hit, 
neyther haue I herd any thinge fFrom them; the which I thought 
good to advertize you therof by the ffirste, and I shalle desire 
you that you will be pleased to wryt me by the ffirste yf theye 
come hereafter what I shalle doe therein : and wheras you are 
covenanted withall that theye shalle deliuer you all deads and 
writings conserninge the sayd Lands, and as muche as charges 
and couenantes, and soe geve me order to paye the sayd looo'^ : 
when that is don, I doe not knowe when I have all, neyther 
cann covnsell, advize me, but iFor the mayne Deads, and therfore 
Desier your fFurther direcktiones heerin. 

M*" Hopton hathe sent me in this daye, beinge the next daye 
after Candellmas Daye, 80'^, and soe I haue aded that to 20'' of 
my owne and payd hit in, wher I tooke hit vpe towards the 
payment of this 1000'*, and he hathe written me prayinge me to 
sell the 20 tonn of sowe Iron when hit comes, ffor that he hathe 
wrought out his, and purposeth to doe noe more therin, and soe 
he hathe written me ; and allso that yf your Lordship wante a 
hammer mann you maye haue his ; The which is as good as 
any is in England, he thinketh : ther is ouer 14 or 15 com of 
the 20 within this two Dayes and ther is 59 pigs behinde that 
he Lefte to be brought in an other barcke ffor that he was not 
abell to carry them. 
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M' Pettingall did not Dele with me iFor the i oo ton when I 
wrote you Laste ; he hathe bin with me againe this fFajre and 
hathe prooiFered me the same prise againe, and will not geve me 
xij** more, neyther will he haue hit before he paye ffor hit, and 
that will be about the Laste of maye next, and soe and please 
you to deale with him, he will by 2 or 300 tonn, a yeare of 
you : he fiinds som smale fFalt with hit but I thincke hit is with 
out any cause. 

M' Hackett whom I thincke will be your Lordships chapman 
fFor hit, was not heare this ilayer, neyther Did he writ any 
answare of my Letter conserninge hit, but m** wodward Rideth 
into the Contery the next weacke and he hathe promised to 
talke with him, about his owne neyghbouers that dealeth in 
Iron, and all nowe fFor Bar Iron and will not medell with the 
sowe lyron, and hit is I thincke theye iFeare that the worckes 
in the fibrest will downe this yeare ; hit is thought thaye shold 
haue noe more of the kings wods ; ther is muche adoe about hit 
and hit is thought thaye will prevayle in the stayinge of hit ; 
and hit soe fFale out you shale not only sell the greter quantety 
but better your prise. 

M' woodward hathe written you herin iFor 60 tonn of Bar 
Iron, 20, att midsomer, 20, att Bartlementide and 20, att 
michellmas : he is an honest mann and will maecke you good 
payment and performe well. I praye you youse him as well as 
you maye, in the prise of hit : he hathe written you all soe iFor 
som andvillf and hamers. 

He hathe honestly peiyd me iFor all the Hamers and and- 
villf and som Iron that Thomas Smithe Lefte with him and 
Cleared with me fFor all, and he hathe Intreated me to wryt 
vnto you iFor his note he gave Thomas Smithe iFor hit : he 
hathe cleared his Daye. M' Bridges hathe nowe brought me In 
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the 100*' for his sonn and I have geven him a bill of exchange 
in your Lordships [name] for hit^ and the ould gent dothe 
hombely Intreate you to continew your Love and wonted 
goodnes towards him^ and that you would be pleased to have a 
hand in the well placeinge of hit iFor his fFuture good : the 
gent is aged, and somwhat flFroward and his sonn is bownde 
vnto you iFor this ioo'\ and he had not seane your Lordshipes 
hand vnto me iFor the Reseyt of hit, he had never had hit, as 
som about the ould man hathe tould me^ by that he conseveth 
you will haue a Little Care of him. 

We sent not vnto my Lady iFor her pitchers because we vnder- 
stood by our Daniell that brought the Laste of the lOO tonn 
of sow Iron that my Lady had shipped them in a iFrenchman 
iFor iFrawnce. I am persuaded that yf we had had them 
we had sent them to a better markett then whether thaye are 
gone. 

I have thought hit meate to send your Lordship herwithall 
an account of all to this Daye^ and ffirste and Cheafeste, what 
monyes ther is Remayninge in my hands iFor your payment to 
Sir Barnard Griniild and next because you maye see the greate 
chardges of a ton of Iron heare ; the which I can not helpe but 
did the beste I could as you maye see by the poste duteayes 
made, hopinge to have sawed somethinge but could not. I 
saved what I coulde of the theiewes [thieves ?] custome and of 
the selleuadge [salvage ?] of the barke halle, as you maye see by 
the account, and yf I could more I woulde : ther is a new com 
fellow hether that is belonginge to the Customhouse, that hathe 
bin belongeinge to the custome house of London, and he telleth 
me that ther is noe privey counseller heare nor nobell mann but 
hathe thayre customes iFree theair, and I am persuaded yf you 
please, you might be allsoe iFreed therof : hit might save you a 
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greate deale of monyes in the yeare and you kepe your Iron- 
worckes in your owne hands. I thought hit good to geve you 
to vnderstand therof. 

M*" Richard Challinor hathe payd me as you shale see^ the 
240^' fFor the 20 tonn of Bar Iron, and hathe allsoe payd me 
40'' towards the other 20 tonn that is to comm : he sayeth 
he will have that all soe when hit commes : his man entered 
hit to shewe in the custom house and theye brought the 
beame and scales to the shipes side and had allmoste mett 
with hit, and he had not made the better haste fFor the poste 
entery. 

I was Cowneselled to procure the Notery publicke to be on 
of the tellers of the 1000*' because his testamony is more 
eccentiall fFor the tender then an others: the chardge I am 
shure you will not muche stand vppon. 

Ther is som 17" of your goold very Light, and I thinke Sir 
Barnard will not taecke hit. I knowe not whether hit be that 
you payd Geourge Hellier or not, but as he sayeth, ther is iij 
graines wanted and halfe quarter graine wayght, and on quarter, 
or 4, & 5** wayght, and 8 or 9'* of hit so, and vj graines, and 
quarter light ; there will noe body tacke any which are, but 
what are fFull wayght. I praye you wryt me whether I shale 
send them you againe yf I cann not pase them to them : I 
tendered whyt mony in som steade therof because they might 
sweare f&eely that thaye tendered iooo",of curantand LawfFull 
money of England, yf you shold have cause of thayre testamony : 
hit is all faste sealled vpe in Bags vnder three sealls and Reddy 
att a quarter of an owers waminge. 

I have not sett you Downe heare vnderneathe howe the 1000 
tons is purified, as I have written you before, because I have heare- 
withall sent you the account, and this with the Reemembrance 
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of my Love and serves vnto you I Reste. . . • your assured 
Lovinge flfi-ind John Doughty. 

Bristol! the iij*** of flFebruary 1619. 

I would praye your Lordship to taecke a note of m*^ Heidges 
hand iFor the Reseyt of the 100" and to send me, fFor the ould 
gent his ffather kepeth my bill of exchange till he have that 
ffrom me.

Laus deo in Bristoe the xij"* ffebruarij 1619, R^gl^t Honorable, 
your letter by my Sarvante dated the ix**^ January from yoghall 
I receayved j by the contents wheareof I finde your honour have 
sold 120 tonne of barre yron to bee receayed at your fordge be- 
tweene this & the ende of Maye nexte, at the rate of 12'' per 
tonn, of the which there is nowe delivered and thanlces bee to 
god savely heare arived in Bristoe, twenty tonns thereof, and I 
have paid according to his agreement and your honors order vnto 
M*^ John Dough tye of our city one candlemas dale last, the 
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some of 240*^^ and furnished him more one [=on] that same daie 
with 140** to supplie his wante for the tenderinge of one thow- 
sand pounds vnto Sir Barnard Grindefeilde Knight, the which 
was with divers wittnesses one that daie tolde out & there 
tendered according to dewe course and forme of lawe, but there 
came not any to receayve the same ; but at night late, M*" Hopton 
sent foure score pounds to m*^ doughty, the which being receay ved 
M** doughty to save your Honor farther charge paide backe one 
hundred pounds, and the rests he reserveth to paie & deliver the 
same when neede shall requier^ or as your Lordshipp shall give 
dereccons therein, soe that one your parte there could bee noe 
breeche -, what I have paide ouer, as also in divers charges 
sythences disburssed, remayneth with M' doughty vpon the 20" 
tonns of yron which your Honour purposeth to send vs by the 
first, which we daily expecte the arivall thereof. By the saile of 
which, you shall finde that my sarvante hath beene very for- 
wardes in the prise vnto your Lordshipp and gyven 10* in euery 
tonn, considering the custome & charges thereof, more then yt 
is worthe, but I hoope vpon the triall of good performance, and 
in the nexte buying your Honor will consider thereof and one 
reasonable tearmes after S* James tide conclude for further 
dealings. No we having duely examined the custome of this 
your yron, I finde as in all England soe vnto your Honour that 
which is Manufactures and your Honour an vndertaker vnto 
the Kinge^ you are cleare free of all custome, both with you 
and vs ; whearefore theise are humbly to praie your Honour 
that by the nexte convenient messenger you send your letters 
vnto the customers & flarmers, that from them order maye bee 
taken that you maye have your freedome, and myselfe will labor 
therein for the procuring thereof: yf your dew, yt wilbe easely 
obtained^ yf not wee will doe what wee canne to ease the same 
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Tit a more reasonable rate, and yf your Honor shall thinke any 
fitter course to any other to bee taken I shall very willingly 
foUowe your Honors dereccons, for the full procurement of the 
same. Thus referring this, and all other bussines vnto your best 
consideracon, I humbly take leave, committing you vnto the 
proteccon of the almightye, your Honors euer to bee commanded 
Richard Chaloner. 



CCXLVI. Robert Waller to Boyle: 1619. 

This is No. 72 of vol. x., and is addressed, '< To the right honorable my 
very good Lorde The Lorde Boyle Lord Barron of youghall these, my lord 
this enclosed letter is for a pensive gentlewoman whom I trust your lord- 
ship doth commjTserate,** and endorsed, 29 nat' 1620 ''ffrom m^" Robert 
Waller as touching his procceeding and success at court in the cause be- 
tween me m*" Ball and m' BurrelL'' — G* 

My most honored Lorde, In my letters from Brystoll I 
shewed the passages of things, as I find it there ; nowe your 
Lordship shall see howe they haue proceeded heere. And first 
concerning m*" Harris : I must deale plainly with your lordship, 
and say that I knowe not well what to thinke of hym. I find 
hym only certaine and immovable in this, that he will have col- 
lateral security for the later paymentes, wherof that for Candle- 
mas past ; and the second allso, which should haue bene on the 
seconde of August, must be before the first of July nexte, be- 
cause vppon that first of July S"* Barnarde is to make a great 
payment here in London. To avoid collateral security (because 
men in such case are generally scrupulous) I haue vrged hym to 
accepte of a condicon to be inserted in the conveyance, as your 
Lordship propounded ; which he vtterly refuseth, sometymes 
obiectinge your Lordships powerfuUnes in that country, and es- 
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chewes S'' Bamards iealosy of hym, in sellinge his land 1000^' 
vnderfoote, without takinge securyty for his mony, which will 
be deemed a dubble wronge. He brought with hym no manner 
writinges concerninge the land, which encreased my suspition, 
that all meanings were not faire, vntill by some words I caught 
from hym, it seemeth S^*" Barnard hath bene enveigled, by his 
female Parasites, that this lande passeth at too lowe a rate. And 
therfore is loath so to depart with it : But I perceave his neces- 
sity must enforce hym : fFor I see by particulars he is 15000^* in 
dett, and men call for mony : He is a man vncertain and incon- 
stant, and insensible of his owne harmes: therfore hath m** 
Harris wryten letters very persuasive vnto m^ Bovill Grenfild 
his Sonne, wherein he layeth downe in particulars the estate of 
this poore knight, and sheweth demonstratively that without 
tymely provision, his father standeth vppon desperate termes of 
vtter ruyn. His necessity will enforce peace between S*' Bar- 
nard and m*" Harris, who seemeth tender and providente of his 
estate, howsoeuer those femynine synners prattle the contrary, 
and this same necessity may move S*' Barnard to accepte of that 
condicion, which m^ Harris refuseth. But I make no doubt, if 
your Lordship give hym contentement ether by paymente of 
the mony as aforesaid, or by collaterall securyty, that the same 
shall be proud to serue his turne at the tyme before specyfied : 
the bargaine will hold, there is an agreement betweene m' Harris 
and me at my cominge into the country vppon my letters, to 
meete me at Exeter and vpon notyce of S^' Barnards consente 
to resolue me, and a booke to be drawne, which I will bringe 
ouer with me, wherby thinges may be drawen to some toward- 
nes of conclusion : But I must and do desire your lordship, to 
be guyded by your lordships letters, what course to runne herein, 
for I stand in doubt to ride in to cornewall to S**" Barnard, 
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lest he shuld suspecte lest your appetite be too sharpe sett. I 
therefore desire some generall direction fFor the residue of your 
Lordships affaires ; for your lordships better satisfaccion^ I will 
write at large. I make no doubt hitherto but that your lord- 
ship shall have a four [= £ure ?] daye. I did deliuer your letters 
and the papers enioyned vnto S" Thomas Stafford^ and the nexte 
day my Lord Carewes letters, who told me that Burrell would 
be strongly backed, which I finde trewe ; his lordship wished 
me to be well provided of good counsaile. The day following 
I gaue M*^ Gosnold his letters, of which, one parte seemed very 
distastfidl, namely, in that you said, that you would take the 
expedetinge of the busynes wherof your lordship wrote, as a re- 
paration of a kinde of wronge, offred by hym, in sellinge away 
his land without profferihge the same first to your Lordship ; 
which thinge he denyeth, affirmynge that your Lordship both 
knewe of his intente to sell it, and had your Lordships approba- 
tion of the same, vnder your hand and seale ; neuertheles he 
did very kindly without denyall or dispute accompany me to m*^ 
Balles house, wher wee found m^ Burell. The letters beinge 
deliured and read, what wrytes my Lord (quoth Burrell ?} : he 
would haue me come into Ireland said Balle : you shall not goe 
said Burrell, and I trust to finde frends which shall keepe you 
here whether you will or no. Then I began to desire m^ Balle, 
that he would learne to speake trewe englishe, and shewe in 
what manner, and vppon what securitye, and to what end your 
Lordships motion for goinge thither was ; but Burrell sange still 
the same songe, that he should not go. Well m^ Balle (quoth 
1)1 pray desire of God to open your eyes that you may rightly 
discerne your trewe frends, who are able, and can be willinge to 
rayse you againe, vnto much of that fromwhence you are fidlen, 
etc. I promysed at my departure to come againe the secconde 
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daye, leaving hym to rumynate vppon your Lordships letters ; 
but at my returne, I finde hym the same he was before. I 
could learne nothinge vppon what points he meant to insist 
against your lordship, but gote from Burrells mouth that S^*^ 
Lyonell Cranfeeld had deliuered those letters which your Lord- 
ship wrote vnto hym, to m*" Burrell ; wherat I bitt the lippe. 
Your Lordship may ghuesse what fruyt is to be hoped for of 
such trees, yet sithence that tyme, when I vnderstood, he was 
(to my greefF) appointed one of the commytties, in hope to heare 
some obiections on Balls behalfe against your Lordshipe, I went 
to his house, and way ted to forenoones ere I could speake with 
hym : I moved hym that your Lordship had wry ten letters vnto 
hym & whether [they] came to his hands : I had them said he : 
1 learne (said I) your honor is appointed one of the commyttees 
in a cause betweene his lordship and one m** Ball of this towne, 
and one m' Burrell, wherat his Lordship will bee right glad, for 
that he reckoned you in the number of his lovinge friends and 
therefore do trust his cause shall receaue an upright examyna- 
con ; hopinge those words would have drawen out somewhat : 
but contrarywise, he demanded me why I should suppose the 
contrary, and soe departed to his coach. All this was after the 
deliuery of my letters and after the referment ; for the deluery of 
your Lordships letters was my chefest hast, ffirst to my Lord 
Duke, next to my Lord Chamberlaine, to my Lord Chancellor 
in his bed with good oportunyty all alone ; lastly to my Lord 
Archbyshopp, most seasonably. To say truth I recey ved of them 
all very comfortable promises : with my lord Archbyshopp, my 
Lord Duke, my Lord Chancellor, and Lord Chamberlaine I had 
private speech and gaue them good satisfaction in things which 
are like to be questioned. Some ther be, which (I perceive) do 
wishe your Lordship litle good, wherof I suppose S^^ Clemente 

II. G G 
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Edmunds is one, because I beinge specially called by name the 
Lord Boyles Agent, to present your Lordships letters to the 
Board and approached to enter the chamber ; S" Clemente has- 
teninge to the doore would not suffer me to enter, but caught 
my letters, and put me backe, sayeinge he would deliuer the 
letters hymself, wherby the letters were not publikely read, 
to my no smalle vexation of mynd, and the greater, because 
Burrell was within and Ball without. The examynacon of 
the com plain te is comytted to the Earle of Arondell, the 
Lord Carewe, S'** Henry Carewe controller, the Chancellor of 
thexchequer, and S^' Lyonell Cranfeeld, master of the wards. 
I did at first suspecte m^ Chancellor of thexchequer, but 
nowe I ame confident he is your adversary. fFor I went to his 
house to soUicite this busynes, wher he did expresse hymself in 
playne termes, that he would take Burrells parte yf ther should 
in the examynation therof any cause at all appeare : I found 
hym all alone in his chamber, where he heard me at large in 
presence of my sonne. More with great pacience, eftsones ob- 
iectinge questiones on Burrells behalf, and much comendinge 
the grate pitthynes of your Lordships letters ; yet he glanced 
with some bitternes at your growinge to such greatnes. In a 
word he is Burrells fast frende. 

S**^ Thomas Stafford vtterly mysliketh your Lordships choyce 
of counsaille in m*" Hyndfor[?] because he is too full of lead, 
and that one crosse woord will strike hym dumbe, but it is too 
late to repente ; my resolution is rather to cast away a fFee then 
starve a good cause as I trust your Lordships cause will proue. 
I wrought myne owne passage to the Lord Chancellor because 
m^ Gosnold was too far off: he read your lordships letters, wher- 
vnto havinge tyme at will I added somewhat for discovery of 
their foule intentions and dealings; which his lordship heard 
quietly, and gave me a comfortable answeare, tendeinge to 
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this; that the countenance of mens places must not be laid in 
balance to counterpoyse the justice of anie mans cause, ffbr my 
Lord quoth he shall have right. 

On ffryday morninge last S^*^ Barnaby Bryens man was with 
me at my lodginge, importuninge me to come to his master at 
the lady ffiirmors in S^ Bartlomewe. At my cominge, he de- 
manded if I had anie order for payment of CC. and odd pounds 
vnto hym from your Lordship. I told hym nay : he much be- 
moaned hymself by the wante of mony which he should have 
had from your Lordship about halfe a yeere before ; and which 
Ball ought to have payd for rent by order from your Lordship, 
but said in plaine termes he would pay none, affirming your 
Lordship was much indetted vnto hym : of which words I 
propose to make vp before the Comyttes. S^*^ Barnard entreated 
me instantly to wryte vnto your Lordship of his great wants, 
and sweare that he payeth vse for mony to serue his owne occa- 
sions : he seemeth very willinge (out of the noblenes of his 
mynd) to lay cleere your Lordship, and lay the fault on Ball lest 
he is not payd, which opynion of his I labored to fortyfye, 
alleaginge that I heard your lordship say that you had appointed 
Ball to pay so muche mony but did not sertanly knowe whether 
it were payd or no. 

I doubt not but m' Bryen hath by these his letters en formed 
your Lordship of all particulars concerning the Lord Barry, and 
how my Lord Archbyshopp hath obtained his Majesties licence 
for his retorne into Ireland. But the younge noble man saith 
plainly he will not departe hence in debt. I wishe your Lord- 
ship would take this cause into serious consideracon, and strike 
whiles the yron is bote, here are many opponents againste 
your Lordships purpose, and rare efFectf they would produce 
if watchfuU eyes did not ouerlooke and study to prevent them. 
His Lordship tooke exceedinge comfort by my comminge to eaten 
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with letters from your lordship. I could wishe that when you 
have hym there, somethinge might be done, to give fynall dis- 
couragement to the adversaries of your noble intentions, before 
he see England againe ; and in the meane tyme to keepe hym 
in good breath, for doubt of ill counsaile and fleetinge. 

Your Lordships letters to the Lord Marques and M*" Parker 
could not be deluered vntill this daye, for they came hither but 
yesternight from the Knight, who is also nowe come to white- 
hall. I haue deliuered my Lord marques letters to M*" Parker, 
because he told me that if your lordships letters were any thinge 
large, he would not read them in my presence, but put them in 
his pockett. But he hymself would find such a convenient tyme 
for the deliuery of them, as he should peruse them and would 
giue me his answeare. Daniell duff doth lyvely expresse his 
hearty affection to your Lordship in this cause, for he leaueth no 
stone vnturned, for fiirtheraunce of the good in our pro- 
ceedings : by his meanes I spake with my Lord of Arundell 
in his bed chamber this morning, who giveth very com- 
fortable wordf and I to his Lordship vndertooke the justice of 
the cause. I feare lest I shall returne without any thinge doinge 
with S*' James Semple, for that M' Elphinston his Solicitor is 
departed the towne before my comminge hither. S*' James 
doth not deny, that he will not do yt, but pretendeth that he 
thincketh it is done alredye, and thefore desireth to speake first 
with his soUicitor. I feare lest he be no longe lyfFes man : he 
kepeth his chamber, and if my iudgment be right he is troubled 
with a french Ague. I have wrytten to M"^ doughty for 
[means of] Conveyenge these letters to your lordship by the 
first shipp, and that I feare lest you shall wryte vnto him shortly 
to send me x^* by exchange ; for I tell your Lordship playnly 
that the reckoning^ here arise to another manner of rate then 
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the estymate which your lordship made with me. I desire your 
Lordship when you write vnto hym, that you will give hym 
warrant to send it in case I chance to wryte^ ffbr perclose of 
these ill digested lynes, I present your Lordship with this suite. 
That if I be constrayned to abide so longe here as that I cannot 
be at the next sittinge, your Lordship will procure me this &vor : 
I am at the next sittinge to argue two demurrers : one for the 
Bishopp of Corke to an Informacon against hym by m** attorney, 
for I had none other ; the other for Beckford, at the suyte of 
Newman ; That by your Lordships help the arguinge of these 
two causes may be put ouer for this one turne by reason of 
myne vnexpected absence. May it please your Lordship to tell 
Sir John Leke that I deliuered his letters to the Lady Heneage 
her self, which were acceptably receaved. I intended against my 
retorne to call for answere, whervnto I am reque8t[ed]. And 
euven so with remembrance of my humble service to your lord- 
ship, I cease, euer restinge

CCXLVIL Bishop of Cork, Cloyne, and Ross to 

Boyle: 161 9. 

This is No. 73 of vol. x., and is addressed, <*To the R' honorable his 
very good Lord and brother the L. Boyle, Baron of yoghall these,** and en- 
dorsed, ** vry^ Marcij 161 9 ffrom my brother the Lo : Bish' of Corcke/ 
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My very good Lord and brother, I haue often aduised these 
Defendants against Cotter, to desist from mainteining this Suite, 
and to make a (aire agreement with him. I haue further 
told them (which is more then a Judge can well iusdfy) how 
chargable they would find it in the issue. Yet nether my per- 
suasion nor their owne danger could make anything with them ; 
but they told me they would defend it, by the Custome of the 
Country ; and if they could not prevaile in my Court they 
would instantly appeale to another Judge, so they suflerd it 
runne to Sentence after Sentence : they were warme agane to 
shew their obedience and make their peice ; but they still per- 
sisted in their first contumacy : and now that execucon to two 
Justices is issued forth, and there is no help, they fly to your 
proteccon, and my respite : fFor satis&ccon to your Selfe I hope 
you doubt not but I would do more then reason ; but for re- 
spite of that which is already through their obstinacy past my 
hands, it is a matter that you know is beyond my reach : and 
besides to delay Justice is all one as to deny it ; and Justice I 
hope is clere, when we so haue past Sentence, as the Lord Pre- 
sident, the Lord Chancellor, Lord Primate, Archbishop of Tew- 
ham [= Tuam] : Bishop of Meath, yourself and Sir Thomas 
Browne haue ordered and under your hands enioyned. fFor that 
which you intimate of the English to be intended in that Act 
rather then the Irish, I take the condicon of the Minister to be 
most vnhappy yf the help and Remedy shalbe only from a few 
poore English, and this whole [host] of Popish Irish suffered 
to eat vp and swallow the Protestant minister at their pleasure ; 
besides the Act determines indifferently, and the dealing of the 
Irish is not indifferent, while for CoUops grazing on euery mans 
land, enioyne them (as these doe) to fetch them to the Church 
gleab at night, and to keep a boy at charge, in seuerall places a 
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seuerall hoy, to attend their CoUops euery day. fFor M*^ Dauies 
his answer is, he hath threatned imprisonment to none of them, 
nether is it in the Bishops power to imprison in such a case^ but 
he told them that by statute ij Justices of peace are to issue forth 
execucon vpon their de&ult of obeying the Sentence, and that 
done, their bodies were like inough to be taken. fFor bynding 
Bryan M^Owen to peace, I nor any Justice, the case so being, 
could withstand it : Cotter in open Court vpon feare concocted 
from some threatning words, required to shew him bound, and 
would not be payd but needs offered oath that hee went, through 
his violent Threatnings, in danger and feare of his life. In so 
open Assembly what could be done lesse or otherwise ? These 
thoughts for your wisdome, you understand ripely ; but for my 
lord Barry, you must be seen. God blesse him, you and all 
yours, to whom I send most hearty Satisfacons. Your Lord- 
ships very assured louing Brother John Cork, Cloyn Rosse.

Right Honorable, I haue formerly written to your lordship in 
excuse of my silence, wich is much occasioned ffbr wante of 
matter in that my penn is ignorant of Newes and my Braine 
void of Complements, so that my impudence must be great in 
often writing to your lordship^ when my yeares may not attaine 
to y* secresie of the one nor my affection desires to containe 
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the deceipt of the other : yet such are the remembrances of your 
&uores and the weaknes of my merritt, that I had rather proue 
my defect of wourdes in tendring dutie then my neglect of ser- 
uice in Forgetting my obseruance. And hope afiecdon will 
craue pardon for my presumption. 

M^ Ball hauinge at length founde the weaknes of his inuendon 
in Complayninge of your lordship to be such as in the openinge 
of it should sauore of little wourth and less matter, and might in 
the end retourne with greate force and shamefiiU reproch (who- 
euer his frends weare great) to the rippinge open of his patchd 
Creditt, and aparent Knowledge of his decayed fortunes, 
Thought it tyme (before the matter came to be examinde afore 
the Committee) to moue the acceptance of your lordships 
wourthye and Noble offers, and whoeuer his dissembling Coun- 
tenaunce could not at first to be satesfied (as he tearmed them) 
on so meane Conditions, yet is now gladd to be an earnest Suter 
to haue it referde to M^ Wrighte and M** Bennett, and if they 
cannot agree to My lord Carew and the chanclere of the 
Exchequer, to wich M*^ Walore hath agreed ; and when articles 
weare written and all was finnesht, they fell of againe, and M*" 
Ball did scorne to be true to his worde : since, he is crabbed in 
his dealings and thus deceiues himself in thincking to deceiue 
others, vntill he be caught in the snares of dishonestie and so 
sinck in the mire, vnder burden of his knavery. But for the 
passadges of it I leaue to M"^ Wallores letters, as not belonging 
to my weaknes to know of nor my yeares to interpose in. But 
only out of my desire to acquaint your lordship with as much as 
out of my priuatt inquisition I could learne. And not out of 
any knowledge of the Cause of his Complainte ; nor the sub* 
stance of his offers, much less acquaintance with his person 
or dealings ; and my desire to performe those respects to wich 
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I am bounde to your lordship as a true acknowledger of your 
Noble &uors. 

I can write your lordship nothing of my lord Barrye other 
then is mentioned in my former letters. But can giue reall 
testimonye of his forwardnes, and the future hope wich are saide 
to be pronosticated by his outward feature ; wich I know can be 
no newes to your lordship, hauing many Noble frends who are 
carefull to acquaint your lordship with his proceedings, vpon 
whose Judgements you may better settle your well-grounded 
opinion. 

And as for me self^ such was the Miserablenes of my fortune, 
and loathsomnes of life that I haue heetherto leade. My youth 
conceiuing the originall Cause of my greefes to proceed from som 
vnnaturall vsadges and distast, wich oft breade desperations and 
weare great alurementf of Idleness, as if I knew wich waye to 
turne me self to recouer the loss of former tyme, thereto would 
wholye applye me self: My affection leades me to the studdye 
of the lawes (wich as yet I haue followed) in wich I haue onlye 
priuatt Comfort, voide of all Societye, in regard of my ranck, 
and Thereby conuiersing with bookes more then men ; wich 
must be uery discommodious to my yeares at my first entrance 
to so perfect and learned a studye. But if I can procure to be 
of a bench in a house of Courte (in regard it might be a dero- 
gation to me to be otherwise) I will not alter my determination 
from so good an intention. If not alia petenda est via^ wich as 
yet I think not of.

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as ours, theare ys an other thing that wilbe a great hinderaunce 
in your sale of Iron or the takyng vp of mony vppon any goods 
or marchantdise at this tyme in England, that ys the Scarcitye of 
Coyne generally in our Cuntry. Three great Vents for mony 
are sett on foote this present yeare amongest vs that both Citty 
Towne and Cuntry doth feele the smart of yt ; the Est india 
fleet being the gretest : for that venteth nothing from vs but 
coyned siluer. the second ys the bewiching Lotteries for Vir- 
ginia the last 2 yeares in all the good Citties of England, and 
this yeare and now in all great market townes, that they will 
pick from such a towne as Chester, Euesham or Bathe, a matter 
of three thowsand pounds before they mooue, so that these 
monies that weare before Currant from manne to manne in the 
Cuntrye ys now saued vp in London or sent awaye by sea to 
Virginia, and the third ys a great som of mony colected for 
the bohemian warres. all vendible Comodities are fallen aboue 
a quarter parte ; cloose from fiue nobles to 1 8 or 1 9s. : sheep, oxen, 
horses, yea and good Land holden in socage tenuer, fallen from 21 
yeares purchase to 15 at the most, and cleues so fast to the 
sellers hands (som to my owne knowledg) any tyme thes twelue 
moneths, that yt ys redy to flaye of the skyne : yt is more bur- 
densome to them then your ponderowse Iron ys to you, for they 
must depart with theyr land to paye the vsance, and you depart 
with your Iron to purchase good lande. mony ys so pretious a 
thing now with vs in England that noe manne will depart with 
yt but vppon cheife prizes of any thing that ys wanted amongst 
vs. all theyr storehowses are as yett so full both of Grosse and 
refined iron that those I haue spoken withall, would not offer 
me any prize for yours : therfor at this tyme I can wright no- 
thing which wilbe giuen for itt. Soe craving pardon of your 
Honour for my Tedious and wandering discourse, my selfe and 
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my Wyfe doth most humbly take our leaue, wishing to your 
Honour and my Lady your most lou in g bedfellow, many happic 
years and fortunate euents to your Children and posterity, from 
my Lyttell Box this ii of June 1620.

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M** Crooke I heare hath bene in Cornwall with Sir Bamarde 
aboute the busynes, and is departed without successe. The 
lande is proffered to Sir Warwick Heale (our last SherifFe of 
Devon), whom he entreateth as M*" Harris told me, to give but 
one hundred poundf aboue your lordship, but cannot be induced 
thervnto. I have, since notice Therof, endevored to my power, 
to dimynishe the worth of that lande, vnto his late vnder sheriiFe, 
with probable argumentf, which he rightly apprehendeth and 
which he will relate to the Knight as I beleeue : if not I trust 
to do it myselfe yf his house be not aboue twenty myles out of 
my way as I ride to Sir Barnarde : for I intend (God willinge) 
to visite hym, to informe my selfe of as much truth as I may in 
this busynes. No longer agone then yesterday I incountered 
Nf Brainthwait, who amongst other comunycation demanded 
me, if your lordship had gone Thorough with Sir Edward Villers. 
Though I coniectured the busynes yet I sleighted it ouer with a 
kinde of pretended ignorance, because I knewe not what privity 
he holdeth with your lordship in those matters. But I wishe, if 
my busynes succeed not well and to your lordship's likinge in 
Cornewall, that your lordship would vse expedition, as well in 
your intended course about that land, as in the rest, and so stopp 
two gappes with one bushe. 

Touchinge your busynes with M"^ Ball, I haue litle [to] say, 
as he which knoweth little, because therin I am nether imployed 
nor trusted : on saterday last, M"^ Wright came to the Citty, 
and on tuesday followinge to my lodging, wher it was agreed I 
should finde hym at his lodging the next mondaie ; but before 
the hower appointed, he was departed (as I heard) to M*^ Balle's 
house, so as sithence I haue not scene hym or heard from hym ; 
wherby I am ignorant of all passages. 

Sir William Sarsfeild is become a Courtier when he is at the 
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Courte : he tells me many storyes, and amongst others, that he 
is sworne a gent of the Kinge's Privy Chamber, and a pension 
promysed of CC*^ per annum for liefFe ; with I** per annum for 
so longe tyme as he serueth in that place : for which he hath 
covenanted to pay loooli, thone halfe at Allhallowtyde, the re- 
sidue at Christmas, and must give security for the mony by 
Lammas, he hath or is to haue his Majestie's letters to his 
father, for obtayninge his assistance in this busynes. It is a fair 
contract for prefermente, if hymselfe be mete for such a place, 
and the payment current ; but princes want nothinge so much as 
mony. I could in myne owne vnderstandinge wish he should 
not proceed therin, if he may fairly give it ouer. before these letters 
can be brought to your lordship, he myndeth to be in Irelande. 

There is no subiecte so tender to be handled, as the matter of 
newes, but of Thingf which are become in manner vulgar, a 
man may write with more boldnes. Then I say, there is nothinge 
so much and so comonly spoken (though I beleeve it not) as 
the conclusion of the match with Spaine ; yet the artycles are 
not yet sent nor concluded. All men clatter therof, but most 
with greefFe, which will encrease, if the kinge of Bohemia be 
forsaken of our king, and left to hym selfe and the unyted 
princes, as is Thought he shall be, concerninge the retayninge of 
that tytle. yet I heard a wise man say, our wyse kinge would 
fynde out a way to please all partyes and keep the Palsgraue 
kinge of Bohemia still. 

The Hollanders have comytted a great slaughter and taken 
spoile to the value of two or three hundred thousand poundf 
from our East Indian Merchantf of London, which is certaine. 
If restitution (which is expected) be not made, my braine is too 
shallowe to iudge of the sequele. yet they contynewe constant 
frendf and assistantf to the kinge of Bohemia.

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Sir Thomas Roper's busynes aboute Alehouses is as I heare 
come to this pointe, that the kinge shall haue the disposinge of 
them. And out of the benefyte arisinge thence. Sir Thomas 
and his associatf to receue loooli. per annum, letters are ad- 
dressed to the Lord Deputy and Councell there, howe a good 
settlement thereof may be composed. I wishe and all men 
there haue cause to wishe, your lordship were present when 
they deliberat hereof. There is a fleete consistinge of six of his 
Majesty's shipps and xiiij good marchantf shippes nowe in pre- 
paringe, which will be redy about two monethes hence for 
Argier (as is said) Jo restrain the insolencies of Turkishe pirates. 
An Ambassador is here from the vnyted princes, for our kinge's 
resolution to expresse hymselfe concerninge the Bohemian 
afiaiers, and expecteth answeare. It is tyme to put an end to 
these tedious relations. And therefore remembringe my service 
to your lordship do still remaine your Lordships alwaies redy to 
be cofianded Ro : Waller,

Judges thither accordinge [to] your Lordships request in your 
last to me ; which be accordingly performed : for on Satterday 
last he roused a very faier Stagg vppon our owen woodf of 
Doonegrott and hunted him all day all alonge the Contrey, 
and soe through Muskriquircke to the river of the Shure ; where 
beinge put to the soyle right vnder M'^ Piers Butler my Lord of 
Dunboynes Castle of Belahadrahid, he was not hable to goe 
farther and those of my people that followed the houndes beinge 
reddie to fall vpon him in the river, were prevented by M' 
Butler and his people ; who entringe the river slewe the deere, 
M** Butler threateninge my people that if they had not your 
lordship's passe he woulde send them to the Gaoyle of Cashell« 
notwithstandinge they swore and protested that the deere was 
hunted for your Lordship and by your owne dirrection against 
this tyme. Without respect wherof he tooke away the deere 
and disposed Therof as pleased him. My son being not then 
present, vppon vnderstanding what bad past, and doubting that 
M*^ Butler had don what he did for the litle creditt he might 
giue to the protestacons of the huntsmen, wrote a letter to him 
to put him oute of that doubt, and that it would please him to 
deliver the deere to be sent to your Lordship. M*^ Butler being 
not at hoame, the letter tooke no effect and soe your Lordship 
disapointed. fFor the other fellowes of Ballyglasse that vsed 
your Lordship in the like kinde and for whome you sent 
warrant, they vnderstanding that warrant was for them, repaired 
presently to my Lord President and praied that his Lordship 
would protect them, for that cause against your Lordship. 
His Lordship (as I vnderstand) promised them not only to 
excuse that offence but allsoe gaue them warrant either in 
writing or by woord of mouth to take vpp my houndf wherever 
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they might find them huntinge^ and either to kill them or bring 
them vnto his lordship ; which I must rather beleeve for that 
one of those men was found with a pike in his hand followinge 
of my houndf this last day they hunted^ and threatened to one 
of my people if he had not regarded M^ Bourcke who followed 
the game, he would take vpp and send the houndf to my Lord, 
according [to] bis Lordships directions. Soe as (my Lord) I 
am soe far discountenanced and disregarded by the basest in the 
Contrey, as yt any of them doe me neuer soe many wronges^ I 
must put it vpp & not say black is his eye. Before your Lord- 
ship had the possessions of Dromlieth, som Timber was cut there, 
was for the repairing of the Church of Gallbally : som therof is 
not drawen away as yett, wherby the woorcke can not goe 
forwarde. Let me humbly pray your Lordship to write to M'

away. Thus leaving all the premisses to your Lordships further 
consideracons I take leaue.

It may please your Lordship, keeping admirall Courte at 
Bantry the 18**" of this moneth, I here found that on the 9*** 
of this moneth, Boorck the pirat was in the harbor of Beere- 
hauen (where, having taken vpon the shoare, some vittles and 
other necessaryes from Hayne petty, wherewith trading and 
lyuing here), hee did in a kind of requitall hereof (as they pre- 
tend) give them 63 fardels of sassapigilia, which I haue seized to 
the lord Admirallf vse, and recofn ended their demaundf ouer 
to the Viceadmirall with my advice ; for I found that to be 
growen a comon trick betwixt the piratf and coasters : And 
before his comming in thither, with his man of warr, a prize of 
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bis, estimated worth fiftie thowsand pounds at least, was come 
into that harbor ; whereof Sir Thomas Rop[er] having notice, 
putt himself and some 30 gents into a goodly fflemish shipp 
lying in the Bay of Bantry (being also attended with ix or x 
boatf well manned) and went toward^ that port of Beerehauen 
to take that prize, which Bourck had lost at sea for a moneth 
before ; and when they came in veiw of the prize, the man of 
warr, was most vn fortunately come in, on the other side of that 
harbor, not 2 houres before, and possessed himself again of his 
prize, and shott off all bis ordonance for ioye of their meetinge. 
And when the ffleming saw them ioyned, he thought his shipp 
too weak to deale with them, and so they returned. But Sir 
Thomas is much honored here for that attempt : And I was 
here advertised that Bourck and his prize are at Valencia, and I 
have sent Bates, with my letters to M"" Jcnkin Conway and M"" 
John Segerson, praying their assistance, not onely to seize any 
thing they can light on, which those piratf haue, or leave here 
(hearing that they will leave on ship here, at least the luggage in 
her). But also I have intreated them to convay my letter of 
advertisement hereof (if those shippf be still here) vnto my lord 
President, and to signifie to his lordship the state and strength 
of those piratf : from Bantry, I went to limecon [P] Crookhauen, 
Baltimore, Castlehauen, and so by Cloghinkilty hither. And to 
morrow Will Wiseman and I, wilbe (god willing) at Carrigline, 
to hold the Court leete, and for the wardship fr, and so to Corck 
on Sunday, and thence to Moyallo on monday, to meete your 
lordship, that we may dispatch o Callaghans buisnes on tuesday, 
before the lord Presidentf coming : And 10, with my love and 
Duty to the ladies, I rest your Lordships euer at Coihaund 
Law: Parsons.

This is No. 131 of vol. xi.^ and is addressed^ '<To the Right Honorabell 
Richard Lorde Boyle, Barron of yooughall Vizcount of Dungarvan and Earle 
of Corckcy gcvc thease in ycoughall," and endorsed, " 7 Aprilis 1611 (from 
M' John doughty Maior of Bristoll, vt^ his own accompt, M' Woodward f 
& George Hellyars, wherein app" yo' ho' gaue M' Doughtie order to sell 
the remainder of yo' so we yro at 4" 10* the tonn & therein M' Doughtie 
writes y' he hath giuen M*^ hopton allowance of 5" in ye price of 10 tonns 
of sowc yro sould him at 5" the tonn." The writing is simply detestable, 
and various bits have been spelled out doubtfully. — G. 

Right Honorable, Your Letter by M** Doues man, I have 
receiued, and presently within an houer after, sent awaye with 
Stubes Letter, which is now allmoste a moneth senc^ and before 
hit was, within this to [= two] dayes he Came not for the 
mony although he wrote me he would be with me within 14 
dayes followinge ; but hit shold seme there was a Lett and

Under this inscription is a record of various charitable bequests 
by him, including ^52 " To Fifty-two Child Bed Women " ; 
^120 "To the Red Maids' Hospital"; ^20 "To poor Scholars 
at Oxford " ; ^52 *' To poor Housekeepers " ; £26 " To poor 
Widows" ; jCS^^ "To the use of Merchants and poor Trades- 
men interest free." To-day, walking along the streets of 
Bristol on a fine summer day, one meets a maid of twelve or 
sixteen years, in a bright scarlet dress, reaching about the elbows, 
snow-white apron and cape, long white mittens up to the elbows, 
white straw bonnet with dark blue ribbons. This is one of 
the " Red Maids " of the " Red Maids' Hospital." This admi- 
rable institution was founded by Whitson, who by his will (dated 
27th March, 1627) left an endowment out of his manor of 
Burnet to educate and maintain forty maidens ; some to learn 
reading and needle-work, some household employment, and so 
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on* The ** Hospital " is a suitable building, and the girls now 
number more than a hundred. It were well if the 'Mead 
hand" more frequently continued to rule as beneficently as over 
the " Red Maidens." It is Whitson's most enduring monu- 
ment ; albeit besides the crypt one, in the tower entrance to the 
Church stands a figure of him robed as a magistrate, and in the 
niches in the Guildhall there is his statue beside Edward III., 
Sir Michael Foster, Edward Colston, Q. Victoria. This 
worthy was born "one of the people,*' at Clearwell, Glos. He 
came to Bristol a country lad, and got into the emplojrment 
(first as an apprentice) of Nicholas Cutt, wine-cooper and 
general merchant Industry and trustworthiness raised him to a 
clerkship. His management made the business thrive greatly. 
When Cutt died, Whitson carried it on for the widow, whom 
he ultimately married. He now became a member of the Cor- 
poration ; sheriff in 1589 ; mayor in 1603, and again in 1615 ; 
M.P. for Bristol in 1605, i6i4« 1620, 1625. He survived all 
his children. He meant to leave his fortune to nephews ; but 
overhearing them talk about the way they would [ab]use it, he 
indignantly resolved to prevent the infamy they designed to work 
with his money. So he put it out of their power by bequeath- 
ing the bulk of his fortune — after the death of his widow — to 
charitable uses. He died in consequence of a fall from his horse. 
It may be added that one of his bequests was for a sermon to be 
preached on the 7 th November for ever — being the date on 
which he had been stabbed with a knife by a man whom he had 
made his enemy by giving a just arbitration between him and 
another. These details — and many more might be given — illume 
these old Letters of the " Lismore Papers " in former and pre- 
sent vol.

It was not safe to talk or write then of royal doings and mis- 
doings. The old Hebrew superstition of the sanctity and pre- 
science of kings still held its spell — '' Curse not the king, no not 
in thy thought ; and curse not the rich in thy bedchamber : 
for a bird of the air shall carry the voice, and that which hath 
wings shall tell the matter.'' (Ecclesiastes x. 20.) The espion- 
age of Elizabethan-Jacobean and even Carolian days would now 
be regarded as intolerable.

* Kynamealky.' It was a division of the ancient Carbery^ com- 
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prehending the site of Bandon and Castle Bernard, formerly 
Castle Mahony. (As before noted (in ist Series) it gave a title 
to the Earl's son Lewis, killed in the Civil War of 1641-49.) 
In O'Hcerin's Topographical Irish Poems (written drta 
A.D. 1400), translated by Dr. John O'Donovan/ the region is 
thus described : — ■

* Cinel' is the Irish for posterity, or descendants; ^ Bece,' the 
name of an ancient Irish prince. Dermot O'Mahony, owner 
of Rosbrin, was Icillcd at Aughrim. His brother Daniel, Count 
O'Mahony, of the French army, is one of the very few Irish 
officers mentioned &vourably in St. Simon's Memoirs. He 
brought the news of the battle of Cremona to Louis XI V^ and 
was much esteemed by King and Court. Count O'Mahony's 
descendants in the female line hold a high position amongst the 
present-day Italian nobility. It is noticeable that Irish and 
Scotch, rather than English, are found in Italian records and 
picture galleries. As a Scot, the Editor has over and over been 
gratified by coming on Scotch (and Irish) well-known names 
filling noble places in academic and historic story, *.^., at Padua, 
Verona, Florence, Rome. ' diismiss ' = discharge. ' Tern 'Jaye ' 
— A Rev. William Joye was Chanter of St, Brandon's Cathedral, 
Ardfert, in 1615. He is mentioned in Bishop John Crosbie's 
returns for the Regal Visitation of that year as " minister legens 
residens." Thomas Joye seems to have been his son, or pos- 
sibly a younger brother. He must have been agent over the 
Earl's Kerry lands. As a Thomas Joye, Esq., figures in the list 
of Papist proprietors of Kerry taken in 1656, it is probable that 
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through marriage with Roman CathoUcs the chanter of Ardfert's 
son (or brother) and grandson left Protestantism. Thomas 
Joye's appointment as High Sheriff of Kerry in 1618^ seems to 
have fallen through ; for in an authoritative list of the High 
Sheriffs of that county (preserved in the Record Tower of 
Dublin Castle)^ Giles Herbert was High Sheriff of Kerry in 
1 61 8 — his predecessor being John Barry, and successor Thomas 
Pepys ("Old Kerry Records," vol. ii., pp. 243, 319). George 
Joye, an English scholar, the translator of "Jeremy the pro- 
phete" (1534), and " Exposicion of Daniel" (1545), and a 
quaint and original writer on theological-political subjects, 
suggests that the Irish Joyes were Anglo-Irish. Now Joyes in 
Ireland are of the peasantry only in Kerry. A modern bit of 
folk-lore (so to say) is still current near Tralee, of a Robin Joye, 
who, having returned to the church of his ancestry, was shame- 
fully persecuted by priests and people. On his death his ghost 
was alleged to haunt a road near his house, and even to-day the 
folks dread to pass along the road after nightfall. This is quite 
a recent affair.

Page i 74. * bandes ' = bonds. 

Page i 76. George Calvert — Son of Leonard Calvert, of 
Danbywiske, co. York:' born in 1578. He was Secretary to 
Sir Robert Cecil when Secretary of State, and afterwards Clerk 
of the Privy Council. He was knighted 29th September, 1617, 
and was created Lord Baltimore i6th Feb., 1627. He died 
15th April, 1632. I have read many of his gossipy letters at 
Hatfield. 

Page 177. ^partrich^ = partridge, ^retriued* = retrieved, 
a sporting term which the usual gloss * recover ' scarcely explains. 
* doomes * = decisions and judgments. 

Page 178. Duke of Lennox — Ludovic Stuart, bom 29th 
Sep., 1574, succeeded his father as 2nd Duke of Lennox, on 
his death, 26th May, 1583, and was created Duke of Richmond 
in 1623. He was thrice married, but died without (legitimate) 
issue i6th Feb., 1623-4, and was buried the next day in West- 
minster Abbey. * Authentick * = authority, original and con- 
tinuous. *demeritt*= merit or desert. * example* = exemplify. 

Page 179. ^Jhp.o/ Canterbury* — This was Dr.George Abbot. 
He was nominated to the Primacy on 4th March, i6io-ii. 
His strangely-mingled story has been effectively told by Dr. Hook 
in his " Lives of the Archbishops," which, however, through- 
out needs to be read with a considerable number of salt-pinches, 
and his authorities always to be collated. He died 4th August, 
1633. * ascended* = elevated. 

Page 181. * purcbaze of Sir Barnard Grenviles possessions in 
Mounster ' — See onward a weary and worrying correspondence 
on this purchase. Cf. note on p. 160 on Cranfield : and note 
at end of p. 184. 

Page 182. 'my i^/V;' = of payments. 
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Page 183. * Burse* = exchange. * M'^ John Doutie* — See 
note onward. 

Page 185. * cocketts* = coquetts or documents. 

Page 187. * Irish Ecclesiastical Affairs^ — See Introduction 
to vols. i. and ii. of the 2nd Series on this important State Paper. 
Dr. Reve, or Ry ves, was the * stormy petrel * of the period in 
Chucph and State. 

Page 188. * Dr. Reves '—' The Analecta '—See full Life of 
the '* Great Earl," as before ; also note on Ryves on his letter 
at page 131. It will be noticed that Dr. Ryves brought the 
* Analecta ' under the Earl's eye in that letter. 

Page 189. ^Sir frances Blundeir — See ist Series^ ii., 347, 

366. 

Page 190. * M^ Packer* — Letters of his are among the 
" Lismore Papers," as will appear. 

Page 194. * Sir Henry Docwray* — See 1st Series, ii.^ 422 ; 
iv. 261. 

Page 196. ' Polles * — In Cavan certain measures of land were 
called by the names of Poll, gallon, and pottle. Thus Pollakeel 
is the narrow poll ; Pollamor, great poll, &c. In most other 
counties, however, poll is an Irish word signifying hole. Pottle 
bane in Cavan county signifies white pottle ; Gallannam=braher, 
the friar's gallon (Joyce's " Irish Names of Places," i., 226). 
The application of words for measures of grain or seed to land 
is explained in O'Curry's " Lectures on the Customs and 
Manners of the Ancient Irish " (edited by O'SuUivan), to have 
arisen from the difference in the fertility and extent of the lands 
held by the clansmen. As much land as could be sown to advan- 
tage with a gallon or pottle of seed, was called a gallon or pottle 
of land. In 1770 Arthur Young found that a cabin with two 
or three ounces of land attached was the usual inheritance of a

labourer or small former in the south-west of Kerry county. 
* TaU * or tath, according to Dr. Joyce, is an English word for 
sixty acres. * Ballyboe ' signifies cow-land, and is a common 
name for townlands in Ulster. See Calendar of State Papers^ 
1608-10, p. 402 = divisions of land varying in extent from 
60 to 120 acres. * Carterne^ = corruption of cartron^ a word 
introduced into Ireland by the old English colonists of the 
twelfth and thirteenth centuries. It is from the French 
quarteron^ and was applied chiefly in Connaught and Leinster 
to a portion of land consisting of from sixty to one hundred 
and sixty acres (Joyce^ as before^ i. 225). 

Page 197. * Ellis O' Carrol^* recte Ely O'Carroll, a territory 
of considerable extent. See p. 35 Introduction to " Irish 
Massacres." Joyce says, " EiU^ the 7* in descent from Cian^ an 
Irish chief, was ancestor of the tribes called Eile or Ely, who 
gave name to several districts, which were all in the ancient 
Munster and of which O'CarroU was king" (i., 126). * Lord 
of Deluin^ — Richard Nugent, loth Baron of Delvin, had in 
1606 a special livery of his estate ; in the following year he was 
arrested on suspicion of being concerned in a conspiracy with 
the Earl of Tyrone, the O'Donnells, O* Neils, and O'Cahanes 
of Ulster, to surprise Dublin Castle, murder the Lord Deputy 
and Council, and set up a government of their own. Lord 
Delvin was confined in prison, but managed to escape one 
night. Great efforts were made to recapture him but with- 
out success ; and soon after he made a voluntary submis- 
sion, was pardoned, and restored to his lands. In 1621 he 
was created Earl of Westmeath, and died early in the Rebellion 
of 1641. * Sir Patrick Barnnuall* — Was of Turvey and 
Grace dieu ; he had extensive grants of land from Queen Eliza- 
beth in Dublin, Limerick, Roscommon, and Meath. He married 
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the daughter of Nicholas Bagenal^ Knight Marshal of Ireland^ 
and dying in 1622 was succeeded by his son Nicholas, who 
was created in 1645 Baron of Turvey, and Viscount Barnewall 
of Kingsland. 

Page 199. * Termon I grady^ allsoe Tom Grang* — On *Ter- 
mon lands ' see ist Series, i., 278, 289. * Termon * — The Sanc- 
tuary Land attached to old Irish churches, and it had generally 
hereditary guardians, and was sometimes called by their names, 
/. g., Termon Mac Guirk, the termon whose warden was the Tvlac 
Guirks i Termon O'Grady, Termon O'Mongan, &c. Termon 
lands were claimed by the Bishops at the plantation of Ulster, 
but tl^e King held that they were his, but owed certain revenues 
to the Bishop. See Calendar of State Papers, 1608-10, preface, 
p. Ixxxvi. 

Page 203. 'Sir James Craig* — Sec ist Series, ii., 360, 

387. 

Page 209. ' escripts * = transcripts — Whether an Irish term 
Editor knoweth not. * John Doughtier or Doughty^ ofBristolV 
— This was one of the early ' makers * of Bristol. He was one 
of the Sheriiis of the city (there were two) in 1606 — a year 
famous for a disastrous local flood. In 1620 he was Mayor. 
Barrett, the Historian of Bristol — who was so taken in by 
Chatterton — quotes from a speech that the old Mayor used to 
make when resigning office : — *' I heartily pray you, if there be 
any of you who by my negligence, uncunning or wilfulness 
have been wronged or hurt in any way by colour of my late 
office, or if I have done to any person otherwise than of right, 
law, or conscience, come to me and shew your griefs ; I am 
ready to make you amends if my goods will thereunto suffice ; 
or else I will ask your forgiveness, so that you shall be well con- 
tented and pleased." The office of Mayor and Alderman was 
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no sinecure. At Doughty's date (12th March, 1621), "Each 
alderman was obh'ged (unless prevented by sickness), to visit his 
ward once a month, for the discovery of strangers and under- 
tenants, &c., to remedy any disorders, misbehaviours^ &c.y under 
the penalty of ^5 to the Chamber, for his neglect therein ; and 
the Mayor, ujiless employed^ was not to remain out of the 
liberties of the city^ above the space of three days and three 
nights in the whole year of mayoralty, under the penalty of 
^100 by an order dated 20th October^ 1606 ; and if he refused 
to serve the office of mayoralty when chosen^ he was fined 
^200 and disfranchised." In 1629 Doughty gave the Corpora- 
tion ^100 to be lent to ten handicrafbmen for five years, interest 
firee. Earlier — ^in 1625 — ^the M.P.'s for Bristol were Doughty 
and another of the '* Great Earl's" trading correspondents, 
John Whitson, Esq.; in 1627 Doughty and John Barker, 
merchant. For more on this noticeable worthy^ see Barrett's 
" History of Bristoll," s. n. 

Page 210. * George Hallier or Hellier* — He was one of the 
Sheriff of Bristol in 1638^ and in 1653 he was Mayor. See 
Barrett^ s. «., as before. With reference to the " trading ** 
correspondence of the Earl and Doughty, Whitson^ Hellier, 
and others^ it is astounding to read to-day of the obstruction 
and inquisitorial interferences and irritations of the government 
of the period. Barrett notes that ** from September to Decem- 
ber^ the city was never free from commissioners and pursuivants, 
who examined on oath (the clerks of?) merchants^ what com- 
modities they had sent to sea, what entries were made at the 
Custom-house, what foreign goods imported, &c., for years 
past. Agreeable to these informations they examined, whereby 
some were compelled to accuse one another^ and were sent for 
up to London. Shopkeepers also were examined^ and had great 
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imposts laid on them. Soap-makers paid ^4 custom per ton for 
soap, the brewers forty marks per annum far a commission, 
which were such grievances that it soured the nation against 
the king and government." Corn at the time was 9/. a bushel. 
' Sir Barnard Grinjild ' — One admires how the spelling of Gren- 
ville was conceived : cf. p. 22i,l. 3. 'At>' = it — and so through- 
out distressingly, ' deads ' = deeds. ' JH' Hopton ' — In the 
Visitation of Somersetshire for 1623 will be found the pedigree 
of the Hoptons of Witham and other information. They filled 
a considerable space — earlier and later — in the community, not 
the least famous having been Lord Ralph Hopton of the Civil 
War. 

Pace 211. ' and loe and phase you' — A frequent Elizabethan- 
Jacobean phrase, cf. p. 239, 1. i, of Letter CCLI V. ' Aj- ' = 
buy i ' chapman ' = purchaser, or intermediary in disposing of. 
'yause' = use; 'andvUits' = anvils, cf. p. 21+, 'Am/ields.' 

Page 212. ^pilchers' = pilchards. Shakespeare spelled 
' pilcher ' (" Twelfth Night," iii., 1, 39). Irish is pilscir. 

Pace 213. ' Richard ChaUinsr * — Another of the ' trading ' 
correspondents of the Earl. See p. 220 onward. 

Pace 217. ' CalUcowt' = calico, or cotton cloth. 

Page 220. 'lavely ' = safely — Spelling to be noted. 

Page 221 . ' tolde ' = counted out. 

Page 222. 'Robert fValUr' — This graphic letter-writer 
was one of the younger brothers of Edmund Waller the Poet. 
He had two other brothers, who perished in the Irish Massacres. 
He himself played a conspicuous part in the service of Oliver 
Cromwell and Richard Cromwell. He ts worthy of further 
record than is extant. The Wallers were originally of Spend- 
hurst in Kent, a Richard Waller having taken prisoner at 
A^ncourt Charles Duke of Orleans. The mother of the Poet 
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and this Robert Waller was a sister of the illustrious John 
Hampden. There are still Anglo-Irish Wallers, ^eschewes^ 
= shuns, seeks to avoid. 

Page 224. * Bumll ' — Except Henry Pyne, one of the 
'* Great Earl's " most shameless worryers, as these " Lismore 
Papers" abundantly show. ^M\ Gosnold* — See 1st Series, ii.,

Page 225. ' bitt the lippe ' = kept silence, suppressing 
passion. * /^ ' = two. * Lord Duke ' = Buckingham. * Lord 
Chancellor * = Bacon. See pp. 226-7 ^^^ ^ ^"^ glimpse of him. 
' Archbyshopp * = Abbot 

Page 226. * Chancellor of the Exchequer * = Fulke Greville, 
Lord Brook^ the friend and biographer of Sidney. See his com- 
plete collected Works in " Fuller Worthies* Library," 4 vols.

Page 233. * feature ' = person. ' nu self^ — Again the Hiber- 
nianism to be noted as not merely vulgar. 

Page 234. ' Earl ofThomond* — See ist Series, ii., 341, 365. 
In addition it may be here stated that the Donogh O'Brien, 4th 
earl of Thomond, commonly called * the great Earl,' had spent 
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the greater part of his youth in the courts of Queen Elizabeth and 
James I., and had fought against the Spaniards at Kinsale. In 
1605 he was President of Munster, and died in 1624, as in 
these letters shown. His fine monument is one of the '' sights '* 
of Limerick cathedral.

The fragments of their once great estates passed 
to a distant relative in Cheshire, and their mansion of Castle 
Lyons (often referred to in these " Lismore Papers ") fell into 
ruin.
